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Health board 
mulls over 
regulation

A new regulation will allow Board 
of Health members to pack a wallop 
when addressing the cleanup of 
hazardous waste sites in town. 

A proposed regulation governing 
hazardous waste cleanup was dis¬ 
cussed in a public hearing held by 
the board on Oct. 1. If adopted, the 
regulation would give the board 
authority to push the clean-up of 
contaminated sites. 

It was noted by Board of Health 
members that there are 22 sites in 
Winchester where hazardous waste 
has been identified, under the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Oil and Hazardous Waste 
Release Prevention Act or 21E. Of 
those sites, five have been con¬ 
firmed by the State Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). 

According to Board of Health 
Chairman Warren Taylor, the board 
is not required to hold a hearing on 
the new regulation. However, said 
Taylor, on this issue, ... “We want 
every single bit of input we can.” 

He added, “We are not kowtowing 
to the selectmen on this, we’re say¬ 
ing we want your input.” Taylor said 
the board will rework the regulation 
and present the final draft to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary said that the board was in 
support of pushing for the cleanup of 
the sites. However, he added, with 
regard to the new regulation, “The 
issues of concern to the Board of 
Selectmen are issues of enforcement 
and having the money to carry out 
this mission.” 

O’Leary said that by enforcing the 
regulation there may be some legal 
or engineering costs to be factored 
into the equation. He added that the 
town needs to look ahead on this 
issue, since, “I don’t think people 
are willing to raise taxes to do this,” 
said O’Leary. 

Selectman Stephen Powers added 
that the proposed regulation repre¬ 
sented, “a good effort,” but reiter¬ 
ated O’Leary’s concern on financial 
matters. Powers said he had called 
representatives from Needham, 
where the orignal regulation was 
first drafted, and said that officials 
there affirmed the regulation did 
improve the town’s cleanup efforts. 

“The bottom line is we want to 
intiate action where other agencies, 
such as the DEP, but not limited to 
them, have been unable to act,” said 
Taylor. 

Reference to specific sites during 
the public hearing was not allowed 
but the lengthy history of several 
sites in town was noted to be the

Board adjusts 
hospital area 
parking plan

As selectmen address parking 
congestion on the side streets near 
Winchester Hospital by instituting 
restricted parking areas, hospital 
employees, it seems, are staying one 
step ahead. 

Selectmen recently tinkered with 
the parking plan around the hospital 
to answer the concerns of Highland 
Terrace residents. Highland Ter¬ 
race, a dead end street that extends 
from Highland Avenue, previously 
had no parking restrictions. 

William Jones, a resident of High¬ 
land Terrace, told selectmen that 
since the implementation of the new 
parking plan Sept. 16, cars now park 
on both sides of his street, causing 
congestion and what he termed a 
safety issue. 

Selectmen had adopted the park¬ 
ing plan in September to address 
growing concerns from neighbors 
with regard to the parking situation 
on side streets around the hospital. 


The plan was developed in concert 
with representatives from the hospi¬ 
tal, neighborhood and town officials 
to restrict parking from 6 to 9:30 
a.m. on many streets surrounding 
the hospital. 

“We thought the problem would 
move street to street, and that 
seems to be what is happening,” 
said Selectman Stephen Powers. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
agreed. “For every parking action 
you take, there is an equal and 
opposite reaction,” he added. 

Although under a 60-day review 
period, the plan was reviewed by 
selectmen at their Sept. 30 session 
and a minor adjustment was made 
to immediately alleviate neighbor¬ 
hood concerns. 

Selectman Robert Deering prop¬ 
osed parking restrictions on both 
sides of Highland Terrace between 
the hours of 6 and 9:30 a.m., “to be 
consistent with the other streets.” 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer noted that Safety Officer

Housing board 
seeks consultant

The task of developing a competi¬ 
tive housing strategy to garner fed¬ 
eral funds is clearly a job for a paid 
professional, according to members 
of a local housing coalition. 

David Mortensen, chairman of the 
Winchester Housing Partnership 
(HPB), described his committee’s 
efforts to bring about the completion 
of the Comprehensive Housing 
Affordability Strategy (CHAS) and 
requested permission from mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Selectmen to 
raise money to hire professional 
help to develop Winchester’s hous¬ 
ing strategy. 

Mortensen said his group has met 
weekly during the summer months 
working with regulations from Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development (HUD) 
as well as materials compiled from 


the Conservation Commission, 
Housing Authority, Planning Board, 
Interfaith Housing Council, Board of 
Selectmen and League of Women 
Voters. 

He noted that despite the volun¬ 
teer group’s efforts, the task of 
drafting such a strategy is time- 
consuming as well as highly 
technical. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken, who 
serves on the HPB, said that after 
the group reviewed strategy plans 
from Arlington and Medford, which 
were developed by trained person¬ 
nel, the Winchester group was 
“disheartened.” 

He said in order to organize the 
material to meet the requirements 
of HUD and in addition, to be compe¬ 
titive for housing grant money, a 
consultant should be hired on a tem¬ 
porary basis to prepare the report.

Advocates help domestic violence victims through the system 


This article is the second in a 
two-part look at domestic violence 
here in town; the impact of local 
police intervention and the power of 
the court system.

In the battle against domestic vio¬ 
lence it is often the victim who is 
called upon to wage war. 

And according to Jeffrey Ryan, 
Chief of the Victim Witness Service 
Bureau, empowerment of that vic¬ 
tim is the key to halting the abuse. 

Under Massachusetts law, the 
state-run Victim Witness Service 
Bureau, assigns advocates to vic¬ 
tims in need as they make their way 
through the district and superior 
court system. 

Ryan says the goal of the bureau is 
to supply the victims with enough 
information to aid them in regaining 
their self-confidence. “We want to 
avoid letting them become twice 
victimized,” added Ryan. 

Because many of the victims of 
domestic violence are not familiar 
with the court system, Ryan said the 
advocates are necessary to assist 
the victim during the court process. 

Initially, the advocate is charged 
with accompanying the victim to 
court. Said Ryan, “The process real¬ 
ly begins at arraignment with the 
assistant District Attorney and the 


victim witness advocate acting as a 
team.” 

Or the process can begin when the 
victim goes to court the day after a 
violent incident to take out a 
restraining order under Chapter 
209A, the Abuse Prevention Act. 

A restraining order is a formal 
complaint for protection from 
abuse, which is filed at the district 
court level. The information 
requested by the court order is kept 
completely confidential. The court 
document seeks information about 
the relationship between the abuser 
and the victim. 

In addition, the document 
attempts to pull together the history 
and nature of the abuse. The order 
actively asks the court to provide the 
victim with protection from the bat¬ 
terer. Ryan said the decision to 
file for a restraining order against a 
spouse or boyfriend, “is a huge 
step.” 

According to Winchester Police 
Detective Lieutenant James Pierce, 
a temporary restraining order can 
be issued for a period of five to 10 
days. The batterer is then given the 
opportunity to offer a defense 
against the charges. An order can 
subsequently be issued for up to one 
year. 

Another important component in 
curbing domestic violence is to 
advise the victim of his/her rights 


under the law and develop a “safety 
plan,” according to Ryan. This may 
or may not include a move to a 
shelter, said Ryan. 

The advocates can also assist in 
the preparation of a victim 


“impact” statement. In this state¬ 
ment, said Ryan, “the victim gets a 
chance to tell how the crime has 
affected them, emotionally, finan- 
ciallly, and physically.” 

An impact statement can be heard 


in court following a guilty finding, 
but before sentencing. F>om there 
the advocates can provide referrals 
for victims of domestic violence to 
appropriate social services, accord-

Introduction to life with eight 
teenagers could never come with¬ 
out some excitement, but this 
year the new resident directors of 
the A Better Chance (ABC) prog¬ 
ram have had more than their 
share. 

A few trips to the hospital for 
starters. 

First off, one of the ABC youths 
went in for what was supposed to 
be routine surgery, according to 
LauraLyn Williams, a new resi¬ 
dent director for the ABC 
program. 


The youth’s post operative 
recovery went well until he deve¬ 
loped pneumonia. Now, he is 
doing fine and has returned from 
the hospital, said Williams. But 
on that same day, one of the other 
youths smashed his fingers, 
requiring still another visit to the 
hospital. 

Williams, however, seems to 
take it all in stride. 

She and her husband, George 
Daly, will serve as co-directors of 
the ABC House. In a recent inter¬ 
view, Williams, who began her 
new position in September, dis¬ 
cussed her goals as she looks 


ahead to the new year. 

In addition to overseeing the 
staff at the house and the myriad 
volunteers, she is working on a 
doctorate degree in multicultural 
approaches to teaching history 
using literature through educa¬ 
tional television. 

She also creates handmade 
African dolls, representing Afri¬ 
cans from around the world. She 
does this work, she says, because 
there are so few dolls that truly 
represent Africans. 

Daly works at Thompson 
Island, an educational institute,

Marder creates art 
with materials, 
and imagination

Winchester artist Donna Rhae 
Marder has a lively imagination, 
keen intellect, sophisticated sense of 
humor and an eye for detail. It all 
shows in her work. 

! Marder oversees a bustling house¬ 
hold on Lloyd Street, enjoys the 
domestic aspects of her life and 
respects the roles women have taken 
in keeping the world humming 
along. That shows in her work, too. 

Bowls, aprons, shoes, jackets, 
bathrobes and prom gowns are 
among the pieces Marder sculpts 
with her sewing machine and very 
specifically recycled paper. She 
likes to use paper that exists already 
because it is “loaded with mean¬ 
ing,” she says. “My affection is not 
for the paper itself, but for what is on 
paper and what it means.” Tea 
bags, coffee filters, maps, old books, 
letters and lots and lots of thread are 
among her materials. 

A ‘natural’ evolution of work 

While a background in figurative 
sculpture and heavy doses of art 
history from University of Chicago 
— where she received her degree in 
fine arts — may not seem the pre¬ 
dictable genesis for Marder’s sewn 
pieces, she finds the evolution of her 
work natural. She also credits years 
of hand sewing, knitting and need¬ 
lework as important to her art. 

In fact, the structural and intellec¬ 
tual grounding of Marder’s work is a 
solid foundation that allows her own 
unique creativity free rein. For all 
their whimsy and charm, the artist’s 
crafted objects are knowingly 
scaled, sensitively proportioned and 
always beautifully put together. 

The personalization of her work 
comes from liking and knowing her 
life so that its integration into her art 
is, well, “natural.” In referring to 
her work, as well as to her obviously 
compatible roles as artist and 
mother, Marder is more likely than 
not to say “that’s the way life is.” 

Some of her early sewn work 
hangs in Marder’s home. She points 
to an intricate geometrically pat¬ 
terned piece that hangs over a win¬ 
dow and looks a little like a translu¬ 
cent quilt. The suffused light it 
admits into the room comes through 
narrow strips of screen, hand sewn 
with pieces of fabric to form the big 
window-sized square, hung at an 
angle to become diamond-shaped. 
Another hand-sewn piece is mounted 
on a nearby wall. Again the motif 
and geometry are quilt-like, but the 
components are paper rather than 
fabric. The piece was made in a 
workshop in Chicago from children’s 
drawings. 

Both of these early works took a 
long time to make and were labor- 
intensive; that is something Marder 
appreciates as an aspect of what is 
generally considered a more domes¬ 
tic endeavor than, say, action 
painting. 

Finding that she liked the way the 
stitching looked and the way it reve¬ 
aled the process of working, Marder 
decided to extend her production by 
making those stitches with a sewing 
machine. The machine also 
broadened her creative options. 
These days, there is very little, if 
anything, in the way of sculpted 
imagery Marder cannot make with 
paper and her sewing machine. 

Sources are close to home 

Her studio is at home. A bathrobe 


hangs in the hall. But this is not the 
garment donned after a morning 
shower. It is, rather, one of Marder’s 
sewn paper sculptures, made from 
the deacidified pages of an old Dick 
Francis mystery novel. An apron 
from the pages of a ’50s women’s 
magazine hangs on another wall. A 
little girl’s puffy tea dress made of 
used tea bags is framed under glass. 
Shoes are strewn everywhere. Most¬ 
ly, they are made of paper, but some 
glamorous strappy suede evening 
shoes are among the research 
material from her own past that 
Marder studies for form and 
structure. 

A pair of children’s t-strapped 
shoes is one of the pieces Marder has 
on view in a large and popular 
exhibition at the DeCordova 
Museum in Lincoln entitled “Land, 
Sea, and Sky: Maps in Contempor¬ 
ary Art at DeCordova.” The shoes 
are formed and sewn from maps, 
taken from old National Geographic 
magazines retrieved from the attic. 
Also made of maps and on display 
are four of Marder’s sewn bowls, 
elegant as centuries-old Chinese ves¬ 
sels in an enclosed case. 

The DeCordova show was selected 
by museum curators from artists 
who incorporate images of maps in 
their work. For Marder, it is one in a 
series of recent opportunities to 
establish herself as an exhibiting 
artist in this part of the country. 


Getting settled into local scene 

While she is no newcomer to the 
visual arts, Marder moved to 
Winchester with her husband and 
children only three years ago. Her 
education in Chicago was followed 
by exhibition and involvement in the 
art community there. Moving a stu¬ 
dio across the country is only a small 
part of the story for any artist. Local 
participation and recognition in the 
arts takes time and work and some 
good luck. 

Marder feels the DeCordova show 
gives her work “legitimacy” here. 
Although, she is quick to add, “I do 
my work for myself and not really to 
meet anyone else’s demands.” 
Impressed with the professionalism 
and genuine courtesy the museum 
staff has shown, Marder expresses 
gratitude for a receptive and respon¬ 
sive art community. 

She recently exhibited work at 
Cambridge Multicultural Art Center 
and praises the staff there, too, for 
their generosity and enthusiasm. 

Marder’s involvement in Boston 
area exhibitions is gaining momen¬ 
tum. She was included in “Intimate 
Perspectives,” mounted earlier this 
year at the Boston Artists’ Founda¬ 
tion Gallery. Next month her work 
will be on view at Boston Center for 
the Arts Cyclorama in an exhibition 
by the 10 recipients of New England 
Foundation for the Arts (NEFA) 
1991 crafts awards. The show will 
open Nov. 7 and run through Dec. 24. 

On Columbus Day Marder will 
lead a workshop for families at the 
DeCordova Museum. Held in con¬ 
junction with the map exhibition and 
with the Museum’s “Artful Autumn: 
Family Fest” celebration, Marder’s 
workshop will include a tour of 
Museum galleries and an explora¬ 
tion with children and their parents 
of the artful possibilities of maps 
and paper. 

“Land, Sea, and Sky: Maps in 
Contemporary Art" is on view at the 
DeCordova Museum through Nov.

Although Winchester no longer 
has a section of town known as 
“Little Italy,” some residents are 
still working hard to keep the spirit 
of the old country alive.

Final years: An architect of campus buildings 


The following article is the twen¬ 
tieth installment in a series on 
George Dutton Rand, a prominent 
Boston architect who lived in 
Winchester from 1875-86. Recent 
research shows that he played an 
important role in shaping the Victor¬ 
ian town we know today. His work 
includes Town Hall as well as many 
of the houses built in Winchester 
during the 1870s and '80s.

In the early years of the 20th 
century, the architect George Rand 
designed several substantial cam¬ 
pus buildings. 

In 1900, he was engaged by Mount 
Holyoke College to design a dormit¬ 
ory, Mead Hall. Soon after. Smith 
College employed him to design two 
more dormitories, Chapin House 
and Haven House. During this per¬ 
iod, he also designed an electrical 
engineering laboratory for the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Rand had planned a number of 
campus buildings earlier in his 
career. In 1879, he designed Revell 
Hall for the newly founded North- 
field Seminary for Young Ladies, 
today the Northfield campus of the 
Northfield Mount Hermon School. 
Revell Hall was a classroom build¬ 
ing. The following year, Rand 
designed East Hall, Northfield’s 
first dormitory. Both buildings were 
brick and Gothic in style. Through 
the 1880s, Rand and his partner, 
Bertrand Taylor, designed addition¬ 
al campus buildings for Northfield. 

In 1885, Rand was hired by Rollins 
College in Winter Park, Fla., to 
oversee the construction of its first 
campus buildings. These included 
dormitories, a classroom building, a 
dining hall, and a gymnasium. 

By the fall of 1900, Mount Holyoke 
College was in need of dormitory

space. A friend of the college prop¬ 
osed to donate $50,000 for such a 
building, stipulating that “Mr. 
George D. Rand, Boylston St., Bos¬ 
ton, be employed as Architect to 
furnish plans for the building ...” 

Correspondence between the 
donor and the college treasurer, 
A.L. Williston, is preserved in Mount 
Holyoke’s archives. Unfortunately, 
the donor sought anonymity and the 
records provide no trace of his or her 
name. It would be interesting to 
know more about this person whose 
comments reflect such support of 
Rand. 

The new dormitory, Mead Hall, 
was finished in 1901. It was consid¬ 


ered a success both aesthetically 
and in terms of function. On July 27, 
1901, it was illustrated by the Ameri¬ 
can Architect. The dormitory was 
four stories high and built of brick 
with brownstone trim. It was Colo¬ 
nial Revival in style. Inside, a spa¬ 
cious hall led into large reception 
rooms which connected with each 
other. 

A newspaper article about the dor¬ 
mitory, filed in the college archives, 
praised several mechanical innova¬ 
tions of the building. It included 
special elevators to carry students’ 
trunks to the basement. Also, it had 
a newly devised and patented hot 
water system. 


The success of Mead Hall led 
Smith College to employ Rand to 
design two dormitories for that cam¬ 
pus. They were Chapin House and 
Haven House, both built in 1902. Like 
Mead Hall, these buildings were Col¬ 
onial Revival in style. Chapin House 
was brick, whereas Haven House 
was frame. 

Chapin House is an especially 
well-sited building, with a broad 
expanse of lawn leading to its entry. 
The rear elevation overlooks 
Smith’s greenhouses and Paradise 
Pond. 

In 1902, Rand also was busy with 
the construction of a new building 
for the study of electrical engineer¬ 


ing at MIT. Called the Lowell Build¬ 
ing, it was located on Clarendon and 
Stanhope streets, Boston. 

By this time, MIT realized that the 
entire school would need to relocate 
soon due to the limits of available 
land. As a result, the new building 
was to be built as inexpensively as 
possible. At the same time, the need 
for space was immediate. In just 60 
working days, construction was 
completed. 

An article about the Lowell Build¬ 
ing appeared in the Technology 
Review, 1902, pp. 493-96. Its author 
was Theodore H. Skinner, an 
architect and a graduate of MIT, 
class of 1892. Skinner had become 
Rand’s junior partner. The new 
firm, Rand & Skinner, was located 
at 336 Boylston St., Boston. Accord¬ 
ing to Boston Directories, the part¬ 
nership lasted through 1904. 

Through the mid 1890s, Rand had 
been living in Winter Park, Fla. His 
time and finances were devoted to 
cultivation of citrus groves, but sev¬ 
eral bad freezes forced him and his 


wife to return north. They took up 
residence in Wakefield, and Rand 
resumed his architectural practice. 

In 1899, Rand’s wife died. Rand 
moved into the city, boarding at 180 
Huntington Ave. 

Two years later, Rand married 
again. His second wife was a widow, 
Mrs. William Webb. In the late 
1870s, she and her first husband had 
lived in Winchester at 2 Rangeley 
Road, which Rand had designed. 

Rand and his new wife made their 
home in the Auburndale section of 
Newton. Rand was a man in his 
seventies. His health had never been 
good, yet he had pursued an active 
life. When he finally retired from the 
practice of architecture, in 1904, he 
was tired and in chronic pain. 

A letter by the second Mrs. Rand, 
on file in the Rollins College arc¬ 
hives, indicates that Rand’s final 
years were difficult. Yet the crea¬ 
tive urge persisted. He spent his last 
years reading and painting in water- 
colors. He died on Nov. 2,1910, at the 
age of 77.

The job description would call for 
a person “with strong administra¬ 
tive skills” to be employed on a 
part-time basis as an employee of 
the town, according to Mortensen. 

Funding for the position, said Mor¬ 
tensen, could be raised through pri¬ 
vate and public sources. The esti¬ 
mated cost for the position is $15,000, 
according to Mortensen. 

Alan Rodgers, vice chairman of 
the HPB, said the board hopes to get 
more housing grants with the help of 
such a person, as well as parlay the 
funding in the Housing Trust Fund 


toward more housing units. 

Although the HPB proposal called 
for the position to report to Town 
Manager, Selectman Stephen Pow¬ 
ers suggested the person report 
directly to the Board of Selectmen. 

Schmitt suggested that each town 
board involved with housing be noti¬ 
fied of the fundraising initiative and 
the overall plan. “This is an impor¬ 
tant initiative, and one that requires 
a coordinated effort,” said Schmitt.

A vintage year 
for Winchester

A recent “This Week in His¬ 
tory" column in the Star cele¬ 
brated the year 1956 — a year 
with many firsts for Winchester. 

In January of that year, excited 
junior and senior high school stu¬ 
dents moved into new buildings. 
Although it was expected that the 
junior high building would be 
adequate for a number of years, 
the new high school on Main 
Street retnodeled to house 815 
students was immediately 
packed with 1,000 pupils, and 
there were alarming projections 
for the future. 

While the school committee 
worried, selectmen crowed with 
pride over the success of the new 
parking meters in The Square. 
They allowed that by December, 
1956, the town had collected near¬ 
ly $22,000 from meters, which had 
cost the town $14,000 — all that 
out of 249 metered spaces. 

While Elvis Presley gyrated 
into history with “Don’t be 
Cruel'’ and “Hound Dog.” Doris 
Day and Patience & Prudence 
placated the more timid among 
us. At this same juncture, the 
Boston and Maine Railroad 
offered the town one of its retired 
steam locomotives for local 
display. 

Winchester politely said "no” 
due to maintenance concerns and 
the fact that the proposed site 
would eliminate desirable park¬ 
ing spaces. 

Parking wasn’t the only traffic 
problem facing the selectmen in 
1956 — for there was much local 
concern regarding the final loca¬ 
tions of “New Route 28“ in north¬ 
east Winchester, and the prop¬ 
osed extension of Route 3 across 
portions of Winchester Country 


Club. 

The Music Hall on Bacon Street 
continued to be used for wedding 
receptions, dances and similar 
social occasions after Town 
Counsel, Vincent P. Clarke ruled 
that the use was appropriate for 
the area. 

The hall was left standing after 
Bill Cusack subdivided the Edwin 
Ginn estate “Terrace of Oaks” in 
the late 1940s. Ultimately The 
Music Hall was demolished and 
all that remains of “Terrace of 
Oaks” in 1991 is the brick stable 
on the northerly side of Ginn 
Road. 

Downtown, Skillings Hill had 
been levelled and it was noted 
that between 80 and 120 cars per 
day were using the unfinished lot 
as a parking area. The selectmen 
bemoaned the rough state of this 
lot opposite Town Hall and Chair¬ 
man George Redding chided, 
“Pride in our Town leaves no 
room for any callous disregard of 
aesthetic values." 

Despite these changes and the 
disruption caused by the con¬ 
struction of the railway overpass 
in The Square, much about 
Winchester stayed the same. 

The ducks came back to Mill 
Pond, in April, after their winter 
sojourn at Dorothy Lord’s farm 
in North Woburn — and the EnKa 
Street Fair filled the area 
between the library and Town 
Hall with local color — as it had 
done since 1937. 

But local perspective changed 
forever when state and local offi¬ 
cials — on Oct. 21, 1956 — cut the 
blue ribbon stretched across the 
mainline tracks between Boston 
and points north, as the first 
railway train crossed Winchester 
Square on the new overpass. 

Winchester hasn’t been the 
same since!

It happens even in church. I 
remember one Sunday about 10 
years ago, we read the bulletin and 
saw that this was World Wide Com¬ 
munion Sunday, Access Sunday 
(emphasizing wheelchair awareness 
for the differently-abled), and Every 
Church in the World Everywhere 
Sunday — all at one time. A person 
nearby leaned over to suggest we 
have Cabbage Patch Sunday next, 
after the moon-faced doll; or Jam- 
mie Sunday, so we could all come to 
church in our P.J.s. 

Passing a greeting card store this 
week, I read with surprise a placard 
brought to us by Hallmark, and 
declaring October 16th to be Boss’s 
Day. Heavens, I thought, and the 
19th only a few short shopping days 
away! 

I went inside to have a look. There 
were perhaps a dozen cards, one 
jokey one showing a jungle with 
toucans answering the telephone 
and snakes taking dictation, but 
most so flattering as to be positively 
servile. “You’re the best kind of 
Boss!,” read one breathlessly. “You 
give sincere praise, you always set a 
good example, and you genuinely 
care about those around you. Thanks 
for being so nice to work with and 
have a Happy Boss’s Day!” 

I almost bought it. But then I 
thought, Wait. Who is my boss any¬ 
way, and how do I really feel about 


that person? 

Like many people, I’ve had many 
bosses along the way, the first being 
my big sister, Nan. “OK,” Nan 
would sometimes say. “Lie down 
inside this quilt. I’ll roll you up tight 
and then push you down the stairs.” 
I did it. Another time she’d say, 
“OK, this time, pull your waistband 
down below your tummy and show 
everyone out here in the yard how 
you don’t have a bellybutton.” (That 
order I couldn’t obey. Anyway, she 
was fibbing: I do too have one.) 
“Hmmmm. OK”, she said another 
time, inserting a length of hose from 
my own bathinette into my baby 
mouth. “Put the hose in here, and 
I’ll take this feather in my end, blow 
it through and we’ll see where it 
goes! ’: Which she did, bringing back 
to the stage an encore of the choco¬ 
late pudding we’d just had for 
dessert. The feather I don’t remem¬ 
ber seeing again; it may even today 
be fluttering forlornly around in my 
lungs, like a canary in a coal mine. 

I loved that first boss, anyhow; 1 
would have done anything for her, 
including send a card. Other bosses, 
I don’t know. 

When I was a lifeguard, I had a 
boss who wouldn’t let us sit down. 
When I was a secretary, I had a boss 
who called us “gals” and wouldn’t 
let us talk. When I was a teacher, I 
had a boss who valued above all else 
total silence in the classroom and an 
absence of milling around. You 
could have taught the phone book, I 
often thought, and he wouldn’t have 
cared, as long as the room was quiet. 
And now I work for myself and have 
a fool for a boss. 


A woman came up to me once and 
started saying bad things about 
another woman. “I guess we know 
who wears the pants in that family,” 
she said, implying the woman’s hus¬ 
band was pantless. And, “Isn’t it 
good you and I know who the boss is 
in OUR homes?!” 

We do? I remember thinking. 
Because when you marry, the word 
“boss” takes on new meaning. In 
many houses, the boss becomes the 
thing that both parties want to be. It 
becomes the oregano in the great 
roiling sauce of marriage. 

So who does wear the pants in this 
house? I think of the wintry dawn at 
5 a.m. when, due to one of life’s 
heartier practical jokes, my spouse 
ran into the room spouting blood like 
the victim in a chain saw movie, and 
yelling "Put my pants on!” for the 
trip to the hospital. I did put them on 

— ran them up like a flag to his waist 

— then crashed in a dead faint to the 
floor, useless except as a sort of 
large fleshy towel for catching the 
drips. 

I guess he wore the pants that day, 
but then, I poured him into them. 
Most days, we kind of share pants, 
each with a leg in one side, which is 
why we both walk funny. 

Folks don’t like their bosses much 
and that’s the sad fact. Here in 
America we choose our own boss, 
then spend the next four years mak¬ 
ing fun of him. I say, Give your boss 
a break. Circle the 16th and send the 
poor slob a card. It’s lonely at the 
top.

Massachusetts House and Senate 
Sept. 23-27 

THE HOUSE ANI) SENATE. 
"Beacon Hill Roll Call” records loc¬ 
al representatives’ votes on two roll 
calls and local senators’ votes on two 
roll calls from recent legislative 
action. 

PENSION FUND (II 1638) — House 
111-31, Senate 27-6 overrode Gover¬ 
nor Weld’s veto of a bill allowing the 
city of Lynn to make pension pay¬ 
ments according to a 40 year funding 
schedule which may be changed at 
three year intervals. 

Supporters said this creative 
home rule bill will allow the city to 
temporarily reduce pension contri¬ 
butions without harming anyone. 
They noted this would save some 
$3.2 million which can be used to 
provide basic education, police and 
fire services during tough financial 
times. 

Opponents said the bill is fiscally 
irresponsible and asked where Lynn 
would get the money in the future to 
make up for the reduced contribu¬ 
tions. They argued the bill also sets a 
dangerous precedent and will 
encourage other communities to do 
the same thing. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill allow 
ing Lynn to reduce contributions. A 
“Nay” vote is against the bill. 

Representative Paul C. Casey vot¬ 
ed yes. 

Senator Charles E. Shannon voted 
yes. 

HOMEOWNERSHIP (II 5800) — 
House 92-58, failed to override Gov¬ 
ernor Weld’s veto of $1 million for 
the home ownership program to help 
low and moderate income first time 
home buyers buy homes. 

Supporters said this is an excellent 


program which will leverage some 
$10 million in low interest loans that 
could help 130 families. 

Opponents said this is not a priori¬ 
ty program and noted it was 
designed when home prices were 
very high. They said continued over¬ 
riding of vetoes will throw the 
budget out of balance. 

A “Yea” vote is for the $1 million 
funding. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

HEALTH PREMIUMS (II 5800) — 
Senate 29-1, refused to reconsider its 
earlier override of Governor Weld’s 
veto reduction of state funding for 
state worker’s health care premium 
and plan costs from $415 million to 
$39 million. 


Reduction supporters said the $39 
million will cover a few weeks of 
funding and allow the legislature to 
consider Governor Weld’s proposal 
increasing state employees’ contri¬ 
butions from 10 percent to 25 percent 
of the premium. They said the 
increased contribution is compar¬ 
able to that of private industry and 
will save the state millions of 
dollars. 

Opponents said this 150 percent is 
outrageous and will hurt thousands 
of state workers already hit by fro¬ 
zen salaries and furloughs. 

A “Yea” vote is for reconsidering 
the override of the veto reduction. A 
“Nay” vote is against the veto 
reduction. 

Shannon voted no.

This week 
in history 

1976: 15 years ago 

More than 200 parents rallied to 
save Wyman School that year. 
School Superintendent William 
McDonald proposed that the 
school be closed because of 
declining enrollment. 

The closing would effect a sav¬ 
ings of $71,000 in the school 
budget, according to an article in 
the Star that week. The parents 
presented figures from the Met¬ 
ropolitan Area Planning Council 
that projected enrollment figures 
would rise in the following years. 
Enrollment in the Winchester 
public schools that year were 
noted to be down by 239 students. 

Ten students were commended 
for their work on Merit Scholar¬ 
ship tests, according to the Star 
that week. These 10 students 
were in the top 2 percent of the 
country scholastically, out of 
15,000 students who take the 
National Merit Scholarship annu¬ 
ally. They were sent letters of 
commendation, it was noted in 
the Star. 

The Pine Ridge Trust com¬ 
pleted the first phase of a large 
development on 30 acres in 
Winchester that week. In its ini¬ 
tial stages, the development con¬ 
tained 30 house lots ranging in 
size from 21,000 sq. ft. to 75,000 sq. 
ft. The house lots, located in west 
Winchester, were divided that 
week and rough roads were dug, 
according to the Star. 


Environmentalists had a big 
battle on their hands in Winches¬ 
ter that week. A proposal to cut a 
path through the Middlesex Fell 
Reservation in order to run a 
pipeline created a stir among 
those who wanted to protect the 
pristine wooded area near Spot 
Pond. According to the article, 
the Friends of Middlesex Fells 
asked Beacon Hill to mandate full 
public disclosure of any plans to 
bulldoze through the Fells prior 
to the inception of any such 
project. 


Trouble at the transfer station 
continued, according to the Star 
that week. A new conveyor belt 
apparently worked but didn’t car¬ 
ry the rubbish down along the 
line. Temporary arrangements 
were made with the contractor 
who installed the original belt to 
meet the needs of Winchester’s 
transfer station until a new belt 
could be installed. 


The Town Meeting warrant 
contained the proposal to close 
Wyman school that year. Another 
warrant was proposed to give 
preference to Winchester resi¬ 
dents when the town hires or 
promotes as an employer. This 
warrant article, according to the 
Star that week, generated a great 
deal of controversy as did the 
warrant to close the elementary 
school. One of the arguments 
against the new personnel policy 
was that many felt that the only 
ruler that should be used in mea¬ 
suring performance should be 
professional qualifications and 
excellence.

Casey signs bill 

to protect rate payers 

Representative Paul C. Casey (D- 
Winchester) recently announced 
that he has endorsed legislation to 
protect MWRA ratepayers in Stone- 
ham and Winchester from dramatic 
water and sewer rate increases. 
Casey co-sponsored three bills filed 
by State Representative William F. 
Cass (D-Wakefield) to repeal sec¬ 
tions of Chapter 138, the Fiscal 1992 
state budget, including repeal of the 
Quabbin Reservoir water tax. 

The three sections were passed as 
part of the state budget in July and 
were not subject to separate votes 
by the legislature. Casey cited this 
as one of the reasons that he was 
co-sponsoring the bills with several 
other legislators. 

The bills would repeal Sections 46, 
108, and 165 of the budget. Section 46 
requires the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority to pre-pay Met¬ 
ropolitan District Commission water 
and sewer bonds by paying $120 


million to the state by Sept. 30. The 
bonds were not scheduled to be paid 
off until the year 2026. The MWRA 
will be forced to issue new bonds to 
make the September payment. 
Casey stated that the new bond 
issues will be paid off over the next 
30 years, costing ratepayers an addi¬ 
tional $200 million in water and sew¬ 
er rates. 

Section 165 established a $.00015 
per gallon tax on water drawn from 
the Quabbin Reservoir. The tax is 
equivalent to 15 cents per 1,000 gal¬ 
lons and totals $16 million. The tax 
revenue would be added to the 
state’s general fund in order to help 
balance the state budget. 

Casey slammed the tax as blatant¬ 
ly unfair and unjust to ratepayers. 
“The MWRA was given the exclu¬ 
sive right to the water from Quabbin 
Reservoir when it was created. Why 
should ratepayers be forced to pay a 
tax on water that already belongs to 
them.” Casey slated. 

“Ratepayers who live in the sixty 
MWRA service communities are 
being forced to shoulder a larger 


burden of balancing the state budget 
by paying this water tax.” Section 
108 created a Watershed Manage¬ 
ment Fund to be funded by the water 
tax. 

Casey announced his support for 
the bills at a State House press 
conference. He was joined by 
approximately 30 members of the 
House and Senate who also co¬ 
sponsored the hills. 

The three sections are expected to 
cost the average ratepayer an addi¬ 


tional $53 a year on their water and 
sewer bill. 

This increase is in addition to the 
31 percent passed by the MWRA 
Board of Directors in July. That 
increase cost the average ratepayer 
$75 per year. 

The MWRA Communities Advis¬ 
ory Board, the Boston Water and 
Sewer Commission, and Boston 
Mayor Ray Flynn have also 
announced their suppport of the 
bills.

and also works at a daycare prog¬ 
ram. A graduate o' Brandeis Uni¬ 
versity, he is now working toward 
his master’s degree in education. 

The ABC committee said that 
the couples experience with 
children and teenagers was the 
reason for making them an easy 
choice for the program. Williams 
worked with homeless pregnant 
teenagers at the Curtin Hastings 
House in Brighton before coming 
to Winchester. 

According to ABC Board Presi¬ 
dent, Kathleen Bodie, A Better 
Chance in Winchester was incor¬ 
porated 20 years ago and is part 
of a nationwide effort to give 
minority students educational 
opportunities that would not be 
available to them. 

The youths generally come 
from out-of-state and live 
together at the ABC house at 2 
Dix Street, along with the resi¬ 
dent directors, a resident cook 
and tutor. 

The charter of the ABC prog¬ 
ram has been to assist the youths 
to get in to college and but also to 
prepare them to stay in college, 
said Bodie. Bodie says that the 
ABC Committee is shifting its 
focus to look at how the youths 
can stay in college and complete 
their academic requirements. 

One of the major hurdles for 
students who go to school under a 
scholarship freshman year, 
according to Bodie, is getting 
additional scholarships for the 
succeeding years. 

Bodie admits that there aren’t 
any guarantees that once a 
youngster is selected for the 
program that he will last for the 
duration. 

“You never know how the kids 
are going to fit. You don’t know 
how they are going to deal with 
being a minority in a very white 
town,” said Bodie. 

Williams said she will work 


with the boys throughout the year 
to resolve the issues that they 
confront in Winchester. "I’m 
going to work with them to help 
them deal with the duality that 
they must confront by never fully 
being a part of this community, 
and yet having left the other 
community behind. They need to 
find a place sort of in-between 
where they can be comfortable,” 
said Williams. 

Liz Sayre, who heads up stu¬ 
dent and personnel selection for 
the Executive Committee, said 
the understanding is that the 
freshmen will maintain a C-plus 
average, and the upperclassmen 
will maintain a B-plus. Sayre said 
that the students generally deve¬ 
lop a core group of people from 
their participation in the town’s 
sports programs, which provides 
them with a group of friends to 
begin their adjustment. 

According to Bodie, the ABC 
program now requires some 
$60,000 in funding and a great 
deal of effort on behalf of the 
volunteers. ABC depends on fun¬ 
draising for its entire budget. A 
bottle drive will be held on Oct. 5 
and a dance will be held in 
November. 

Emotional support comes from 
host families as well as the house 
parents, of which there are cur¬ 
rently seven. The board is looking 
for another family prior to 
assigning the freshmen to their 
families. 

The host family contributes by 
giving Winchester a feeling of 
home for the young people, says 
Bodie. The youths have dinner 
with the family on Sundays and 
on some selected holidays, plus 
spend one weekend a month at 
the home. 

Williams said, “They are such 
wonderful kids, smart, the finest 
kids from any program. I don’t 
anticipate anything but 
greatness.”

Impact of statute changes 

According to local statistics, inci¬ 
dents of domestic violence are on the 
rise with an average of 15 calls a 
week coming in to the Winchester 
station. 

And due to state statute changes, 
local police now have more authori¬ 
ty to intervene in incidents of domes¬ 
tic violence and to make arrests. 

Ryan says the additional changes 
in the state statute to protect a 
victim from household members 
who are not blood relatives, such as 
in-laws, ex-spouses, boyfriends and 
girlfriends, answers a growing 
problem. 


“Some of the most violent rela¬ 
tionships are the dating relation¬ 
ships,” said Ryan. 

Ryan cited as an example, the 
boyfriend who just hasn’t got the 
message that the relationship is over 
and continues his relentless pursuit 
of a former girlfriend. 

Several months ago, when a dat¬ 
ing relationship was not included 
under the statute, the victim had no 
recourse other than through filing a 
criminal charge and waiting for the 
lengthy court process to halt the 
abuse. 

Ryan added that the victim can 
now restrain the batterer from com¬ 
ing to his or her work, which was not 
an option in the previous statute. 


According to Fierce, an emergen¬ 
cy order can be issued in the middle 
of the night, should the situation 
warrant such action. Since the bat¬ 
terer is usually bailed the same 
night the victim may need an order 
to ensure that person stays away, 
according to Pierce. 

Criminal charges may also be 
filed at this time if the victim 
wishes, said Pierce. 

After an restraining, vacate, or 
no-contact order has been issued by 
the court, the policeman is then 
obligated, under General Chapter 
209A and the Abuse Prevention Law, 
to arrest that person if he or she 
violates the order. 

Even if the victim, wishes to allow 
the batterer back on the premises, 


the victim cannot. The victim must 
first return to court and vacate the 
order, says Pierce. 

Understanding the complex emo¬ 
tional issues of both the batterer and 
the victim is not up to the Victim 
Witness program, according to 
Ryan. Ryan says even if a victim 
vacates an order several times, that 
person is not criticized by the advo¬ 
cates. Ryan said the victim is active¬ 
ly encouraged to come in for help. 

The motives behind domestic vio¬ 
lence are often all too familiar to law 
enforcers and court officials. “In 
many cases the abusers have 
witnessed abuse or suffered it them¬ 
selves,’’ said Pierce. For some of 
these people, “a cycle of violence” 
begins. 


Fierce said that the abusers have 
been taught somewhere that vio¬ 
lence is an acceptable outlet for 
their anger. 

Another problem for local police 
as they battle domestic violence is 
looking out for the welfare of child¬ 
ren who may be at the scene. In the 
instance where an officer feels a 
child is in danger the police are 
mandated reporters. 

That means, according to Pierce, 
that a report, called a 51A, must be 
filed with the Department of Social 
Services (DSS). The DSS will then 
send a social worker to the location.

catalyst for adopting the new 

regulations. 

The most recent case of a cleanup 
operation in limbo is the Exxon gas 
station at 586 Main Street. Had the 
regulations been in place, according 
to Board of Health member Randall 
Swartz, “We could have pressured 
Exxon when they originally made an 
offer in 1987 in the proposal of inter¬ 
im measures.” 

The station has remained closed 
since 1987, when leaking under¬ 
ground storage tanks were discov¬ 
ered and removed from the site. 


Board members have said in the 
past that the site was a possible 
threat to the Aberjona River. 

“The board must have authority to 
obtain detailed information,” said 
Swartz. He added that the informa¬ 
tion would allow the board to order 
enforcement of interim measures, 
which are corrective steps the DEP 
can require prior to the actual clea¬ 
nup of a site. 

“The great passage of time has 
had a deleterious effect on certain 
sites,” said Conservation Commis¬ 
sion Chairman Joshua Alper. He 
said that off-site migration from the 


original sites of gases and fumes, in 
plumes, was the final effect of the 
continuous cycle of delays from the 
DEP. 

Alper noted that conservation 
commissioners voted unanimously 
to back the regulation since the 
feeling of the commissioners was 
that the town must take on these 
initiatives given the resource limita¬ 
tions at the state level. 

Alper also noted that a recent 
filing by a property owner reported 
the presence of two feet of free- 
floating product or fuel oil on a 
property listed with the DEP.

The Winchester High School

Cross country 

The WHS cross country teams 
continue to show strong improve¬ 
ment over last season. The boys 
team split two meets, beating 
Burlington on their opponents 
home turf before losing to a top- 
notch Reading squad on Monday 
at Horn Pond. Junior Ray Regan 
continues to be the strongest Sac¬ 
hem runner, but he is being 
pushed by two seniors, Scott Lun- 
din and John Osborne, who are 
improving day by day.

Mid-life moves 

Some experienced workers find satisfaction in starting over

I t was not so long ago that 
mid-life professionals could 
rest easy knowing that if they 
continued to be loyal, hard¬ 
working employees, a 
comfortable retirement would be 
their reward. 

But human resources experts say 
such neatly packaged careers are 
fast becoming history as companies

of all sizes slash their pension plans 
and work forces — particularly at the 
management levels white-collar 
workers have long aspired to. 

“People working in the 70s and 
’80s had what I call the ‘tapped-on- 
the-shoulder career, ’ ’ ’ said Priscilla 
Claman, founder of Career 
Strategies in Newton Lower Fails. 

“A lot of people had 10 to 12 years 
where they didn’t make any personal 
choices. People never really selected 
for themselves what they wanted to 
do.” 

Instead, many workers followed 
prescribed career paths with one 
company, accepting promotions and 
work assignments that pushed them 
up the ladder of success. Now that 
the ladder has been pulled from 
underneath them, employees — 
many in their 40s and 50s — are 
being forced to take control of their 
careers in ways they never 
anticipated. 

And many experts say a trend has 
been established. It will soon be 
commonplace for workers to have 
several job and/or career changes 
during their lifetimes to keep pace 
with technological advances and 
economic ups and downs. 

“The statistics on how many jobs 
one will hold will be very different 
than in the past. The average is 
approaching 10 (jobs) and the 
average length of stay is three or 
more years,” said Meryl Bralower, 
a Newton resident and executive 
vice president of Right Associates, a 
national human resources consulting 
firm with a Boston office. 

The positive side of this is that 


many experienced professionals 
squeezed out of companies due to 
downsizing are pursuing more 
satisfying work. Some well-paid 
executives are exploring 
opportunities in the nonprofit sector, 
consulting or turning avocations into 
careers. 

It is nevertheless traumatic for 
such employees to be cut loose — or 
to cut themselves loose — at a time 
when most are thinking about paying 
for retirement and their children’s 
educations. 

Malcolm Aylett, senior vice 
president and general manager of the 
outplacement firm Manchester Inc. 
in Boston and Waltham, said those 
with long careers with one company 
are inevitably middle-aged white 
males earning $45,000 or more. 

“The toughest part is getting 
people over the emotion of what’s 
happened and focusing on the 
future,’’ he said. 

Bralower attributed the shift 
away from one-company careers not 
only to the economic downturn, but 
also to technological improvements. 

“Corporations don’t need as 
many people in management,’’ she 
said. 

In Massachusetts, layoffs are 
expected to continue for several 
more months. Large computer 
companies like Wang and Digital are 
likely to shed more workers and the 
coming merger between Shawmut 
Bank and Bank of Boston will result 
n the loss of thousands of jobs. 

“When people experience 
I companies as loyal to them, they 
reciprocate that loyalty. Now they 


don’t perceive companies as loyal, 
so in a sense the contract has been 
broken,’’ said Bralower. 

She and other specialists say 
managing one’s career by keeping up 
with industry and economic changes 
is the key to survival in the work 
world of the 1990s and beyond. 

Bralower pointed out that the 
year 2000 is expected to bring a 
labor shortage as fewer younger 
people enter the work force, and she 
said there is already a scarcity of 
candidates for certain types of jobs. 

At the same time, people will be 
living longer, healthier lives and will 
likely be tapped as a source of 
experienced labor beyond their 
retirement years if they keep their 
skills up to date. 

“The issue is not whether one is 
employed. The issue for the future is 
one’s employability. There won’t be 
security in being employed. The 
emphasis is on having skills as 
opposed to having a job, said 
Bralower. 

Kathy Roberts, a Wellesley 
resident and counselor at the 
Women’s Educational and Industrial 
Union in Boston who runs career 
workshops for workers over 40, said 
that with people changing jobs more, 
they are thinking about what they 
enjoy doing, rather than looking at 
work merely as a means to support 
families. 

Claman, whose background 
includes working in human resources 
at Bank of New England, agreed that 
forced or voluntary mid-life career 
changes can be re-energizing after

Claman cited a lawyer client of 
hers who has accepted a job with a 
smaller company to allow her time to 
work on a novel. Another has been 
working in high technology and plans 
to apply his experience and MBA in 
the nonprofit sector. 

She said for most people moving 
into new jobs and careers, there are 
certain skills that pave the way. 

"They’re putting together 
components of their lives that have 
new meaning for them. There is 
some kind of thread of continuity 
between their old lives and their new 
lives," said Claman. 

Annalee Johnson’s career has 
followed such a course. 

Johnson worked as a teacher and 
school administrator for 20 years 
before she was laid off last January. 

At 48 with a son about to enter 
college, the single mother said 
emotional and financial support from 
her family allowed her time to 
explore new career options. She also 
had a school contract that paid her 
through June. 

She now has what she calls her 
"dream job" running training 
workshops for Polaroid Corp. in 
Norwood and Waltham. She works 
25 hours a week and earns nearly as 
much as she did as a full-time school 
administrator, though she pays for 
her own health benefits. She does 
curriculum development, which she 
loved as a school teacher, and finds 
it refreshing to teach adults. 

' ‘ I pinch myself a little bit, but it 
wasn’t easy ... It really was giving 
up an identity, ’ ’ said Johnson, a 
Newburyport resident. "When I was 
laid off I was very frightened. I 
didn’t sleep well and my head was 
just constantly spinning. ’ ’ 

Starting out, Johnson knew she 
did not want to go back to full-time 
classroom teaching, and she hoped 
to continue developing her 
administrative skills in an educational 
setting. 

Her first step was to do 
informational interviews. She ended 
up doing 16 in all.

The process eventually led her to 
the coordinator of the Polaroid 
training program. There were no 
training positions available when she 
interviewed, but Johnson offered to 
work for free for the summer as an 
intern. As it turned out, a trainer left 
and Johnson soon found herself on 
the payroll. 

Johnson now chuckles when 
recalling a Polaroid employee telling 
her how many training resumes went 
unread.

What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 


These are questions that need to be answered. You can t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here Is a simple protect: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, locus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant.

During your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest Do your homework. It will pay ofl 


4. The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first Impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the |0b. but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a lew minutes II 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling tnr the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful 7 Do they seem to enjoy being there 7 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called In, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON 1 Most interviewers want you 

to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best 

Now you can go into detail about the inlormation in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself II there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. * 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information Just as the employer wants lo 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange ol information is critical if there is to be a 
proper lit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated 


5. Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the intervilKving process is still incomplete 
A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview If you don't have anything to add. restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position Emphasize again your interest in 
the job

The buyer can’t get a 
mortgage because an inspection by 
an astute appraiser for the bank 
shows the deck is in violation of yard 
setbacks and a check with the build¬ 
ing department indicates the cozy 
den doesn’t meet state building code 
requirements. 

You'll get the necessary permits. 
You’ll go to the zoning board and the 
building department and plead your 
case Everything will be just fine. 
Really. 

But by the time you clear up all 
the problems, if you can, the buyer 
is long gone. 

Then you find the zoning board 



isn’t sympathetic. You built the deck 
without permission. You created the 
hardship. You can tear it down or 
leave it. As far as the zoning board is 
concerned, it’s illegal. 

And the building inspector won’t 
give his approval to the new den un¬ 
til the wiring and construction are in¬ 
stalled to building code specifica¬ 
tions. That’s going to cost you. 

It could be worse. Your handy¬ 
man wiring results in a fire which 
guts the house. Will your insurance 
company come through? 

Nine times out of 10, a bank ap¬ 
praiser never knows about the illegal 
deck, unless it’s a flagrant violation, 
and the fire never occurs. But once 
and a while, something happens, and 
the failure to have a permit could 
cost a lot more than the permit appli¬ 
cation fee. It could cost you the sale 
of your house. 

So, what’s the big deal? Why 
doesn’t everyone just automatically 
get a permit? 

Many times, people simply don’t 
realize that the supposedly simple 
change they’re making requires a 
permit. And here, most building de¬ 
partments give residents the benefit 
of the doubt. 

According to the Massachusetts 
State Building Code, “it shall be un¬ 
lawful to construct, reconstruct, al¬ 
ter, repair, remove or demolish a 
structure; or to change the use or 
occupancy of a building or structure; 
or to install or alter any equipment 
for which provision is made or the 
installation of which is regulated by 
this code without first filing a written 
application with the building official 
and obtaining the required permit 
therefor.’’ 

In other words, if you want to 
use the basement, now used strictly 
for storage, for a playroom, you 
need a permit. The same is true for

a garage or attic. In addition, any ex¬ 
pansion of the footprint of the house, 
which means useable space attached 
to the house, such as a deck, is sub¬ 
ject to your property-line yard re¬ 
quirements, street line setbacks and 
lot coverage requirements. 

Even tool sheds may require a 
permit. 

Simply installing windows and 
doors where there weren’t any re¬ 
quires a permit, to comply to the en¬ 
ergy code requirements. Always 
check before starting any work, 
building department officials advise. 

Also, electricians and plumbers 
must have state licenses to apply for 


the proper permits. If the permits 
are not applied for and the work is 
not inspected for code conformance, 
you or a buyer could have a prob¬ 
lem, especially if you want to renew 
your homeowners insurance and in¬ 
clude the new portion. The insur¬ 
ance company may want the room to 
code. 

In addition to ignorance, or in 
some cases, the “I can’t be both¬ 
ered" factor, there are other rea¬ 
sons people fail to obtain necessary 
permits. And they all concern mon¬ 
ey. 

First of all, it’s not like renewing

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: My wife and I recently purchased a home. 
How do we figure out what portion of our mortgage payment 
* is deductible? K.T., Brookline. 

A Dear K.T.: The rules regarding mortgage interest deductibil¬ 
ity, though quite complicated, basically depend upon when 
• the mortgage is taken. 

Pre-Oct. 14,1987, all interest paid on mortgages secured by your 
home and one additional residence is deductible up to the fair market 
value of the property. This includes interest paid on first mortgages 
taken to purchase the property and on second mortgages, including 
home equity loans. 

Post Oct. 14, 1987, deductibility may be limited, depending on 
what the mortgage is used for. 

Interest for refinancing will be deductible if the 
new mortgage does not exceed the amount owed 
on the previous mortgage. 


An acquisition debt, for buying, constructing or substantially im¬ 
proving your property, is deductible up to a limit of $1 million, subject 
to additional limitations if the property is rented during the year. The 
amount of such acquisition debt will be reduced as the principal owed 
on the property is paid down. 

Interest rate on home equity loans, no matter what the proceeds 
are used for, are deductible so long as the amount of the loan does not 
exceed the original cost of the home plus improvements up to 
$ 100 , 000 . .

your car registration for $40. It’s more 
like paying the excise tax. The more 
expensive the car, the more expensive 
the tax. 

In Wellesley, for example, the cost 
of a building permit is $5 per estimated 
$1,000 construction costs. In Natick, 
the cost is $8 per estimated $1,000. 
Boxboro also charges $5 per $1,000 
estimated construction cost. Electrical 
and plumbing changes also require per¬ 
mits, with different fee schedules de¬ 
pending on the town. There are mini- 
mums as well, usually not less than 
$20 per permit. 

That can add up, but so can fines 
for failure to obtain a permit. But many 
times, homeowners who fail to get a 
permit have another reason. Changing 
a porch into a den, a garage or base¬ 
ment into a family room does more 
than add living space to a home: it adds 
to its value. And if a town’s homes are 
reassessed and the new room is dis¬ 
covered, the value of the home is as¬ 
sessed at a higher rate, which means 
higher taxes. 

Even adding a bathroom in a closet 
adds to the value of a home, as anyone 
with too-few bathrooms knows. And 
property owners don’t want anyone, 
except family and friends, to know it’s 
there, building department officials 
say.

Sometimes, too, property owners 
want.to use unlicensed people to do 
the work, perhaps a friend or out-of- 
work family member. 

But consider the possible problems, 
as portrayed by the fictional handyman 
above. (See related story, page 5F.) 

Many times, a homeowner doesn’t 
suffer at all when a building depart¬ 
ment discovers he is working without a 
permit. 

Most issue a stop-work order and 
tell you to get a permit, area building 
department inspectors said. Some dou¬ 
ble their fees. 

In Natick, the building department 
“gives you the benefit of the doubt’’ 
and doesn’t fine you for failing to get a 
permit, a spokesman there said. 

Many towns allow a certain number 
of days to conform to the law, or what 
they consider a “reasonable amount of 
time,” to submit all the plans and 
forms. 

Similarly, Boxboro gives you a 
chance to conform, said Inspector of 
Buildings John Morse. “The first time, 
(they’re warned to get a permit), they 
can get away with it,” he said. “If 
they've been warned and don’t get the 
permit, we double the fee. If they 
don’t hear us the first time, the second 
time they hear with the pocketbook,” 
he said. 

Some towns have enacted fee 
structures whereby building depart¬ 
ments can double the permit fee for 
failure to obtain one initially. Wellesley 
works on the same basis as Boxboro, a 
spokesman said. If you’re told to get a 
permit and don’t, the fees are doubled. 

The state law allows a fine of not 
more than $1,000 or imprisonment for

not more than one year, or both, for 
each violation. Each day of the viola¬ 
tion constitutes a separate offense. 

Bellingham gives property owners a 
chance to submit all the plans, after a 
stop-work order has been issued, said 
John Emidy, inspector of buildings. 
The town has not increased the fees 
for failure to obtain the permits, he 
said. 

So, generally, the fines and the has¬ 
sles when you’re caught aren’t so bad. 
But it can get worse. 

You could be finished with the pro¬ 
ject and an inspector gets wind of it. 
He needs to check the wiring. And 
then you have to tear down the walls 
and insulation, perhaps the ceiling to 
the studs, so the wiring can be 
checked. That’s messy, costly and 
very aggravating. 

You may think the ramifications re¬ 
sulting from a fire in an illegally con¬ 
structed room are far reaching. But as 
far as insurance coverage, “you’re not 
going to suffer because of stupidity,’’ 
said Carmen Marciano, president of 
Appleby and Wyman Insurance Agen¬ 
cy, Dedham, Concord, and North An¬ 
dover. “In my years in this business, I 
have not seen anyone denied a claim 
because of the failure to have obtained 
a permit. A lot of people do their own 
work. As long as the work is done 
properly, or they think it’s been done 
properly, it doesn’t matter if they have 
a permit. There would only be prob¬ 
lems if the insured intentionally did 
something to cause a fire. 

“I would hate to think how much 
work has been done over the years 
without permits, ’ ’ he said. 

Appraisers otten find problems with 
illegally installed wood stoves, Cena 
said. The appraiser would recommend 
it be properly inspected before the 
bank went ahead with its plans, he 
said. 

But unless it’s “super obvious,’’ 
said another appraiser, a violation 
could be missed.

diligent search, to check to see if there 
are violations,” said Kent Kopke, vice 
president of Boston Valuation Group, 
Weymouth. “A fence or hedge that 
clearly splits a property is obvious, and 
maybe you should question that, if a 
deck encroaches,” he said. “But 
we’re not surveyors. The appraiser 
would probably bring it to the attention 
of the client, usually a bank, and the 
bank is going to get a plot plan showing 
the improvement. Then, they might 
come to the appraiser and ask how it 
affects the value.” 

If you’re looking at a house with 
the hopes of adding on or doing any 
kind of alterations, you might want to 
check with the building department to 
find out just how much you will be able 
to do based on zoning bylaws in that 
town, building inspectors advise. 

There might be restrictions on fu¬ 
ture expansion - it could be too close 
to wetlands - and it just might not be 
possible to do what you’ve planned in 
your mind. It may not be the house for 
you.

Interest for refinancing will be deductible if the new mortgage does 
not exceed the amount owed on the previous mortgage. If it does, the 
excess will be subject to the $1 million acquisition debt and $100,000 
debt limitations mentioned previously. 

For example, if you borrowed $300,000 to buy a home in 1985, 
currently owe $250,000 on that loan, and refinance it today for 
$250,000, all interest on the new loan will be deductible. If you then 
take a $125,000 home equity loan on the property, only the interest 
paid on the first $100,000 of that loan will be deductible. 

Because the rules regarding the deductibility of mortgage are com¬ 
plex, before taking or refinancing any mortgage, and before filing your 
taxes, always consult with an accountant or attorney.

W hen they put on the 
deck, behind the 

house, no one except 
the neighbors saw it, 
and they didn’t care. 
But when they 

started enclosing a porch on the side of 
the house, the flags were raised. The 
neighbors still didn’t care, but the 
building department did. 

A couple in Metro West, new to the 
area and not readily fluent in English, 
had no idea they needed a permit to 
build the deck. But they did call the 
building department in their town to 
check about the porch enclosure. 

“The person there said we didn’t 
need a permit,” the woman said. “She 
said since the porch was already there, 
it was alright. ” 

Apparently, they misunderstood. 
The Massachusetts State Building 
Code requires permits for just about 
everything. 

The building inspector, on his usual

rounds, saw the enclosure going up 
and put a cease-and-desist order on 
the door. 

The woman and her daughter, who 
is more familiar with English, went to 
the building department to find out ex¬ 
actly what to do. But the husband, 
who was doing the work on the porch, 
was at work and unable to accompany 
them. 

It took all day for mother and 
daughter to come up with all the infor¬ 
mation and plans required for the per¬ 
mit. 


They received the necessary per¬ 
mit, but had to pay double. 

And they also had to pay double for 
a permit for the already-completed 
deck, which the inspector saw when 
he came to look at the porch. General¬ 
ly, inspectors are not permitted on 
anyone’s property without permission. 
This inspector saw the porch from the 
street. 

But it could have been worse. 

They could have completed the 
work, with any necessary' wiring, and 
been obligated to expose the wires for 
an electrical inspection. Or discovered, 
too late, they weren’t building to code 
and be forced to start fresh. Or, found 
out that the deck was too close to the 
street line or neighboring yard line. 
Then, they probably would have had to 
tear it down. 

They were actually quite lucky and 
construction is continuing. 

But from now on, they know to 
check before doing any kind of con¬ 
struction. And their advice? “If you 
don’t know, ask somebody.”

Design flourishes throughout the world

A s Eastern Europe 
sheds the stigma of 
communism, and in¬ 
terior decorators 
embrace the rich col¬ 
ors and intricate 
tapestries coming out of the 
Eastern tradition, home decora¬ 
tion is destined to reflect an in¬ 
flux of new cultural influences. 

These influences, while quite 
new, mirror a merging of inter¬ 
national attitudes in New Eng¬ 
land between Eastern philosophy 
and Western tradition. Nor¬ 
mally, the tension between na¬ 
tionalism and multiculturalism 
breeds a sense of loyalty to one’s 
own history. 

Currently, however, people are 
testing new frontiers of their im¬ 
agination, and are beginning to 
realize that their homes repre¬ 
sent a microcosm of the larger 
world — a symbol more encom¬ 
passing than colonial New 
England.

“It wasn’t a conscious decision 
on my part,” King says. “But I 
was gravitating towards ethnic 
influences ... there’s a lot more 
of it out there now than in the late 
80’s when things were high- 


styled, expensive and sexy.” 

According to King, Americans 
are becoming less materialistic 
and more introspective, buying 
objects for the home that have 
special cultural or personal 
meaning. Many of the designs 
gleaned from other countries re¬ 
flect the attitude that our country 
is part of a cultural, religious, 
and political history that is 
universal.

“In the 90’s people are more in¬ 
terested in basic things,” King 
says, adding that twig furniture, 
terra cotta pots and other natural 
materials will be used in homes 
in the future.

Intricate Weaves 


Smart shoppers won’t get tied in knots

O riental rug dealers 
may travel to Middle 
and Far Eastern hin¬ 
terlands to explore 
rug designs with 
weavers and bring 
home intricate, time 
less masterpieces. 

But some rug salesmen will 
say they go to such extremes to 
capture carpet treasures when 
they actually laid their eyes on 
an authentic Oriental rug for the 
first time only a week 
beforehand. 

Fraudulent sales of Oriental 
rugs have been “plaguing the na¬ 
tion” as salesmen prey on the 
poor economy and claim low 
prices, said John Gregorian, 
president and owner of Gregor¬ 
ian Rug in Newton Upper Falls. 

Beware of auctions, going-out- 
of-business sales, motel and air¬ 
port sales, out-of-state promo¬ 
ters and anyone claiming big 
markdowns, he said. 

Most of all, be informed about 
what you buy and who you buy it 
from. If masterpieces are worth 
a small fortune, he said, that is 
what they will cost. 

“Choosing an Oriental rug is 
like choosing wines, or going to 
the doctor,” Gregorian said. 
“You go on a recommendation 
from someone you trust, and deal 
with someone you feel comfort¬ 
able about.” 

Stephen Boodakian, one of the 
principals of Koko Boodakian & 
Sons Inc. of Winchester, said he 
recently saw a rug on sale for 
$10,000, marked down from 
$22,000. “We sell the same rug for 
$6,000,” he said. Buyers of Orien¬ 
tal rugs lose thousands of dollars 
daily to rip-off artists, he said. 

The intrinsic expression and 
history portrayed in laborious 


artwork of native weavers lends 
value to hand-knotted loom car¬ 
pets, or Oriental rugs, tradition¬ 
ally created in Iran, China, Pa¬ 
kistan, Afghan and Turkey, and 
also made in Southern France, 
Morocco, Algeria, Romania and 
the Balkan countries. Specific 
rug designs, such as Tabriz Per¬ 
sian rugs (from Iran), are named 
for the cities where the rugs were 
traditionally made, Boodakian 
said. 



But with increasing demand, 
countries began imitating the 
traditional designs of other coun¬ 
tries, he said. Rugs may now be 
called Tabriz rugs when they are 
not made in Tabriz but recreate 
traditional Tabriz designs. A 
more careful rug dealer will be 
sure to call such a rug made in 
India Indo-Tabriz. 

Nevertheless, it is becoming 
more and more difficult to know 
where Oriental rugs are being 
made. “There have been more 
changes in the Oriental rug busi¬ 
ness in the last 20 years than in 
last 80 years,” Boodakian said. 

In the early 70s, Iran exper¬ 
ienced a near total shutdown of 
Oriental rug production, accom¬ 
panied by an increase in produc¬ 
tion in Pakistan, India, China and 
Romania, he said. Iranian she¬ 
pherds, plagued by hard work 
and little pay, began moving into 
the cities and leaving sheep herd¬ 
ing. The numbers of Iranian rugs 
being made went down, prices 
went up, and many buyers made 
imprudent investments of Per-

T he linoleum in your 
kitchen is looking a 
little worn and you’ve 
decided to invest a 
few bucks to replace 
it, hoping to spruce up 
the look of the most popular room 
in the house. 

Or maybe you’re bored with 
the old, creaky, wooden floor in 
the foyer and are looking for 
something different. 

Well, why not think about 
marble, granite or ceramic tile 
instead? 

“Tile has basically replaced li¬ 
noleum as the standard,” said 
Paul Mangan, co-owner of Tiles 
Plus on Route 9 in Framingham. 
“It’s more durable and better 
looking.” 

Mangan said that while an old- 
fashioned linoleum floor might 
look nice when it is first installed, 
after a while it becomes covered 
with scuff marks, cuts and 
scratches. And, said Mangan, if 
you drop a lit cigarette on it, 
forget it — the burn mark will 
never go away. 

On the other hand, tile — parti¬ 
cularly granite tile — is virtually 
indestructible, Mangan said. 

“It’s popular in high traffic 
areas, like shopping malls,” he 
said. And to top it all off, tile is 


virtually maintenance free. 

But the main attraction of tile, 
according to Tim Doherty, man¬ 
ager of Milford Marble and Gra¬ 
nite on Arsenal Street in Water- 
town, is the almost unlimited 
choice of size, style, color and 
texture. 

Doherty sells more than 50 
styles of granite and marble tiles 
from all over the world, including 
Italy and Africa. 

But his favorite comes from his 
company’s own granite quarry in 
Milford: It’s a smooth tile of light 


pink and white with deep black 
specs. 

“It’s popular,” he said. “Peo¬ 
ple either love it or hate it. But if 
they hate it they always find 
something else they like.’’ 

According to Mangan, an aver¬ 
age size kitchen — about 100 
square feet — could be covered in 
ceramic tile for as little as $600, 
almost the same price as lino¬ 
leum. Granite and marble cost 
just a few bucks more. 

And tile is not just for the floor.

sian rugs lacking in quality 
simply because they perceived 
them as being collectors’ items. 

After the 70s, “the soul of the 
Persian carpet was lost” when 
the use of fine Iranian wool began 
dying out along with cottage in¬ 
dustries. “There are still some 
fine rugs that have come out of 
Iran, but the overall quality has 
gone down,” Boodakian said. 

Meanwhile, the quality of rugs 
woven in India, China and Pakis¬ 
tan became better and better. 
China traditionally produced 
rugs with Chinese and some 
French designs only, but about 10 
years ago began weaving classic 
Persian (Iranian) designs. To¬ 
day, the Chinese can replicate 
Persian designs very well and re¬ 
latively inexpensively, he said. 

Beautifully-made Oriental 
rugs with contemporary designs 
are now being made in India and

Pakistan, Gregorian said. 

The quality of Oriental rugs 
varies more vastly now than it 
did about two decades ago, when 
Oriental rugs were sold exclu¬ 
sively in specialty stores, Booda¬ 
kian said. But buyers should be 
forewarned that antiquity does 
not necessarily mean a rug is 
more valuable, he added. 

Aspects of rug quality include 
the number of knots per square 
inch and the type of wool and dye 
used. Before setting a budget for 
a rug, potential buyers should see 
what’s available, Gregorian 
said, because variances in qual¬ 
ity are not as important as “emo¬ 
tional appeal.” 

A good dealer will be commit¬ 
ted to the customer for years af¬ 
ter the purchase of the carpet, 
such as by offering free cleaning, 
Boodakian said.

P eople are spending 
more time at home 
and as a result are 
seeking comfort in 
design.

“We have found there is really 
a resurgence back to the past,” 
said Helene Levenson, ASID 
(American Society of Interior 
Designers), of Helene Levenson 
Associates in Newton. “The 
home is so valuable today, people 
are using it more.” 

The key word in home design 
today, said Levenson, is comfort. 
“The house is used, as opposed to 
years ago when there was the 



little parlor you walked by/’ she 
said. 

“The trend is security, stabil¬ 
ity. Home is where people are 
meeting today, home is where 
they’re entertaining,” she said.

And it’s 
heritage, she said, that perme¬ 
ates today’s design. 

“Generations are taking thysir 
grandmother’s furniture, sand¬ 
ing it down and refinishing it.

Freya Surabian, ASID, of 
Freya Surabian Design Associ¬ 
ates in Winchester, called the 
current trend “cocooning.” Peo¬ 
ple are building additions, and 
calling on interior designers to 
decorate and renovate family 
spaces — kitchens, family 
rooms, and even master bed¬ 
rooms, Surabian said. “There is 
more decorating for the client 
themselves rather than trying to 
impress friends,” Surabian said. 

Ruth Fassler, of Ruth Fassler 
Associates in Needham, agreed. 
“People are leaning toward an 
informal, comfortable look,” she 
said. Fassler said she has seen 
less Japanese and Chinese influ¬ 
ence of late, and said English 
country is the biggest influence 
in homes she is decorating.

“We’ve been doing quite a few 
counter tops and fireplaces,” 
said Doherty. “People are look¬ 
ing for something different.” 

For the do-it-yourselfer look¬ 
ing to save a few greenbacks, 
ceramic tile is simple to install, 
according to Peter Flanagan of 
Tile City on Moody Street in 
Waltham. 

“We have all the supplies that 
you need to install ceramic tiles 
and we even have guides to help 
out,” he said.

Getting your yard ready

A s New Englanders 
prepare this fall to 
hunker down for the 
long cold winter they 
should also prepare 
their yards for the 
chilly days to come, according to 
area landscapers. 

Wayne Travers of Rewts Land¬ 
scaping in Winchester says the 
steps to prepare your lawn for 
the New England winter are not 
expensive or time-consuming, 
but will pay off in the long run. 

The key, however, is timing. 
Travers recommends that a 
quality fertilizer with a root de¬ 
veloper be applied before the 
first snowfall. 

“Lawns do grow over the 
winter, not necessarily on the 
top, but underneath the roots 
grow,” said Travers. 

Also, because of the acidic soil 
in New England, applying lime to 
a lawn is critical, said Travers. 

The most important yard task, 
however, is removing leaves 
from the lawn, he added. The 
leaves, if left on top of the grass, 
make the lawn warm and moist,

“a haven for insects,” said Trav¬ 
ers. And when springtime rolls 
around and snow melts from the 
lawn, the evidence of bug infesta¬ 
tion will be marked by areas of 
dead grass. 

But, according to Bill Heptig, 
nursery manager at Mahoney’s 
Rocky Ledge Nursery in 
Winchester, the process of “win¬ 
terizing” your lawn should not 
begin until late November. He 
suggests placing mulch in and ar¬ 
ound the root systems of everg¬ 
reen plants and newly planted 
shrubs. 

Also, burlap bags around these 
new plantings will help prevent 
windburn and winterkill, said 
Heptig. 

If you want lush growth from 
the flowers in your garden, now 
is the time to break up the peren¬ 
nials, say landscapers. Travers 
said day lilies and irises all need 


for winter 


to be churned up every two or 
three years. This should be done 
in September so the roots will 
have some time to grow by mid- 
October, said Travers. 

Heptig added that if you’re 
looking for a bright spot in your 
garden, chrysanthemums are 
the your best bet. “Mums will 
provide color through October in 
place of annuals,” said Heptig. 

He also noted that vegetable 
gardens can be kept lush and 
nutrient-rich by planting a 
winter rye in place of the plants. 

Travers said September is a 
super time to plant shrubs and 
trees. However, he said weekly 
watering is essential in order for • 
the roots to take hold before 
winter. The shrub should be sur¬ 
rounded by mulch to keep mois¬ 
ture in and protect fragile, new 
growth, he added. 

Heptig agreed. “It’s an excel¬ 
lent time of year for planting 
anything,” he said. Heptig also 
said the warm soil will promote 
“excellent root growth.”

age,” she added. “Overstuffed 
and comfortable.” Victorian de¬ 
sign is “ornate but not perisha¬ 
ble ... You still feel like if you 
spilled wine, it isn’t going to ruin 
the room,” she said. 

Fassler also said she sees in¬ 
creasing influence from the arts 
and crafts movement — includ¬ 
ing the use of both Mission and 
Stickley furniture. 

The work of Gustav Stickley, 
an American furniture designer, 
and William Morris, an English 
furniture and textile designer, 
was a reaction to the Industrial 
Revolution. They were active in 
the late 19th and early 20th centu¬ 
ries, and sought to recapture 
craftsmanship in furniture and 
textile design. 

Both Stickley and Morris 
wanted “to get back into design¬ 
ing things the laborer could actu¬ 


ally take pride in making,” Fass¬ 
ler said. Fassler said she be¬ 
lieves the interest today in 
Stickley and Morris furniture, as 
well as that of Charles Rennie 
Mackintosh (Scotland) and Josef 
Hoffman (Vienna, Austria), is a 
reaction to a similar era. 

“I’m seeing a movement of 
people reacting to the excesses of 
the 70s and 80s,” said Fassler. 

Lindy Lieberman of Living 
Spaces in Westwood has her own 
philosophy about home design. 

“At the moment, with compli¬ 
cated lifestyles, with the eco¬ 
nomy, people want multi¬ 
functional space,” said Lieber¬ 
man. For example, design in a 
dining room may incorporate 
bookshelves so the room also 
serves as a library, she said. 

“There are no gimmicks (in 
design),” she added. “People are 
going back to basic good design.” 


Lieberman also said homeow¬ 
ners are opting for decor that is 
simple — easy to maintain and 
live with long-term. 

In the past, Levenson said de¬ 
sign varied from very formal to 
contemporary to country. Today, 
however, there is more of an “old 
world look.” Levenson attributes 
to people’s desire for stability — 
a stability they see their fathers 
and grandfathers had. 

“Contemporary today is sof¬ 
tened with antique pieces,” she 
said. An example of this kind of 
look is a hassock redone in 
leather with nail heads showing. 
“People are going to sidewalk 
sales, auctions, or refinishing 
grandma’s sofa,” she said. 

Surabian said media equip¬ 
ment is also very big at the mo¬ 
ment. People are looking for 
large screen televisions, hooked

Bathrooms are getting a brighter look

A s the economy fal¬ 
ters, and as our lives 
become more and 
more stressful, 
Americans are stay¬ 
ing home with in 
creasing frequency, and spend- 
ingmoneyonhome 
improvements. 

And the bathroom has become 
one of the most popular rooms to 
redecorate, according to home 
designers. 

“The bathroom, the smallest 
room in the house with usually 
just one window, tends to be the 
most affordable room to redeco¬ 
rate,” said Robin Boyce, mana¬ 
ger of Bath and Boudoir in Fra¬ 
mingham’s Shoppers’ World. 

“The slow economy has not af¬ 
fected the fact that our homes 
are our biggest assets,” accord¬ 
ing to Boyce, who says business 
has not slowed in the past two 
years. 

Jamie Smith, manager of 
Needham’s Bed and Bath agrees. 
“Despite the recession, business 
has been pretty busy ... People 
are redecorating because they 
can’t afford a new home.” 

And as if to counter the eco¬ 
nomic tide, bright bathroom col- 
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ors have become the rage. 

“Happy colors are in,” says 
Boyce. “Pastels, bright pinks 
and orchids are very popular. 
Browns and earth tones are out.” 

Smith agrees. “Bright colors 
have definitely caught on,” says 
Smith, who sells everything from 
bathroom towels, shower cur¬ 
tains and decorator mirrors to 
hampers and bathroom accout¬ 
rements, such as tooth brush 
holders. 

“Four years ago, everything 
was country. A lot of ruffles and 
muted greens and pinks. Ducks 
were everywhere,” Smith says. 
“Now it’s brights,” she says. 

Contemporary brush strokes 
and abstract patterns have taken 
over the floral and Victorian de¬ 
signs of a few years ago, desig¬ 
ners say. 

As for sinks, toilets and bath¬ 
tubs, home designer Camille Bel¬ 
monte, of Wellesley Design Cen¬ 
ter, says bright garish colors are 
out. “The horrible stage in the

up to a sound system, said Sura- 
bian. And with ongoing price 
wars, now is the time to buy, she 
said. 

Surabian also said people are 
moving back to natural products, 
such as down, which costs a little 
more but has greater endurance. 

“People are more sophisti¬ 
cated. Things were more elabo¬ 
rate in the 80s. (Today), people 
are doing things more simply and 
practically, but they also know 
quality,” said Surabian. “In the 
90s, personal rooms are consid¬ 
ered the most important rooms.” 

But while people may be turn¬ 
ing to a look of the past and rum¬ 
maging through yard sales and 
antique shows on their own, New¬ 
ton’s Levenson believes an inter¬ 
ior designer is essential. Al¬ 
though people may not be able to 
afford to decorate a whole room 
— or their entire home — at once, 
Levenson said a professional in¬ 
terior designer can provide a 
three- to five-year plan suited to 
the homeowners taste. 

“As they go along, each thing 
fits and each (piece) is building 
toward an end result,” she said. 
Levenson cautions home owners 
against haphazard decorating. 
“It’s still a matter of scale and 
balance,” she said. “It’s like a 
giant sculpture, and it should all 
work together ... It’s an intellec¬ 
tual thing to put all this together 


to be right.” 

Levenson said the current 
mood has also lent its way to an 
increase in renovations. Because 
people are concerned their 
houses are not going to sell, 
“they’re loosening a few dollars. 
They need room and they’re stay¬ 
ing put.” 

Levenson will give a lecture on 
the importance of design Nov. 6 
at the Jewish Community Center 
in Newton. The lecture is free 
and open to the public. 

Cindy Clayborn of Clayborn 
Associates in Needham said she, 
too, has seen more people redo 
their homes rather than try to 
sell. 

“They’re getting away from 
anything that’s trendy,” she 
said. Clayborn said warm colors 
are back in, like mustards. “It’s 
almost the 70s coming back, but 
not quite,” she added. 

While Clayborn acknowledges 
the economy may play a role in 
today’s stay-at-home style, she 
also believes fitness has its place. 
For example, health-conscious 
adults are opting to stay home 
rather than go out to eat, she 
said. 

“A lot of people are on special 
diets, or trying to watch their 
weight. There are more house 
parties.” As a result, people want 
their homes to be more comfort¬ 
able for both themselves and 
guests.

shoji screens,” said Ted. When 
he saw an article in a local news¬ 
paper about Drew Hession-Kunz, 
proprietor of Shozan Woodcraf- 
ters in Concord, Ted decided to 
give the screens a try. Hession- 
Kunz custom makes Japanese 
wooden furnishings. 

“They complimented the room 
beautifully,” Ted said of the 
screens. In addition, Hession- 
Kunz incorporated moon¬ 
viewing windows into the panels, 
which allow a person sitting in 
the room to view a small portion 
of the outside world. 

“The trick of the Japanese is, 
you don’t show everything at 
once,” Ted said. 

Ted and Nancy have extended 
their love of Japanese design to 


the outdoors, where they have 
several small Japanese-style 
gardens, one complete with a 
small stream. 

Nancy pointed out that many 
Japanese warriors had such 
peaceful gardens at their homes. 
“This was their balance,” she 
said. 

In addition, Ted and Nancy’s 
home is adorned with furniture 
designed by George Nakishima, 
an American furniture maker of 
Japanese descent. “Every piece 
is an individual piece,” said Ted. 
“"Nakishima© was the dean of 
woodworkers.” 

According to Hession-Kunz, 
Japanese design works on three 
basic principles. First, it is prac¬ 
tical. Rooms can be used for a 
variety of needs, and there is effi¬ 


ciency in space, he said. 

Second, the design is “deeply 
aesthetic,” he said. Wood is re¬ 
turned to its place in the tree as it 
is made into screens, as wood 
from the lower trunk finds its 
way to the bottom of the screen, 
and wood from the upper reaches 
of the tree forms the top of the 


Finally, Japanese design is en¬ 
vironmentally sound. According 
to Hession-Kunz, sections of 
screens are hinged naturally, 
with joints carved out of the 
wood. “There’s no glue,” he said 
— and the finish is tongue oil, a 
type of bark oil. 

The goal of Japanese design is 
“shibui,” according to Hession- 
Kunz — creating something that 
achieves all three principles of 
design. 


Bathrooms are getting a new look 
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1970s where everyone had avo¬ 
cado and harvest gold bathrooms 
is over. 

“In general, people like lighter 
colors ... shells, peaches, beach 
colors with hints of pink and la¬ 
vender,” Belmonte says. 

As for bathtubs, “deeper, big¬ 
ger and more contoured designs 
are in,” says Boyce of Bath and 
Boudoir. People need to unwind 
after a stressful day of work, and 
they now look forward to taking 
long, hot baths in large bathtubs, 
she added. 

With the move toward relaxa¬ 
tion, Jacuzzi sales have soared in 
the past few years, according to 
Belmonte. Most new homes are 
designed with a Jacuzzi in addi¬ 
tion to a regular shower stall in 
the bathroom off the master 


bedroom. 

And with an eye toward resell¬ 
ing their homes, smart custom¬ 
ers are no longer buying colorful 
bathtubs and sinks, says Boyce. 
A lavender bathtub and match¬ 
ing sink and toilet might be a de¬ 
light for some homemakers, but 
the color could scare off a pros¬ 
pective buyer. “We try to deco¬ 
rate with resale in mind,” says 
Boyce. 

Bathroom wallpaper is also on 
the upswing, with tough, wash¬ 
able, water-resistant wallpapers 
now available, according to 
Boyce. “I’ve never sold so much 
wallpaper,” said Boyce, who has 
been in the home decorating busi¬ 
ness for 17 years. 

And although most new home 
buyers select sliding glass doors 
for their bathtubs, according to 


local designers, shower curtains 
remain big-sale items in Bed and 
Bath stores. 

‘‘Shower curtains have be¬ 
come a major investment now. 
People used to buy $10 shower 
curtains and now the average 
price of a shower curtain is $35,” 
with the more pricey curtains 
running to $100, Smith says. 

Conservation trends too have 
influenced bathroom design re¬ 
cently, with smaller water¬ 
saving 1.6-gallon flush toilets be¬ 
coming the norm. “Toilets are 
becoming sleeker one-piece units 
as opposed to the larger two- 
piece units,” said Belmonte. 

Sinks, too, have become 
sleeker, thinner, more con¬ 
toured, with the pedestal sink up 
the uprise.

Build a sauna in your backyard

I knew what a sauna was — a 
European friend in Acton had 
one. But saunas were still un¬ 
usual in the late 1960s when 
we bought our house. 

Then, Bruno, an architect 
friend, pointed at the abandoned 
playhouse near the woods. 

“It would make a great 
sauna,” he said. “A playhouse 
for adults.” 

His Finnish wife, Pirjo, 
agreed. ‘‘It looks like a cabin — a 
real Finnish sauna,” she said. 

I thought the 7-by-12-foot house 
looked — and still looks, 20 years 
later — like a child’s drawing of a 
house: a plain rectangle under a 
peaked, shingled roof. The 
wooden door is dead center with 
windows on either side. 

I learned that a sauna is simply 
a well-insulated room lined with 
wood, with benches to relax on, 
and a stove (wood-fired or 
electric) to maintain the room at 
160 to 210 degrees Farenheit. 
Pirjo said we would stay in the 
room until we felt too hot, then

The insulated walls were then 
covered inexpensively with a fir 
plywood (Texture 111). We built 
benches on each end-wall, one 
high and one low, where as many 
as 14 bodies have sweated simul¬ 
taneously. The four benches are 


thick, slatted platforms. 2 feet by 
6 feet-plus, wide and long enough 
for us to stretch out full length. 
The slats are construction grade 
2-by-3s, blind-nailed :i 4 -inch 
apart for air circulation. 

We boarded up the side win¬ 


dows to hold heat in, but kept the 
windows uncovered in the front. 
With our view to the outdoors, we 
avoid the claustrophobia of 
closet-like commercial saunas. 

Before the early 1970s energy 
SAUNA,See page 12 
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cool off outside and return for 
another bake. 

We would repeat this cycle un¬ 
til we felt our muscles were re¬ 
laxed, our minds cleared, and 
our spirits renewed. Because I 
learned about saunas from her, I 
still pronounce it SOW-na. the 
way Finns do, although most 
Americans say SAW-na. 

While we were remodeling the 
playhouse I wondered what the 
neighbors would think when they 
saw us sitting in the cold, 
wrapped only in towels, then 
jumping in the snow. I soon 
learned they wanted to join us. 

Bruno advised us to tear out 
the old interior paneling and to 
insulate the walls and ceiling 
with batts of six-inch fiberglass. 
Its high R-value holds the intense 
heat inside, and its foil, stapled to 
the framing struts, keeps mois¬ 
ture away from the walls.

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crisis popularized cast-iron 
stoves, Sears sold the 24-inch 
long log-burner for $49.95. Its 
belly holds plenty of wood to 
drive the sauna to temperature in 
half an hour, but we usually wait 
until the fire reaches its peaks 
and “ripens.” 

The fire is stoked through the 
firebox’s front door, and a dam¬ 
per door regulates the draft — 
simple but effective temperature 
control. An intake vent near the 
floor supplies the stove with fresh 
air from outside. 

Only wood may be used — any¬ 
thing else would be too hot to 
touch in a sauna room. Walls, 
benches, floor, the door — and es¬ 
pecially the door handle — are 
wood. All surfaces are sanded to 
prevent slivers as the wood 
grows brittle in a sauna’s kiln¬ 
like atmosphere. 

We keep the stove’s wood 
supply stored under the benches 
where it dries with each sauna. 
When the stove carries the room 
over 180 degrees, the wood’s fra¬ 
grance is always released. 

Because we were converting 
an existing, free-standing play¬ 
house, remodeling costs were 
less than $300. No high tech was 


involved — no electricity, no 
plumbing. Today the cost would 
be two or three times that, but 
still a reasonable price for an au¬ 
thentic sauna. 

I fire the sauna off once or 
twice a week during high sauna 
season (from the first premoni¬ 
tion of fall in late August until the 
last cool spring evening in April). 
Like the Finns, I share my sauna 
with neighbors, friends, and 
friends of friends. 

Some sauna-freaks use it in the 
summer, even on the hottest days 
— “It’s a different kind of heat,” 
they insist, splashing each other 
with a garden hose after each 
baking. 

Visitors often bring sauna gifts 
to stake a personal claim: birch 
switches from Scandinavian vac¬ 
ations, wooden buckets, real 
sauna rocks, a ceramic-dial ther¬ 
mometer. Loofahs and scrubbing 
brushes are restocked along with 
“vihtas” (pronounced like vitas) 
which are bundles of leafy twigs 
one taps over the skin to improve 
circulation. 

Wood scraps from suburban 
remodeling projects are fed di¬ 
rectly into the voracious stove. 
About 40 pounds of wood are 
needed for each sauna.

We boarded up the side 
windows to hold heat 
in, but kept the win¬ 
dows uncovered in the 
front. With our view to 
the outdoors, we avoid 
the claustrophobia of 
closet-like commercial 
saunas. 


The sauna has been improved 
over the years. Friends pitched 
in to build a deck where we could 
sit to cool off between bakes. One 
year we installed a shower head 
connected to a garden hose for ci¬ 
vilized summer saunas. A ra¬ 
diant heat problem was solved by 
double-piping the stove, encasing 
the 6-inch stove pipe with an 
8-inch pipe. This year I found 
scraps of outdoor carpeting for 
the floor.

munal effort and every sauna 
fire is special. The humidity, the 
wind outside, the ambient temp¬ 
erature, the type of wood burnt, 
how long it had been allowed to 
run before it was banked — all ef¬ 
fect “the heat of the heat." 

The little house is about 50 feet 
from the big house, past the veg¬ 
etable garden and the peach tree, 
beside the rabbit hutch where 
Updike thumps around, startled 
by our late-night company. 

On wintry evenings we trek out 
through the snow in galoshes, 
carrying towels, our bare legs 
showing under our overcoats. 

The room is always dark, lit 
softly by a candle in a glass jar. 
We leave our clothes on wooden 
pegs by the front window, drap¬ 
ing ourselves in bathsheets. 

I usually ask a few friends over 
for a sauna. The seasoned sauna 
buff will head instinctivley to a 
top rear corner and surrender to 


I learned that a sauna 
is simply a 
well-insulated room 
lined with wood, with 
benches to relax on, 
and a stove (wood-fired 
or electric) to maintain 
the room at 160 to 210 
degrees Farenheit.

the most intense heat; a novitiate 
will cling to the lower front sec¬ 
tion, cracking the door from time 
to time to gulp cooler air. 

“Taking a sauna" is a series of 
cycles — heating, cooling and 
relaxing. 

Somone ladles the water on the 
sauna rocks which have been 


heating on top of the stove, sof¬ 
tening the heat — this is the 
steam Finns call “loyly." Firjo 
told me that the final flash of 
steam is “the devil in the fire." 

My sauna is still as low-tech as 
a rural Finn’s “salosauna". But 
some Americans have compli¬ 
cated the process with electron¬ 
ics and accessories, or wonderful 
luxuries like nearby changing 
rooms and pools. Clever kits are 
now available to turn indoor 
spaces — a spare bedroom, a 
basement workshop — into a 
sauna. 

Our friend has graduated to a 
hot tub — high tech and state of 
the art. I enjoy simmering in the 
broth, but the Wet heat leaves me 
a little woozy. A sauna is a baking 
which invigorates, a cardiovas¬ 
cular workout like a good jog. 
that gives me a sense of well be¬ 
ing near ecstasy.

W hile selection of 
lighting has always 
been a priority for 
Europeans, Ameri¬ 
cans are only be¬ 
ginning to look for 
something extra in that standard 
household fixture, according to 
Anna Maria Beltran, manager of 
Prisma Lighting in Newton 
Corner. 

Within the past five years, cus¬ 
tomers have become more inter¬ 
ested in style and design when 
choosing lamps, according to 
Beltran. 

“It’s not just the efficiency, not 
just getting a lamp that will do 
the job, but getting a lamp with a 
special design, where every part 
used in the manufacturing is top 
quality,” she said. 

Customers have also turned 
towards lighting fixtures that use 
halogen bulbs, because they pro¬ 
duce the closest match to “out¬ 
door, natural lighting,” said Bel¬ 
tran. “The Halogen is crisp, 


bright, white light.” 

Beltran said halogen-wired 
lighting really caught on about 10 
years ago and now accounts for 
about 90 percent of the fixtures 
her business sells, from floor and 
table lamps to wall sconces. 

Most of the hand-blown glass, 
sculptured and brass lighting in 
her store is imported from Italy 
and offers an artistic alternative 
to standard lighting. 

Beltran said people seeking a 
European flare come to her store 
instead of buying overseas, be¬ 
cause products from abroad are 
wired differently and will not 
work in American homes. 

Her store also carries an un¬ 
usual line of rice paper lights, 
created by the late and famous 
Japanese designer Isamu 
Noguchi. 

The popular, hanging paper 
lights, signed by Noguchi, have 
become collectors’ items, she 
said. 

Although many customers are 
from upper- and upper-middle 
class, many other people also 
splurge on fancy lights, buying 
them on lay-away, she said. 
“People fall in love with the 
lamps.” 

According to Beltran, the im¬ 
ported and domestic lights range 
from a low of $100 to a high of 
$650. 

For most people, at least in this

country, however, lighting is less 
of an artistic matter, and a more 
practical one instead. 

In a more modest price range 
— from as low as $50 to as high as 
$100 — there is a clear trend to 
purchase recessed lighting, ac¬ 
cording to Nino Campagnone, 
owner of Compa Electric, an 
electrical contracting company, 
in Newton. 

“For the past three or four 
years more and more people are 
putting in recessed (lighting),” 
he said. 

Recessed lighting is installed 
within the ceiling, so that the fix¬ 
ture does not protrude from the 
ceiling or take up space on a 
table. 

Meanwhile, Robert Sandman, 
chairman of the Newton Citizens 
of Energy, said people should not 
forget conservation in their quest 
to brighten their homes with 
flair. 

Sandman, who is also presi¬ 
dent of Sandman Electric in 
Braintree, said far too much 
energy is wasted on lights. That 
problem is something that could 
be addressed in a variety of 
ways, Sandman said. 

He said consumers should dis¬ 
cipline themselves to shut off 
lights whenever they leave a 
room, or invest in a device, which 
costs about $30, that automati¬ 
cally shuts lights off when people 
walk out. 

“You may be able to save a ton 
of money on your electric bill,” 
he said. 

Sandman said people can also 
net long-term savings by paying 
a bit more up-front to get energy- 
efficient lights. 

But Sandman said a more ex¬ 
pensive lamp is often cheaper in 
the long run, because the energy 
savings will offset the higher 
price. 

“For an average home, the 
lighting expense is a major 
amount of the electrical bill, and 
everything should be done that is 
possible to eliminate waste,” he 
said. 
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Window treatment 

What to consider when choosing fabrics

When considering the right 
fabric treatment for your win¬ 
dows, several elements should be 
weighed. 

Let’s start with color, the most 
prominent aspect you will notice 
when viewing the completed win¬ 
dow treatment. 

When purchasing a sheer 
fabric for your window, be aware 
that the color you select will wash 
the room in that hue when the sun 
shines through it. That can be 
very good, or very bad, depen¬ 
ding on your color choice and how 
intense the color will be. 

A small swatch on the sample 
board might look soft and inno¬ 
cent, but gathered to triple 
fullness, and strewn across the 
entire window, the color can be 
too strong. 

A larger sample of the sheer 
fabric should be ordered before 
buying the bolt because, here 
again, a small swatch of what ap¬ 
pears to be pink, might actually 
be peachy. Blues may vary 
greatly from the small sample to 
the larger one. Caveat Emptor: 

Color also can psychologically 
warm up or cool down an in¬ 
terior. This is a great design tool. 
Consider what the temperature 
of the room is as well as the 
climate desired for the par¬ 
ticular use of the room. 

Let’s say blue is your favorite 
color. Do you want a cool yet in¬ 
tense room? Then perhaps an 
electric blue would be a wise 
choice. If subdued sophistication 
is your preference, try a navy 
blue. If you like a country look, 
then wedgewood blue will fit the 
bill. 

The value of color in the room 
through the use of draperies can 
be altered with a layered look. An 
overdrapery of a darker fabric 
creates deep, dramatic color in 
the room when the drapes are 
closed, while an underdrapery of 
lighter value will decorate the 
room in another color or shade 
when it is drawn with the over¬ 
drapery left open. 

Another factor to consider is 
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what kind of cleaning the drapes 
require. Some fabrics are easily 
cleaned while others shrink or 
discolor and lose their strength. 
Check the contents of the fabric 
and the cleaning codes. 

If a great amount of sun hits 
the fabric, you also will need to 
concern yourself with whether it 
is colorfast. Some fibers withs¬ 
tand intense heat and light well, 
while others wilt and fade away 
at the slightest provocation. Here 
again, the contents should be a 
good indicator of the stability of 
the fabric. 


Some yarns will stretch with 
gravity because of their 
heaviness and bulkiness. Be sure 
you don’t end up with a heavy 
open weave drapery that looks 
great the day it is hung, but 
seems to grow' daily until you 
have puddles of fabric on the 
floor from a window treatment 
that has stretched so long it 
qualifies for the NBA. 

The drapability of a fabric is 
important, too. Light to medium 
weight fabrics work best. Too 
soft a fabric will hang limply and 
without body ; a very stiff fabric, 
such as linen, will not hang 
gracefully as a drape but is an ex¬ 
cellent choice for a flat treatment 
such as a Roman valance. 

The subtleties of color and 
fabric weight will make a big dif¬ 
ference in your finished product.

Utilities provide money-saving consumer programs

The constant bombardment of 
bills experienced by the homeow¬ 
ner can be demoralizing.

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Stop the leaks 

Regardless of what type of 
heating system you have — elec¬ 
tric, gas, oil or solar, there are a 
multitude of things that can be 
done to stop the money from leak¬ 
ing out of your house. 

Some of the options include: 

■ Clock thermostats. These ther¬ 
mostats save money by allowing 
heat to be put on a timer. For ex¬ 
ample, if the house is empty dur¬ 
ing the day, the thermostat can 
be set to turn the heat down while 
you’re gone and turn it back up 
an hour or so before you come 
home. 

■ Hot water insulation. Hot 
water pipes and hot water 
heaters should be insulated well.

Something old 

An antique can make a whole room

H ave you ever walked 
into a room in some¬ 
one’s home, been ta¬ 
ken by its visual plea¬ 
sure, but realized the 
decor is actually fo 
cused on one, unusual piece — a 
clock, a lamp, a bowl or even a 
chair? 

You may have been unaware 
that your eye has settled on the 
singular, interesting piece. Yet, 
that subtle pull to the object — 
more often than not, an antique 
— has worked to make the room 
special. 

Very often, decorators will 
work with a client’s special piece 
and create a room with it and ar¬ 
ound it. 

“I bought an over-200-year-old 
French armoire in France recen¬ 
tly, and moved into a new place,” 
said Susan Mason, principal of 
Contemporary Expressions, 
Inc., an interior decorating firm 
in Weston. ‘‘It’s hand-painted 
and very elegant looking in a 
country way. I put it into a living 
room and built the rest of the 
room around it. It gave the rest of 
the room a country sort of 
feeling.” 

One client had a special area 
rug she wanted to use, so Mason 
made it the focal point of the 
room. ‘‘If somebody inherits a 
beautiful, old rug, many times 
you can build a room around 
that. You pick out the colors 
within the rug and try to create a 
feeling. 

“You take a good look at the 
piece. First of all, is it something 
the client really likes? How could 
we show it off to the best advan¬ 
tage? And what other items can 
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we put around it, to enhance 
it... You don’t want to have five 
different focal points,” Mason 
said. “Maybe one or two. Every¬ 
thing else is complimentary. 

“If someone has a really nice 
antique, especially one that’s 
been inherited, depending on its 


size and importance to the client, 
I try to use it,” Mason said. 

Mason said she recently 
worked with a client in Boston 
who had an antique, Chinese- 
style cocktail table. “I sort of did 
the furniture around the table,” 
Mason said. “I put contemporary 
sofas around it and a few inter¬ 
esting things on the table. I had 
an antique, camel back sofa reu¬ 
pholstered to go with the room. 
It’s a mix of old and new and it 
looked really neat.”

Sometimes a piece — not the 
furniture you sit in — can make 
the room, she said. “A grand¬ 
father clock is always a great 
piece. People are always drawn 
to it. And breakfronts attract the 
eye right away. Sometimes, it’s 
the type of wood, sometimes it’s 
the style or the carving. I think 
the thing about an antique that 
makes it great is that it’s some¬ 
thing you don’t see everywhere 
else,” said O’Leary. 

And the uniqueness of a piece 
can convey your personality, she 
said. 

In a small house, it can be a cof¬ 
fee table, either by itself or with 
some “great little piece on it. 
Porcelain, a sculpture or a box,” 
she said. “I think boxes do a lot 
for a room. And tea caddies. 
Antiques take the room out of a 
department store and make it 
more unique.” 


An empty foyer or front hall 
can easily become your favorite 
spot in the house, if it’s handled 
correctly, said Ellen Fishman, 
owner of Bradford Interiors, 
North Dartmouth. (The com¬ 
pany is unrelated to Bradford 
Furniture.) 

“If you have an antique ladies’ 
desk, a small desk, and it’s pol¬ 
ished, you can place some of your 
favorite old treasures, such as 
pictures in antique frames, old 
books, bric-a-brac, and the area 
becomes its own little iewel of a 
space, not iust a walk-through 
area,” said Fishman, who is 
working with a Wellesley family 
that recently acquired antiques 
and special heirloom pieces from 
relatives overseas. 

“The way the sunlight filters 
through the glass panes on the 
front door and picks up the faces 
in the photographs can make it 
really special,” she said. “Then, 
it really becomes my favorite 
spot. 

“That desk can be the place to 
write those notes you never seem 
to have the time or space for. And 
it can be a wonderful area for 
working up your holiday card 
lists and a central location where 
they can all be signed and read¬ 
ied for mailing,” she said. 

A special piece like that, set in 
such an area, “can give you 
great pleasure in just passing by 
it. It’s not stuck away and the en¬ 
try way becomes an important 
area. You derive pleasure by not 
having to go into a room with four 
walls to enjoy it,” Fishman said. 

But it doesn’t necessarily have 
to be a desk, she said. “It could be 
a beautiful bowl on a simple 
table. Or a wonderful antique 
lamp. For that, you can find a re¬ 
production piece to display it on 
and make the space really 
special.” 

“Antiques are wonderful and 
we try to use them as much as we 
can,” said Joan Bycoff, who, 
with partner Marilyn Prensky, 
runs Livable Decores, Needham.

matic forms. In the Soviet Union, 
many art forms were branded as 
dangerous and outlawed as sub¬ 
versive. But artists used this ne¬ 
gative energy to create some of 
the most elaborate and complex 
designs holed up in dark base¬ 
ments, obscure attics, and back 
rooms hidden behind paintings of 
Lenin and the Russian flag. For 
Eastern Europeans, design is a 
personal link ‘to freedom of 
choice. 

Consequently, their designs 
and colors tend to be bright and 
happy. According to Interior De¬ 
signer Robin Boyce of Bedworx 
in Northboro, Polish rugs will 
soon be scattered on floors across 
America, celebrating the Soli¬ 
darity of the world, as well as the 
hard-earned freedom of a nation. 

“As the Iron Curtain is elimi¬ 
nated, things are taking a less in¬ 
dustrialized turn,” Boyce says. 
“It’s more in keeping with the 
arts and crafts look, but with 
jewel tones, such as ruby, deep 
greens and royal blues. Exotic 
patterns lend themselves to these 
colors.” 

The tear heals 

Boyce says now, with a healing 
of the scar inflicted by the Berlin 
Wall, interior design will mirror 
a new artistic explosion, which 
belies the dark clouds of Eastern 
Europe’s political past. 

“The biggest thing this fall and 
winter is going to be of Russian 
influence,” Boyce said. “Now 
that Communism is almost gone, 
there are no boundaries standing 
between people, telling them 
what they have to say or do. They 
will be able to express them¬ 
selves finally — Europe is having 
a party.” 

Russian influences to spice up 
your home include Mongolian 
furniture, dark woods and jewel 
tones. However, before you go 
out looking for these treasures, it 
is important to know that many 
of these designs will take years to 
arrive as the kinks are worked 
out in trade agreements between 
nations. 

International buyer for Pier 1 
Imports, Adrian Long, says it 
will be several years before a 
“Russian revolution” takes hold 
in home decorating in the United 
States. Just off the plane from a 
trip to Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary and the Soviet Union, 
Long says fashion will be the first 
domain to capitalize on the styles 
of Eastern European culture. 

Trading on the streets of Po¬ 
land, Czechoslovakia and Hun¬ 
gary is rampant, with stalls set 
up for bartering all kinds of 
goods. “There are hundreds of 
people setting up tables without 
licenses and peddling ethnic pro¬ 
ducts,” such as Russia’s famous 
lacquer boxes, Long says. How¬ 
ever, Long adds that although fa¬ 
bulous trade opportunities exist 
in the streets as border restric¬ 
tions are lifted, the chance that 
these items will reach American 
homes in the near future is slim. 

“You’ve got many tourists and 


a high interchange of exposure to 
some of these ethnic items,” 
Long says. “But until Western 
culture influences joint ventures, 
ou won’t see many of these 
reak-away groups except in 
fashion.” 

According to Long, Russian en¬ 
trepreneurs are taking advan¬ 
tage of their freedom by setting 
up booths in virgin democracies 
for hard currency. But Poland, 
Hungary, and Czechoslovakia 
are far from stabilizing their eco¬ 
nomies as inflation scares off 
prospective investors and 
advertisers. 

Ultimately, the market in New 
England will determine whether 
home furnishings follow the fash¬ 
ion litmus test, rising to the occa¬ 
sion of demand. In other words, if 
consumers express the urge to 
decorate with international pro¬ 
ducts, others will find a way to 
bring them here. 

Influencing the market 

While buyers wait for market 
influences and advertising 
trends to foster a change in the 
public’s buying habits, interior 
designers take a more personal 
approach. They are interested in 
satisfying the sometimes ob¬ 
scure desires of their customers. 

Carol Hoffman, of Sudbury, is 
a member of the American Soci¬ 
ety of Interior Designers (ASID). 
She says designers have top- 
notch connections to the latest in 
fabrics, and can help find that re¬ 
mote object to make a home un¬ 
ique. In other words, if it’s out 
there, designers will help you 
find it. 

According to Hoffman, “Rus¬ 
sian interiors are already of in¬ 
terest in this country.” The lux¬ 
ury of the Russian Czars can be a 
statement of both affluence, and 
awareness of Ukrainian history. 
She calls the new trend “peasant 
ornateness,” the quality of orna¬ 
mental hardwoods, heavy fabr¬ 
ics and designs based on decon¬ 


structivist painting and 
architecture. 

Also in style this year are Ke- 
lim pillows, of Turkish origin. 
The Kelim design will be used to 
cover old chairs which need a 
face lift, according to ASID de¬ 
signers, whose chapter is based 
in Stow.

According to ASID, Clarence 
House has a new line of Russian 
Fabrics, but some foreign de¬ 
signs are still hard to locate. 

Gail Van Kleeck-Gleason, 
president of Dover Interiors in 
Weston, says the impetus to im¬ 
port will expand as people open 
their minds to other options in 
decorating. 

“We’ve been pretty homoge¬ 
neous,” Van Kleeck-Gleason 
says. “For many years there’s 
been a lot of value in just being 
like everyone else ... now we’re 
going to see more people honor¬ 
ing their differences and learn¬ 
ing how to celebrate them.”

Van Kleeck-Gleason has come 
across Tibetan wall hangings, 
which have rougher textures 
than the art of their Oriental 
counterparts, which usually 
come in fine fabrics such as silk.

“Many of the people I work 
with could find copies, but they 
like originals which come with a 
story about the village it came 
from,” Van Kleeck-Gleason 
says.

Samuels says many of 
her clients who have travelled to 
the Orient collect porcelain from 
the Far East, adding to the col¬ 
lection yearly. But most people 
have an interest in “preserving 
something from a family mem¬ 
ber, or a relative,” Samuels 
says.

choosing designs from any part 
of the world: “I believe that 
when someone comes to me to do 
a job, the most important part of 
design is the person creating the 
space.” 

As interior design emerges as 
less of a show case for outsiders 
and more of a link to personal 
and universal symbols, the home 
will transform itself as an inti¬ 
mate reflection of our inner 
worlds, rather than one of dis¬ 
play. We will see more furniture 
made with stone inlays, circular 
patterns and animal motifs. But 
these emblems are not acciden¬ 
tal or new, in fact, the designs are 
all symbols of cultural diversity 
and history. 

Spiritual origins 

It is the inner spiritual world 
that dictates design in Japan, 
China, and India, based on the 
belief that objects have souls. 
Stone materials are thought to be 
the manifestation of deceased 
loved ones. 

The circle pattern symbolizes 
both man and woman, as well as 
the unity of the earth and spirit. 
Animal motifs are symbolic of 
man’s primitive nature. In Ger¬ 
manic mythology, the cat is re¬ 
vered by the Goddess Frey a. In 
Christianity, animal emblems 
bless Saints and symbolize co¬ 
existence. St. Luke is pictured 
with an ox. St. Mark, the lion. St. 
John, the Eagle. In this way, cul¬ 
tural design also works as a me¬ 
taphor for the past, present and 
future, rather than just a vehicle 
of ornament and convention.

Health is a popular subject in 
keeping with today’s lifestyles.

poon salt contains 2,000 mg 
sodium. With snack foods, pro¬ 
cessed meats, frozen dinners and 
fast food, the amount of salt 
quickly adds up to 1 teaspoon. 
There is also naturally occurring 
sodium in most of the foods we 
eat. 

To reduce sodium intake, Pat 
Wade, Homemakers Schools 
home economist, suggests 
eliminating salt when cooking. 
Instead, Wade proposes adding 
spices and herns. Also, Wade 
stresses the importance of 
reading labels before buying a 
product. Check to see if salt is 
listed among the first few ingre¬ 
dients (product ingredients are 
listed in descending order of their 
proportion by weight). 

Fresh and most frozen 


I f adult bread bakers love the 
feel of dough on their hands, 
the magic of dough rising and 
the warm, yeasty taste of a 
loaf fresh out of the oven, im¬ 
agine the delight of children 
assisting with a baking project. 
According to working parent, au¬ 
thor and child care expert, 
Wenda Morrone, author of 
“Child Care That Works’’, yeast 
baking is perfect for “quality 
time’’ with kids because it in¬ 
cludes conversation, making a 
mess and watching a mini¬ 
miracle as yeast changes play- 
dough into something delicious. 

Pat Wade, Homemakers 
Schools home economist, points 
out that making bread also fits a 
child’s attention span. It’s 15 to 20 
minutes in the beginning — then 
“punch it down for me, honey!” 
One or two hours later, adult and 
child can shape a plain or crea¬ 
tive design and pop it in the oven. 
Wade feels the last part is the ul¬ 
timate reward — that first taste. 

Baking bread, cinnamon rolls 
or coffee cake with children is not 
only wonderful entertainment 
for them, it’s educational, too. To 
keep children involved in the 
baking process Wade passes on 
these tips from the test kitchens 
of Fleischmann’s Yeast: 

■ Spread newspapers on the 
kitchen floor. No need to worry 
about spills — just roll the papers 
up and throw away. 

■ For a small child who can’t 
reach the countertop, set up a 
playtable or child’s desk in the 
kitchen. Or use a very sturdy 
stepstool with non-slip top and 
feet at the counter. (Place news¬ 
papers around legs of the stool, 


vegetables, for example, contain 
only naturally occurring sodium, 
while most canned vegetables 
have been salted. Now available 
are no-salt-added vegetables, 
sauces and soups, which can 
receive a boost in flavor by ad¬ 
ding herbs. 

Wade recommends the follow¬ 
ing idea for Stuffed Peppers, a 
good example of how to use no- 
salt-added tomato sauce. McCor¬ 
mick/Schilling Oregano, Chili 
Powder and onion give flavor to 
this all-time favorite. 

When using spices, a blend is 
often more pleasing than one 
alone. Wade points out that the 
test kitchens of McCor¬ 
mick/Schilling have found black 
pepper to be a base to build 
flavor. Add other herbs, using 


not under the feet, so as not to 
cause a slip and a tumble.) 

■ Assign parts of the big job to 
each child, such as adding an in¬ 
gredient, helping knead or roll¬ 
ing out the dough. Or cut off a 
little of the dough that the child 
can knead, roll and shape for his/ 
her “own.” 

■ Choose recipes that have a 
story to them so that an explana¬ 
tion can be given during the pro¬ 
cess. It could be a special family 
recipe or tradition or someone’s 
favorite. Or, select recipes that 
have interesting shapes or steps, 
such as twisting, braiding or 
coiling. 

■ Give an older child the re¬ 
sponsibility of being “recipe mo¬ 
nitor.” He or she can read each 
stage of the recipe as the process 
unfolds and double-check quanti¬ 
ties and timing. With a photocopy 
of the recipe put on a clip-board 
and a colored pen, each step can 
be checked off with a flourish! 

■ Keep safety in mind at all 
times. Remember to keep little 
ones away from the range and 
oven. Make sure they can’t pull 
heavy bowls or boards from 
countertops. Keep sharp knives 
and other pointed implements 
away from small hands.

smaller amounts of the robust 
herbs such as thyme and 
rosemary and more of the milder 
herbs such as parsley and chives. 

Acid seasonings, such as lemon 
juice, lime juice and vinegar, 
give satisfaction to foods. Garlic 
and onion also help to give a well- 
rounded flavor. 

Essentially the same season¬ 
ing rules apply when reducing fat 
in the diet. It is recommended 
that no more than 30 percent of 
daily calories come from fat. 
Wade trims excess fat from meat 
and removes the skin from 
chicken before cooking. Spices 
do not penetrate the skin of 
chicken, so more flavor is realiz¬ 
ed by applying seasonings direct¬ 
ly on the meat, according to 
SPICES, See page 5 


Spices can help keep you healthy 
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Something fishy 

Fish, seasonings made for each other 


F rom a can of tuna to a 
fillet of sole, fish can be 
transformed into a 
gourmet delight with a 
dash of seasoning. Pat 
Wade, Homemakers 
Schools home economist, points 
out that fish can be classified in 
three groups according to flavor, 
and the seasonings change as the 
flavor becomes more robust. As 
a general rule the more robust 
the flavor, the higher the fat con¬ 
tent of the fish, Wade says. 

To enhance the very delicate 
flavored fish, Wade recommends 
McCormick/Schilling Parsley, 
Tarragon, Dill Weed, Chives and 
Basil to add just the right flavor. 


If fish is to be poached, add

Wade. Wade said she prefers to 
bake or broil meat rather than 
fry. 

A liquid margarine contributes 
less saturated fat to a vegetable 
dish than butter. A sprinkling of 
butter substitute, such as McCor¬ 
mick/Schilling Best O’Butter 
adds no fat but has a pleasant 
butter taste. 

Try rubbing a mixture of 
spices over meat and chicken 
and then let marinate several 
hours or overnight.

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Board members clash on appointments to study

School Committee members were 
again at odds recently, this time, 
over the appointment of a commit¬ 
tee to study the long range needs of 
the school facilities. 

The appointments of 15 residents 
to the School Utilization Committee 
resulted in a heated exchange 
among committee members at the 
Oct. 8 session. 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Makhoul made the appoint¬ 
ments and was questioned by mem¬ 
bers Michael Ronayne and Alice 
McCarter. Makhoul’s selections 
were ratified in a final vote 3-2. But, 
not without some controversy. 

“Do I understand that you made 


the appointments unilaterally?” 
queried Ronayne. 

Makhoul explained in some detail 
the criteria she used in making her 
appointments. “First and foremost I 
looked at the experience the person 
could bring to the committee,” she 
said. 

In addition, she said she made an 
attempt to get an even distribution 
of residents with children and with¬ 
out, and to appoint residents to rep¬ 
resent each district. When the appl¬ 
icant provided a resume, Makhoul 
said she tried to match the person to 
their particular expertise. 

Makhoul stated that 24 people 
applied for positions on .the subcom¬ 
mittee. Fifteen of the 24 were 
selected. 

An overview of the long-range 


plan states that “the effort is 
designed to develop a blueprint to be 
followed for the rest of the decade in 
addressing the growth in student 
enrollment in the most educationally 
sound and cost effective manner.” 

The subcommittee meetings will 
be posted and held publicly in accor¬ 
dance with Open Meeting Law. 

“I’m just surprised that the com¬ 
mittee as a whole was not involved,” 
said Ronayne. 

“I believe it is the prerogative of 
the chairman to appoint subcommit¬ 
tees,” responded Makhoul. Makhoul 
added that she believed that 
Robert’s Rules, which outlines par¬ 
liamentary procedure, allowed that 
latitude. 

Ronayne challenged her right to 
make the appointments and moved 


that the committee be made a part 
of the process, a motion which went 
down in defeat. Makhoul, Lombardi 
and O’Connell voted against the 
motion, Ronayne and McCarter vot¬ 
ed for it. 

“I’m not going to vote blind,” said 
Ronayne. “This is fairly sophisti¬ 
cated business going on here,” he 
added. It was noted by Ronayne that 
the administration had not been 
involved in the selection of the 
subcommittees. 

“I would hope that you would not 
throw a monkey wrench in at this 
point in the process. This is our first 
pass,” said School Committee mem¬ 
ber Mark Lombardi. 

“For my own satisfaction I would 
like to know who these people are,” 
said McCarter as she voted to 


include the committee in the 
process. 

The subcommittee members are: 
Joseph DiTullio, Jerilyn Heinold, 
Edwin Porter, Stephen King and 
John Reid, who were named to the 
Population Statistics Subcommit¬ 
tee; Thomas Killion, William Lionet- 
ta, David Keller, Miriam Reid and 
Edward D’Agostino, who were 
named to the Facilities Inventory 
and Evaluation; James Barger, 
Gitte Irving, Phyllis Galante, David 
Ellwood and Mary Livingstone, who 
were named to the School Configura¬ 
tions Subcommittee. 

McCarter was named to the Alter¬ 
nate Uses Subcommittee and Lom¬ 
bardi to the Fiscals Forecast. Listed 
under the subcommittee, Identifica¬ 
tion of Policy Issues, were members 
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group 

O’Connell and Ronayne. 

“Delete my name,” said Ronayne. 
"I’m not interested in this process,” 
he added. “I’m outraged. I don’t 
wish to participate in a process that 
operates this way.’’ 

Lombardi, while expressing his 
concern that the whole town be rep¬ 
resented on the subcommittees, said 
he felt that Makhoul had addressed 
those concerns in formulating the 
subcommittees 

“What is the outrage? That eight 
people didn’t get appointed?” Lom¬ 
bardi asked whether Ronayne would 
be satisfied with using the eight 
people as volunteers or in some 
other way. 

Ronayne said he would be satis¬ 
fied “when the School Committee 
(See SCHOOL, page 3A)

Selectmen get a 
look at revenue

If across-the-board increases of 5 
percent in municipal budget 
expenses were to be implemented, 
selectmen say the town would face a 
$1.5 million shortfall for fiscal year 
1993. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the total antici¬ 
pated revenue figure for the town for 
fiscal year 1993 (FY93) is estimated 
at $31,630,000, which is an increase of 
$50,000 over last year’s figure. 

The number breaks down like 
this: $26,280,000 from the tax levy, 
which is based on formula; 
$2,250,000 from state aid, based on 
last year’s receipts; $1,400,000 from 
excise tax; $1,450,000 from other 


revenue, which includes building 
permit and tranfer station fees 
among others; $100,000 in available 
funds, which includes primarily 
interest from the cemetery’s perpe¬ 
tual care account and $150,000 in the 
overlay surplus account. 

No money is assessed from the 
free cash account, said Maurer. The 
free cash account currently stands 
at $75,849, but Maurer says that 
money would not be used to offset 
the operating budget, but rather, for 
emergency issues. 

He added that the budget has not 
yet been developed yet, and the 
revenue figure is an estimate. 

“We have a long way to go 
between now and next May and the 
annual Town Meeting,” noted Maur¬ 
er, ‘Tve put the numbers out to start

the season again.” 

Selectman Robert Deering 
observed that by taking last year’s 
budget and adding a 5-percent 
increase in expenses, the budget 
comes up “$700,000 in the hole.” 

Selectman Peter VanAken, for¬ 
mer chairman of the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee, noted that Deer- 
ing’s observation is based on last 
year’s budget, which did not include 
any expenditure for capital projects. 
With that additional expense, Van¬ 
Aken estimated a $1 million—plus 
deficit. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
$1.5 million would be the accurate 
figure for the shortfall based on 5 
percent and including capital 
expenditures.

With a little help from Town Meet¬ 
ing, Wendell Street may yet be the 
site of new homes. 

Richard Russo, owner of Wendell 
Estates, a condominum project that 
was approved by fall Town Meeting 
in 1988, wants to build single-family 
homes on the land instead. 

In a presentation to the Planning 
Board on Oct. 7, Paul Amico, attor¬ 
ney for Russo, outlined the new 
plans, which necessitate the rezon¬ 
ing of the land to a general residen¬ 
tial area. 

With the rezoning complete, con¬ 
struction of 15 single-family houses 
can proceed. The original plans to 
build multi-family dwellings on the 
property were abandoned because, 
according to Amico, the condomi¬ 
nium market collapsed. 

The Planning Board will hold a 


public hearing on the rezoning issue 
on Oct. 28. After comments from the 
public, the Planning Board will 
make a recommendation to Town 
Meeting on an article that has been 
included in the warrant for the fall. 

Planning Board member Maryann 
McCall-Taylor noted that following 
the rezoning approval, a complete 
subdivision plan would still have to 
come before the board. 

Russo said the houses will range in 
price from low $200,000s to no higher 
than $250,000 for three- and four- 
bedroom homes, which he consid¬ 
ered moderately-priced for 
Winchester. Said Russo, “It is hard 
for a younger couple to purchase a 
home in town.” 

Amico said that the bank has indi¬ 
cated a willingness to finance the 
development of single-family 
homes. “It is a question of the bank 
foreclosing on the property, or let¬ 
ting him [Russoj develop it.” 


Woolworth’s considers closing Winchester

Despite word from the New York 
headquarters of Woolworth’s that 
the Winchester store will close 
unless a “reasonable” rent settle¬ 
ment is reached, local representa¬ 
tives for the store’s landlord dis¬ 


agree with that assessment. 

The result of this continued negoti¬ 
ation will ultimately determine the 
fate of one of downtown’s quintes¬ 
sential landmarks. 

According to Fran Trachter, vice- 
president of public affairs for the 
Woolworth Company, the decision to 
close the five-and-dime store has not 


been finalized. But she added that 
without concessions made by the 
owner of the building in regards to 
rent, the store could close as soon as 
the end of January. 

“Woolworth’s would very much 
like to stay in Winchester,” said 
Trachter. “If we can reach an 
accommodation on rent, we want to 


stay,” she added. 

However, attorney Lawrence 
Murray of Murray & Quill disputes 
these statements. Murray’s firm 
represents Tara Realty Trust, which 
owns the building rented to 
Woolworth’s. 

“It is a corporate decision [by 
Woolworth’sl to close the store,” he

said. 

Murray added that his firm has 
been trying for five years to negoti¬ 
ate a new lease with the local dis¬ 
count store. 

According to Murray, the crux of 
the issue is that Woolworth’s does 
not have sufficient free-standing

Town must build 
water treatment plant

After talking with Massachusetts 
legislators, Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer has concluded that the 
town will not find relief from a 
federal requirement to build a water 
treatment facility in Winchester. 

Maurer noted that he had talked 
with Congressman Edward Markey 
(D-Mass.), as well as State Rep. 
Paul Casey (D-Winchester) and Sen. 
Charles Shannon (R-Winchester) 
about the possibility of delaying 
action or receiving funding for a 
project required by the federal gov¬ 
ernment to build a local water treat¬ 
ment facility. 

The state has required Winchester 
to sign an implementation schedule, 
or timetable, for construction of the 
plant, which Maurer says could not 
be met due to the town’s financial 
constraints. 

Maurer suggested a public hear¬ 
ing be held as the next step in the 
process, for residents to offer input. 

Maurer noted that the town’s 
drinking water, 50 percent of which 


is pumped in from Winchester’s 
reservoirs, has been tested and is 
safe. However, the water quality 
does not quite meet “rigid federal 
guidelines,” and the town cannot 
guarantee the water quality will 
stay within the guidelines, said 
Maurer. He said fluctuations in 
water quality are common with sur¬ 
face water reservoirs, which are 
subject to natural conditions. 

“At a time when the town is faced 
with massive increases in rates 
brought on by the MWRA (Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Author¬ 
ity!, it may be be a laudible plan, but 
it is difficult (for Winchester! to 
comply with the regulations,” said 
Maurer. 

Chairman William O’Leary noted 
that the deadline for completion of 
the project is sometime in 1992, and 
suggested some form of action be 
taken on the issue. 

He also noted that the city of Lynn 
has a reservoir system much like 
that of Winchester. That city has 
already built a water treatment 
facility, and currently runs its water 
(See TOWN, page 14A)

stops being an absolute 3-2 break 
and you start voting the issues.” 

‘‘If you look at the recommenda¬ 
tions ... your arguments are so 
childish,” said Lombardi. Lombardi 
asked Ronayne to reconsider and 
remain involved in the process. 

At this point, Makhoul asked that 
the committee end what she termed 
a personal discussion. “I will enter¬ 
tain discussion on the substance of 
the appointments,” she said. 

After the vote, resident Shawn 
Smith approached the table and 
addressed the committee. Smith 
said he and his wife were new resi¬ 


dents who had been attracted to the 
town because of the reputation of its 
schools. 

But he added he was surprised at 
how the committee operated, ‘‘I am 
shocked that five bright people can’t 
work together to take care of our 
children. The process that I have 
witnessed for the last 25 minutes 
shocks me,” said Smith. 

The study committee will begin its 
work Oct. 15 and an interim report is 
expected by Dec. 9. The committee 
will give a final presentation to the 
School Committee in February, 1992.

parking at the Winchester location 
to make the store viable. 

‘‘We’ve been trying for a long 
period of time to get [Woolworth’s] 
to commit [to a new lease],” said 
Murray. “If the rent were zero, they 
would still close the store,” he 
added. 

“We have at all times been open to 
their suggestions on the rent,” said 
Murray. 

“It’s not accurate to suggest that 
the issue is one of rent,” said 
Murray. 

Murray said that his firm will 
continue to pursue a new lease with 
Woolworth’s. 

Cathy Jackson, owner of Bayberry 
Shoes on Main Street, and member 
of Winchester’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said other merchants in the 
downtown area would surely feel the 
impact if Woolworth’s were to close. 

“After some 65 years in Winches¬ 
ter, Woolworth’s is a part of the 
history,” said Jackson. “Wool- 
worth’s really serves a great need to 
this community ... We would hate to 
see them go.” 


Jackson said a vacancy in the 
Main Street site would be “disastr¬ 
ous” for local businesses, and ques¬ 
tioned the appeal of the site to large 
chain stores, which would require 
much more parking than Main 
Street can offer. 

“Parking would be a tremendous 
issue for a new large establish¬ 
ment,” said Jackson. She suggested 
that a parking garage in the down¬ 
town area would provide needed 
parking and could be aesthetically in 
keeping with the area. “If something 
isn’t done, there will be no down¬ 
town,” she added. 

Allan Eyden, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, addressed 
the issue at the Chamber’s Oct. 10 
breakfast meeting. “It’s not a done 
deal,” said Eyden of the possible 
closing. He added that such a deci¬ 
sion will be made on the corporate 
level, and not at the local store. 

Woolworth Corporation’s revenue 
for 1990 was $9.8 billion from a total 
of 9,000 stores worldwide, according 
to Trachter.

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Entrepreneur program is lifeline to unemployed

A chance to get off the unemploy¬ 
ment line and into one’s own busi¬ 
ness is a proposition many out-of- 
work residents would jump at. 

And that’s the idea behind the 
Enterprise Project, which is spon¬ 
sored by the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Employment and Training. 
The program is designed to help 
people on the unemployment rolls 
start their own businesses — offer¬ 
ing a lifeline to people who are out of 
work. 

Holly Grano, a Winchester resi¬ 
dent accepted into the program, has 
started a company called Holligra- 
phy that specializes in word process¬ 
ing for the desktop publishing 
industry. 

When she was initially laid off a 
few months ago, Grano said she 
“felt like a failure.” She said she had 
never been unemployed before, and 
had to make many lifestyle adjust¬ 
ments to accommodate the reduced 


income coming into her home. 

“This is a fantastic opportunity. It 
gives you an option besides collect¬ 
ing unemployment and you get a 
chance to be an entrepreneur,” said 
Grano. 

Grano donated her time and ener¬ 
gy to compiling the first edition of a 
business directory comprised solely 
of people who began their own 
businesses through the program. 
According to Grano, the directory 
helps the businesses to exchange 
leads on an ongoing basis and thus 
support one another during the start¬ 
up phase. 

Grano says that the social security 
numbers of people who are receiving 
unemployment benefits are pulled at 
random. The program is explained 
and applicants are told they are 
eligible to collect 24 weeks of bene¬ 
fits for the duration of the program. 

Applicants with solid business 
ideas are pooled again and pulled at 
random. Those accepted receive 
training from experts on how to start 
up their business and must attend 


six seminars. The benefit is 
enhanced because these people are 
able to work for the remaining time 
they are collecting and are not pen¬ 
alized for any monies they may 
earn. 

The ideal plan is that the person 
can start the business, generate a 
business plan and apply to a bank for 
a small business loan prior to the 
end of their benefits, says Grano. 

“This recession has touched the 
middle level managers more, and 
these people have a streak of entre- 
prenurism,” said Ray Bird, vice 
president of commercial lending at 
Shawmut Bank. Shawmut has been 
involved with the program since its 
inception, according to Bird. 

The bank assists the new busines¬ 
ses with small business loans, which 
must be repaid, whether the busi¬ 
ness gets off the ground or not. Said 
Bird, “Anytime a lender is faced 
with the challenge of lending to a 
start-up, it’s never easy.” 

According to Bird, people who 
want to start their own businesses 


need to invest their own seed money. 
The bank loans are not grants, they 
are funds for capital equipment for 
the new business, says Bird. 

The program is currently full and 
a new one will not begin until 1992, 
according to Bonnie Dallinger, 
director of the Enterprise project. 
Dallinger says it is a pilot program 
that was started in 1990 with 104 
people. The idea was to keep the 
program small so that a study could 
be done, “of the effect of the employ¬ 
ment initiative on people’s job satis- 
faction and their future 
employment.” 

Dallinger said that the trust fund, 
which employers pay into to extend 
benefits when people are laid off, 
has saved approximately $125,000 in 
the first year of the Enterprise 
Project. 

Dallinger has found that of the 
initial 104 people, 58 people started 
businesses. To date, 47 of those indi¬ 
viduals are still employed in those 
businesses.

Jankovich stresses Patriots’ commitment to New England

Sam Jankovich, chief operations 
officer for the New England Patriots 
football team, stopped by Winches¬ 
ter recently to talk with members of 
the Chamber of Commerce. And no, 
he hasn’t ruled out Winchester as a 
potential home for the Patriots. 

Although a relocation of the team 
to Winchester appeared a tongue-in- 
cheek comment, a possible move of 
the professional football team has 
been tossed around sporting circles 
of late. However, Jankovich is quick 
to stress the New England Patriots 
will stay in New England. 

“We wouldn’t be doing all we’re 
doing if we were not committed to 
being here,” said Jankovich. 

Cities such as St. Louis, Baltimore 
and Oakland are currently trying to 
woo their teams back, according to 
Jankovich, and will ultimately pay a 
much higher price for the teams. 

“We need your support now,” said 
Jankovich. 

The team itself, says Jankovich, is 
working on improvements to make 
the game more enjoyable for local 
fans. 

“You have to have a classy organi¬ 
zation on and off the field,” said 
Jankovich, “[Our goal is 1 to be the 
best and touch the lives of as many 
people. And to be a credit to the area 
we represent.” 

Jankovich also stressed his desire 
to make a Sunday afternoon with the 
Patriots a family event. 

“If you give up a Saturday after¬ 
noon for a college event, and a 
Sunday afternoon for a professional 
event, you want to do that as a 
family,” said Jankovich. 

He recognized the problems with 
traffic flow in and out of the stadium 
area and noted that the director of 
operations has worked with local 
and state police to alleviate the 
congestion. 

He also said stepped up security in 
the stadium will eradicate the prob¬ 
lems with “abusive” patrons. 

For entertainment in the stadium, 
Jankovich says bands have been 
hired for inside and outside the sta¬ 
dium in the tailgating area of the 
parking lot. 

Jankovich also brushed off critics 
who say that when the Celtics, Red 
Sox and Bruins are garnering less 
attention on the sports scene, that’s 
all the better for the Patriots. Janko¬ 
vich disagrees. 

“The better the Celtics, Red Sox 
and Bruins are, the better it is for 
the area,” he said.

He also noted the Patriots have 
worked to improve their image by 
becoming involved with a charity for 
brain tumor victims. Jankovich 
noted this medical problem most 
often afflicts young people. The Pat¬ 
riots are also involved with the Boys 
and Girls Club of Dorchester. 

“[The players] have to under¬ 
stand they’re role models and set the 
tone for young people who want to 
get involved with sports,” he added. 


He also noted that much has been 
said about Victor Kiam, owner of the 
Patriots. “All of us make our mis¬ 
takes,” said Jankovich, “I wouldn’t 
have joined [the Patriots] if I didn’t 
respect Victor Kiam as a person.” 

Jankovich added that he hoped 
improvements would be made in the 
team and “we can get the focus back 
on the field where it belongs.”

Shannon backs bill 

for business insurance 

Senator Charles Shannon 
(Medford-Somerville-Winchester), 
a member of the Senate Insurance 
Committee, unveiled a proposal to 
guarantee the issuance of health 
insurance to small business. 

The proposal, which was crafted 
by Senator Melconian and Represen¬ 
tative Francis G. Mara, co-chairs of 
the Legislative’s Insurance Commit¬ 
tee, with the support of Senator 
Shannon, would dramatically 
reform the small business health 
insurance laws. 

The proposal seeks to eliminate 
experience and durational rating 


and instead use the community as a 
whole to base. The proposal also 
prevents any subsidization of one 
area of the state by another. 

The major reforms that are prop¬ 
osed are as follows: 

1. Eliminating waiting periods for 
employees who change jobs and pre¬ 
viously had health insurance. 

2. Prohibits insurers from exclud¬ 
ing coverage for pre-existing 
conditions. 

3. Establishes rating parameters 
to prevent small businesses from 
receiving large rate increases. 

Senator Shannon added, “This 
proposal will give small business 
protection from unfair company 
practices.’’ Furthermore, Senator 
Shannon observed that in developing 
rates for age, sex, and industry, the 
highest rate a carrier may charge a 
group for a particular benefit plan 
and delivery system within a given 
area and as of a particular date, 
must be less than twice the lowest 
rate that could be charged to a small 
group for that plan as of that date. 

All rates must be filed with the 
Division of Insurance and are sub¬ 
ject to subsequent disapproval if the 
division finds that the rates are not 
actuarially justified. Moreover, 
existing variations in rates as a 
result of these factors will be phased 
out subject to transition rules. How¬ 
ever, rates for new groups may not 
vary according to these factors, and 
renewal rates for existing gropus 
may not introduce new variations 
based on these factors. 

Moreover, Senator Shannon noted 
that pursuant to underwriting, a car¬ 
rier must renew coverage to all its 
groups. However, a carrier may 
cancel or decline coverage to a 
group that has a history of nonpay¬ 
ment of premiums, for fraud or 
misrepresentation, noncompliance 
with plan provisions or for failure to 
meet minimum participation 
requirements. Other underwriting 
changes include: 

1. No waiting period would apply 
for a person who changes jobs who 
previously had insurance. 

2. No more than a six-month wait¬ 
ing period for previously uninsured 
employee, however, he or she would 
be covered for emergency services 
during the waiting period. 

3. No excluding coverage for pre¬ 
existing conditions. 

Finally, this section also estab¬ 
lished a reinsurance pool that 
requires participation from all com¬ 
mercial insurance companies which 
offer small business health insur¬ 
ance policies.

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Fall Town Meeting set for Nov. 4

Although the list of warrant arti¬ 
cles is not long, some hot topics are 
due to come to the floor of Town 
Meeting this fall. 

Town Meeting is set to begin Nov. 
4 at 7:30 in Town Hall auditorium. 
The following is a rundown of war¬ 
rant articles: 

Article 1 

Article 1 is a general housekeeping 
measure and was submitted by the 
Board of Selectmen. It requests that 
Town Meeting receive the reports of 
the town officers and the Finance 
Committee. 

Article 2 

Article 2, proposed by the Town 
Manager, requests that the town 
raise, appropriate or transfer the 
money necessary to fund the collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement between 
the Board of Selectmen and the 
Firefighters Association. 

Article 3 

This article calls for Town Meet¬ 
ing approval for the use of state 
funds under Chapter 90 for the main¬ 
tenance, repair, alteration or 
improvements of Winchester streets 
and highways. 

Article 4 

The Board of Selectmen have 
requested that the town adopt a 
bylaw to regulate the canvassers 
and solicitors who come to town. The 
bylaw would state that a canvasser 
or solicitor is any individual, 
whether a resident or not, taking or 
attempting to take orders for the 
sale of goods, wares and merchan¬ 
dise. This person shall be required to 
have a permit and license at a cost of 
$250. 

Selectmen were recently advised 
by Town Counsel that the fee of $250 
is considered reasonable in relation 
to the cost of background checks and 
would be charged per group, not per 
individual. Charities, religious 
groups, and the press, would be 


exempt from this proposed bylaw, 
however. A penalty system for those 
who do not register is currently 
being established. 

Article 5 

The Beautification Design Review 
Committee (BDRC) proposes that 
the name of the committee be 
changed to Design Review Commit¬ 
tee. BDRC members have also 
asked that their charge be reviewed 
by Town Meeting to reflect the pro¬ 
jects and the boards on which they 
are currently working. 

Specifically, the change would 
propose that a Design Review Com¬ 
mittee be established to advise on 
the review of site improvements and 
visual design within the town of 
Winchester at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen and the Plan¬ 
ning Board. Further, the committee 
would assist the DPW in the 
implementation of town improve¬ 
ments when requested. 

Article 6 

The Board of Health has submitted a 
proposal requesting that the town of 
Winchester accept Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 
21D, which decriminalizes all Board 
of Heath Rules and Regulations. 
Last November the Board voted to 
adopt the non-criminal penalty for 
littering only, under Article 8. 

The non-criminal fines would not 
exceed $50, according to the Board 
of Health proposed amendment, and 
each day such a violation is commit¬ 
ted or permitted to continue shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

Article 7 

The Council on Aging requests 
that the town amend Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 59, Sect. 5, 
Clause 41A, which currently permits 
local assessors to grant total or 
partial deferrals from real estate 
taxes to persons 65 or older, provid¬ 
ing they have signed a “tax deferral 
and recovery” agreement with the 
municipality, and have qualifying 
gross receipts from all sources of not 
more than $40,000. 


Article 8 

The Town Clerk has submitted an 
article proposing that the town 
accept the provisions of Chapter 308 
of the Acts of 1985. The act author¬ 
izes cities and towns to assume the 
responsibility and liability for dog 
licensing, control and regulation. 
This act empowers the town to enact 
bylaws and ordinances relative to 
the regulation of dogs. 

Article 9 

A citizen’s petition requests that 
the town rezone property, owned by 
Wendell Realty Trust, of 4.9 acres 
southerly of Wendell Street, norther¬ 
ly of Fitzgerald Avenue and Rock 
Avenue and easterly by the Woburn 
Loop to a general residential zone. 
The project, approved by the plan¬ 
ning board in 1988 is covered under a 
covenant. 

The land is owned by developer 
Richard Russo, who requests the 
change in order to market his prop¬ 
osed development as single family 
homes. Russo told selectmen earlier 
this month that the sagging condom¬ 
inium market was the motivating 
force behind his decision. Russo also 
noted that neighbors and abutters 
prefer the single-family home plan, 
over the proposal for multi-family 
townhouses. 

Article 10 

A citizen’s petition, proposed by 
Jean E. Coss, et al, asks that the 
town amend, modify or terminate 


the Covenant between the Planning 
Board and Richard C. Russo, trustee 
of Wendell Realty Trust and the 
town of Winchester. The agreement 
was signed by the Planning Board on 
October 19 and October 24,1988. The 
covenant as it was originally written 
calls for the construction of two- 
family units on the property. 

Article II 

The Board of Selectmen proposed 
this article to raise and appropriate 
funds to install lights at Manchester 
Field. The field would then be used 
to conduct night games of soccer and 
football and other sports. 

The proposal originally called for 
the use of funds that have been 
earmarked for the upgrading of 
Skillings Field, from monies Purity 
will generate during the expansion 
of its store (approximately $90,000). 
However, selectmen Robert Deering 
and Stephen Powers, who have 
signed on to the proposal, say the 
funding for the project could be 
generated privately through fun¬ 
draising and monies from Purity 
could be applied to improvements 
for other fields in town. 

Skillings Field, it was noted, would 
need approximately $150,000 to bring 
it up to adequate condition. Funds 
from Purity, they say, would be 
better spent on fields that are cur- 
rently in need of fewer 
improvements.

Winchester 
the ball on

While tax bills fluttered across 
Winchester doorsteps like 
autumn leaves this past week, 
many in town shook their heads 
and prepared to pare further the 
family budget to help with the 
municipal obligation. 

That Winchester relies heavily 
on residential assessment for its 
“bread and butter” is no real 
surprise. What is surprising is the 
silence from Town Hall as our 
largest industrial revenue contri¬ 
butor expresses interest in more 
lucrative sites close to, but out¬ 
side of Winchester. 

Back in 1959, Bob Apsey 
inserted an article in the town 
warrant calling for the establish¬ 
ment of a “Development and 
Industrial Commission.” It was a 
bold move — perhaps too bold in 
the well-heeled leafy bower that 
was Winchester 30 years ago — 
but it was needed to energize the 
shrinking industrial base of the 
town. 

The new commission was 
charged with promoting and 
developing local industrial 
resources. 

Two years later, after much 
foot-dragging by Town Meeting, 
the proposal by the planning 
board to create a “Light Indust¬ 
rial District” was passed handily 
at Spring 1961 Town Meeting. 
Essentially, the new district was 
to impose greater control within 
local industrial districts and spe¬ 
cify the uses therein. 

Other than the small industrial 
park on Lowell Avenue and a few 
small businesses off East Street, 
nothing much changed in

Winchester to expand its indust¬ 
rial base. 

By 1965 the accounting of the 
Development and Industrial 
Commission had shrunk to one 
half a page in the town reports — 
and it was operating on a “stand¬ 
by” basis. Thereafter, nothing 
more was heard from this group 
as it faded quietly into history. 

Since that time, a less than 
intelligent policy of industrial 
management has seen Winches¬ 
ter rezone countless acres of light 
industrial property to diverse 
residential usage. 

Now, in 1991, Winchester faces 
probable loss of revenue as 
McCord-Winn-Textron — the 
largest and oldest manufactory 
in town — considers a move from 
its site on North Washington 
street. 

To be fair, there is presently no 
formal mechanism to engage the 
Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Engineer or Town Manager in 
meaningful discussions aimed at 
keeping that company — or any 
local industry — a viable part of 
local business and a healthy con¬ 
tributor to Winchester’s indust¬ 
rial tax base. 

It is, however, a disservice to 
Winchester taxpayers to make 
only halfhearted contacts when 
such problems arise — even if it 
is just on an informal basis. 

Obviously, only an aggressive 
pro-industrial development poli¬ 
cy at Town Hall will keep what 
industrial revenue we have from 
shrinking even further. 

It is time to revive the develop¬ 
ment and Industrial Commission 
in fairness to those of us who are 
paying the bills for the Town of 
Winchester!

town’s cable contract 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I feel it is time to let the public 
know that Winchester cable consum 
ers are victims in a power struggle 
between our own town cable advis¬ 
ory board and Continental Cablevi- 
sion. The Winchester board refuses 
to issue a 10-year license to Conti¬ 
nental C’ablevision because they feel 
that technology might change and 
they are concerned about a possible 
raise in our cable cost. 

This translates into Winchester’s 
current predicament of high cable 
rates, poor reception, archaic trans¬ 
former boxes, and far fewer cable 
offerings and services than many of 
our neighbors. The key seems to be 
addressable transformer boxes. 
Continental Cable cannot make the 
investment to change our town’s 
service over to an addressable sys¬ 
tem on the basis of our current five 
year contract. Because our town’s 
board will not grant a 10-year license 
we will not have the following

“By 
proper names I find I do my think¬ 
ing,” Robert Frost has God tell Job 
in a poem, by way of explaining 
what He did to him. Writers do too. 
Because ideas by themselves can’t 
move across a page; it takes 
humans living them out for that to 
happen. 

At the start of each week, I take 
out these fragments. I turn them 
over and over, like pieces of poor 
embroidery, checking the backs 
first for clumsy stitchwork; the 
fronts for color and texture. Some-

Most all of Continental’s custom¬ 
ers, as well as all of our neighboring 
towns, have these options and ser¬ 
vices. We are paying competitive 
rates with other communities and 
are receiving less and have a system 
in the Dark Ages. I called the Massa¬ 
chusetts Cable Television Commis¬ 
sion and they informed me that 
Winchester is one of two communi¬ 
ties with a five-year contract. The 
majority of our state has 10-year 
contracts. 

I implore you to notify our cable 
advisory board through our town 
selectmen and demand a 10-year 
license be granted to Continental 
Cablevision. This is of particular 
importance to any “old movie buffs” 
because you are really losing in our 
current situation. As for rates, cable 
operators have a tier schedule which 
is very fair. 

You pay only for what you want as 
services. It will give control back to 
the consumer and take it out of the 
hands of the small minority advisory 
board. If you have any questions feel 
free to contact me at 721-0325. Now is 
the time to stand up and be counted.

income housing is the best plan for 
the Town of Winchester. 

The plan I am referring to is the 
one that I convinced the Board of 
Selectmen to adopt while I was a 
member of the Board. At that time 
we voted to establish a Housing 
Fund. We called it the “Winchester 
Housing Fund” because it was to be 
a plan unique and innovative for the 
Town. The basic idea of the plan is to 
provide rental subsidy to people of 
moderate and low incomes. This 
would be a plan subsidized and 
administered by the Town of 
Winchester. 

The funds for this plan would be 
generated from developers through 
linkage, from sale of town property 
and hopefully from private sources. 
The initial plan was that only the 
interest from this funding would be 
used for rental subsidy. Also, it was 
planned that the principal could be 
used as collateral for low interest 
loans to homeowners that wanted to 
rehabilitate their property to pro¬ 
vide decent affordable homes for 
people of low and moderate income. 

It was and still is my opinion that 
it is a unique, innovative, workable 
plan to provide homes for people of 
low and moderate income. It is a 
plan that should be acceptable to all 
the citizens of Winchester and solve, 
once and for all, the problems we 
face when we try to do it any other 
way. We have failed in the past and 
will fail in the future unless we adopt 
this plan. 

Take a moment and think about 
the plan’s advantages: 

1 There would be no need to purch¬ 
ase existing stock. 

To spend two to three hundred 
thousand dollars to provide homes

in history 


1977: 14 years ago 

Contamination of the local 
water on one side of the Mid¬ 
dlesex Fells that week caused the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) to 
order residents on the east side of 
town to boil their water for 20 
minutes before using it. 

The contamination source was 
unknown at the time but under 
investigation. The town 
responded to the crisis, according 
to an article in the Star, by pro¬ 
viding residents with plenty of 
alternative sources of water. 

The School Committee was 
increased to a six-member com¬ 
mittee that year. The commit¬ 
tee’s decision to increase its 
membership was based on the 
amount of time that school com¬ 
mittee members spent at Town 
Meeting. According fo an article 
in the Star, the chairman at the 
time, said that since most School 
Committee members had to hold 
full-time jobs, having a larger 
committee would spread out the 
responsibilities. 

Town Meeting that fall was 
voting on whether to allow the 
Selectmen final approval for any 
licjuor licenses to be issued in 
town. The Selectmen would be 
limited by the wording of the law 
to issuing a total of three licenses 
for local restaurants to serve 
liquor. 

Department of Public Works 
(DPW) foremen rejected a settle¬ 
ment of their contracts that 
year. The fofemen were dropped 
in rank but were not given a 
paycut. They applied for a formal 
hearing on the restructuring. 
There were four foremen in the 
Department of Public Works that 
year. 

Soccer was making some gains 
in popularity that year. The youth 
program, which is so popular 
today, was set up to insure that 
every child in Winchester had an 
opportunity to play soccer. An 
editorial that week noted that the 
sport had really caught on in 
Winchester and across the United 
States. 


Winchester had to deal with 
increased noise from Logan Air¬ 
port that week. Logan was work¬ 
ing on a runway, which caused 
the flight plan of the airport to be 
diverted to areas around 
Winchester. A local politician 
intervened on behalf of the town 
with Massport officials. They 
agreed to curtail some of the air 
traffic over the town to end the 
noise by the next month. 

The Winchester Recreation 
Department sponsored a disco 
dance that week. The dance was 
to feature a local group called 
Distronics. The group used a light 
show and some special effects. 
Proceeds were to go to the stu¬ 
dent union at the Winchester 
High School.

for one or two families is not the best 
use of the funds. 

2. There would be no need to take 
property by eminent domain. 

We will not be forced to go through 
the legal hassle and financial 
expense of taking property from the 
present owners to provide low- and 
moderate-income homes. 

3. There would be no need to take 
school property or park land. 

This town must never ever again 
take school or park land for low and 
moderate income housing. 

4. There would be no need to build a 
housing project. 

We can provide decent, affordable 
low income homes to a larger num¬ 
ber of people by adopting my plan 
than by building projects. 

5. There would be no need to be 
under the rules and regulations of 
the State and Federal governments. 

The fact that we are providing our 
own funding will make it possible not 
to be forced to do things according to 
Federal and State regulations. 

G.There would be no need to hire a 
consultant or to set up a housing 
bureaucracy which would cost 
$150,000 to administer. 

(Note: In the past several years, 
we hired consultants on two occa¬ 
sions at a cost of $25,000 each to 
determine our housing needs.) 

7.Tax revenue. 

Because we do not have to buy 
existing stock, we will not lose tax 
revenue from those homes. 


8. Maintenance. 

Also because we do not have to buy 
existing stock, we will not have to 
maintain the property. 

9. The town may choose who to 
assist. 

All kinds of people could be 
assisted — young, old, married, 
single-parent, divorced, separated 
— regardless of race, creed or color 
with preference to Winchester 
residents. 

10. Recipients of the fund would 
not be stigmatized by living in public 
housing. 

No one wants to live in a housing 
project. 

11. The landlord would collect rent 
at the current market value. 

It would be good business for any 
landlord to take part in this 
program. 

12. I believe the linkage money 
from the Purity Supreme renovation 
should go into the Winchester Hous¬ 
ing Fund and not be used for any 
other purpose. 

13. The money that is now in the 
Winchester Housing Fund — over 
$600,000 — in a year’s time would 
generate (at a modest rate) $36,000. 

This time next year we could pro¬ 
vide rental subsidy to at least 10 
families. 

This is a beautiful housing plan 
and, if we adopt it, it would solve 
Winchester’s Housing problems 
forever. I appeal to you, the citizens 
of Winchester, to convince the Board 
of Selectmen and the Town Meeting 


members to adopt this plan and to 
put it into effect immediately.

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GEORGE RAND'S WINCHESTER 


Not an end, but a beginning 


• • •

The following article concludes a 
series on George Dutton Rand, a 
prominent Boston architect who 
lived in Winchester from 1875-86. 
Recent research shows that he play¬ 
ed an important role in shaping the 
Victorian town we know today. His 
work includes Town Hall as well as 
many of the houses built in Winches¬ 
ter during the 1870s and ’80s. 

How many houses in Winchester 
were designed by George Rand? 
What in Winchester reflects his 
talent? 

In writing an obituary about Rand, 
one of Winchester’s leading citizens, 
Samuel Elder, noted, “During Mr. 
Rand’s long residence in Winches¬ 
ter, he did much in the way of home 
building in that town which helped to 
direct its architectural taste’’ (Bos¬ 
ton Transcript, Nov. 14, 1910). 

Rand’s importance to Winchester 
is once again recognized, yet ques¬ 
tions remain about his work. When 
members of the Winchester Histori¬ 
cal Commission asked me to present 
my research in articles for the Star, 
I hesitated. My research is not 
complete. 

The next step will be to read 
through the American Architect’s 
“Building Intelligence” columns 
from the lS70s and '80s, where Rand 
reported on his current work. A 
thorough inventory may then be 
made. 

The most reliable way to confirm 
that a house is by Rand is by finding 
such a citation. The American 
Architect only began publication in 
1876, however, and Rand was work¬ 
ing in Winchester before then. 

Certain stylistic features distin¬ 
guish his designs. Complex rooflines 
appealed to him. He also tended to 
compress the masses of his build¬ 
ings. Whereas another Victorian 
architect might design a turret that 
projects from the mass, Rand would 
pull the form tightly to the block of 
the building. 

Rand used circular forms freely: 
small drilled circles, large circular 
cutouts, and squares inside circles. 
These motifs help identify his work. 

Although Rand designed houses 
throughout the town, he was employ¬ 
ed most frequently in the develop¬ 
ment of Winchester’s west side. He 
built on Church Street, Wildwood 
Street, and the side streets off them. 
He also appears to have been active 
on Mount Vernon Street and out 
Washington Street. 

Not every house designed during 
this period was by Rand, of course. 
Many builders still carried on with¬ 
out architects. And by the 1880s, 
residents employed other architects 
besides Rand. 

If you live in a house from this 
period, you may wish to learn more 
about it. First you need to determine 
when the house was built and for 
whom. This information may be 
traced at the County Courthouse. 

The next step is to turn to the 


American Architect, available at the 
Boston and Brookline public libra¬ 
ries or in the major university libra¬ 
ries. Check the appropriate year and 
look for a citation in the “Building 
Intelligence” column. The citation 
will refer to the person who paid for 
the construction and the name of the 
architectural firm that was 
engaged. 

On Sept. 17,1887, for example, this 
column reports that Eugene L. Clark 
was the architect for the Wal- 
bridges, who were building 25 Centr¬ 
al St. On March 24, 1888, the column 
reports that Samuel J. Brown was 
the architect for homes being built 
by Frederick Belcher and William 
Belcher at 14 and 16 Prospect St. 

Most of Winchester’s late Victor¬ 
ian houses have not been attributed 
to architects. Many, though, were 
built with an architect’s involve¬ 
ment. Anyone wishing to pursue 
research of his home may turn to the 
Historical Commission for assis¬ 
tance. By the same token, any 
research should be recorded. The 
Commission can help document 
discoveries. 

My own effort was supported by 
the help of others. Both Mary 
McKenna and Susan Keats of the 
Historical Commission gave gener¬ 
ously of their time. I also received 
help from Winchester residents 
Marianne O’Brien and Randy 
Bairnsfather. Duscha Scott of the 
Jackson Homestead in Newton and 
Kathleen Reich at Rollins College 
assisted me as well. 

I am especially grateful for the 
contributions that have come from 
Lesley Brown Wilcox, a lifelong 
Winchester resident. Her photo¬ 
graphs from the 1880s have enriched 
the series tremendously. As the 
daughter of Lesley Bangs Brown, 
the granddaughter of Georgiana 
Skillings Bangs, and the great- 
granddaughter of David Nelson 
Skillings, her perspective and 
memories have been invaluable. 

When Mrs. Wilcox was born at 42 
Rangeley Road, late in 1900, 
Winchester was another world. 
Edwin Ginn lived on Bacon Street, 
and the Bangs mansion stood across 
the way. Rand’s old friend Sam 
Elder and his family lived on the 
opposite corner, at 15 and 17 Central 
St., which was then a single house. 
Mrs. Wilcox’s great uncle, Jim Skill¬ 
ings, and his family lived next door

at 38 Rangeley Road. Emma Grebe, 
Ginn’s sister-in-law, lived at 37 
Rangeley Road, where there was a 
croquet court on its west side. 

Rangeley was still intact. The 
Skillings mansion reigned over the 
park, while Rangeley Hall and the 
house with the turret were still 
standing. Rand’s school buildings 
and the original Epiphany church, 
opposite Town Hall, were in service. 

Mrs. Wilcox remembers George 
Rand’s Winchester. 

“Was the town prettier then?” I 
once asked her. 

I was not surprised, but still disap¬ 
pointed, when she replied, “Yes, it 
was.” 

Winchester is a town that has been 
distinguished by the efforts of a 
number of talented architects, with 
Rand having set it on this course. 
The purpose of this series has been 
to recognize Rand’s contribution. In 
telling Rand’s story, I have sought to 
call attention to those buildings of 
his that have been lost and to under¬ 
score the value of those which have 
survived. Furthermore, I have 
sought to convey the commitment of 
this one man who labored in so many 
ways to transform a little village 
into a model suburban community.

While resident Joseph Mozzicato 
was walking along the waterways of 
Winchester recently — an idea 
struck him. 

Why not clean up the town, the 
country even, by offering a real 
incentive for people to return their 
bottles and cans. 

"I started to think of a way to get 
people to bring [their bottles and 
cans] back, instead of the cans going 
to a landfill,” he said. 

Mozzicato’s idea is to have bottles 
and cans refundable for either the 
5-cent return or — a ticket to a 
lottery. 

He noted the lottery plan would 
work for everyone. Taxpayers would 
pay less hauling fees if recyclables

The Planning Board approved the 
addition of roughly 23 feet of Brooks 
Street to the list of certified private 
ways.

Stephen Anderson, attorney for

However, Mozzicato stresses that 
tickets for the bottle/can lottery 
could not be purchased with cash. 

Mozzicato has collected more than 
600 signatures to date, and says 
about 88 percent of those surveyed 
support the idea. 

He has also run his lottery idea by 


sell the three lots as separate build- 
able lots.

Anderson 
said that most of Brooks Street is 
already a public way, and that there 
is sufficient roadway with curbing to 
justify the change. ‘‘If this could be a 
buildable lot in its own right, then we 
would try to sell it as three lots,” 
said Parkhurst.

‘‘The question is, is there a 
demand for it and what are the 
start-up costs,” said Shannon. He 
said proposals such as this are a 
good way to exchange ideas and 
noted, “it could be a key to help 
make money for the state.” 

Since the problem is nationwide, 
and the lottery would need area¬ 
wide support to bring in large 
enough cash prizes, Mozzicato sees 
the effort beginning on the local 
level, but spinning off across the 
country. 

“Fifty percent of the people are 
going to recycle without an incen-

He says discarded bottles and 
cans can be seen along the roadways 
in Winchester and also along the 
Mystic Lakes, where the debris piles 
up along the shores, even though 
trash cans are available for 
disposal.

Winchester squashes Burlington

Friday night’s game was a tex¬ 
tbook version of power football. If 
you missed this one, you missed a 
dandy. Winchester rallied from a 
14-13 deficit at half-time to over¬ 
whelm Burlington 33-14, on a cold 
night at Archie Field in Burlington.

Martinelli crashed 
over right tackle for the score and 
Winchester was up 27-14. 

Burlington received the kick-off 
with a little over two minutes lift in 
the quarter but could not move the 
ball.

The mysteries of learning

I was reminded the other day 
that, even after years of working 
in schools, the mysteries and 
complexities of how students 
learn and how best to teach them 
remain formidable. 

There are as many pitfalls for 
teachers as there are for parents 
— even those who are sincere, 
well-intentioned, and intelligent. 
One of the biggest problems is 
our adult tendency to try to get 
students (or offspring) to where 
we think they should be, rather 
than to figure out where they are 
and meet them there. 

What parents and teachers 
have in common is that we have 
survived and often thrived in 
social and educational systems, 
and thus think that our main 
mission is simply to translate 


what we have learned to a youn¬ 
ger generation — to share our 
success. 

If, we mistakenly assume, kids 
are diligent, committed, and 
motivated they will succeed as 
we have. If they don’t succeed, 
we tend to attribute their lack of 
success to laziness, lack of hard 
work, or the absence of motiva¬ 
tion. What we either forget or fail 
to understand is that young peo¬ 
ple are at vastly different intel¬ 
lectual stages than us. Most of 
them want to learn, care about 
learning, are willing to work hard 
at learning, but they all have 
their own individual learning 
styles, strengths and 
weaknesses. 

What made me think about this 
was a videotape that was shown a 
week ago to those teachers who 
teach substantial numbers of stu¬ 
dents with individualized educa¬ 
tional plans. The tape was called 
F.A.T. City, which stands for 
fatigue, anxiety and tension. It 
was intended to illuminate the 
ways in which many of our tradi¬ 
tional teaching methods leave 
students with learning disabili¬ 


ties feeing fatigued, anxious and 
tense. 

This it did extremely well, but 
it did even more. It revealed (to 
me anyway), how many of our 
traditional teaching and parent¬ 
ing methods leave all kinds of 
students feeling fatigued, anxious 
and tense. 

The setting for the presentation 
is a private school that focuses on 
students with special needs. The 
moderator takes a group of 
adults — parents, teachers, engi¬ 
neers, counselors — through a set 
of lessons intended to make them 
experience what it would be like 
to have some difficulty or diffi¬ 
culties in learning. 

It does this extremely power¬ 
fully, and in addition makes the 
viewer see how we all tend to get 
trapped in our assumptions about 
how people learn. In one exam¬ 
ple, the “teacher” gives a woman 
an unidentifiable picture — the 
kind that looks like a set of ran¬ 
dom lines until we are told what it 
is, at which point it startles us not 
to have seen it. The woman can’t 
figure it out. The teacher tells her 
to “look harder.” Looking harder 


at something that is visually 
incomprehensible doesn’t work. 
To motivate her, he offers her 
$100 if she can figure the picture 
out. Motivation, when the task at 
hand is impossible, doesn’t help. 
The point is that she needs a cue, 
a clue, a learning tool, if she is to 
do the work. She doesn’t need 
someone to tell her to get it done, 
she needs someone to help her do 
it. 

There are many other exam¬ 
ples like this, designed to make 
us see that we have to pay atten¬ 
tion to what learners need to 
learn well, rather than simply to 
give them what we think they 
need. A subject of a separate 
essay, of course, would be the 
fatigue, anxiety and tension 
induced by being a parent or 
teacher, but that is for another 
time. I think F.A.T. City is worth 
a look from anyone interested in 
the mysteries of parenting or 
teaching, and strongly recom¬ 
mend it. The tape will be shown 
again on Tuesday, Oct. 15 at 2:30 
p.m. in the English Open Area at 
the High School. The public is 
invited.

Living on the edge 

Many unemployed professionals face 
desperate circumstances

B y last April, the financial 
strains of 

unemployment coupled 
with other personal 
pressures pushed 
“Meg” to the brink of suicide. 

Experienced, well-educated and 
single, 46-year-old Meg had been 
out of a part-time bookkeeping job 
for two months, a state human 
services job and her own business 
for several more months before that. 
She could not find full-time work as 
she struggled to stretch her 
unemployment check to cover health 
care expenses, rent, utilities and 
basic necessities. 

“It’s called subsistence. The 
’ poverty level for one person is 
; $12,500. My income since last 
February has been $10,000, ’ ’ said 
Meg, who — like others interviewed 
for this story — asked to be 
identified by a pseudonym. “1 was 
an absolute basket case. My self 
esteem was rock bottom, and I was 
convinced I would be incapable of 
holding a job if I got one.' ’ 

The Boston resident got through 
her ordeal by seeking help from a 
counselor, and she recently landed a 
job with the federal government as 
an auditor. 

Yet Meg’s experience has clearly 
left her shaken and concerned about 
her long-term finances. 


She is not alone. Hundreds of 
professionals, many unaccustomed 
to long-term unemployment and 
having to pinch pennies, are finding 
they must forego purchasing even 
the most basic items, such as 
shower curtains and windshield 
wipers.

The belt-tightening is particularly 
painful for older single people who do 
not have spouses’ incomes to fall 
back on during tough times and often 
describe themselves as frugal 
whether they are drawing a 
paycheck or not. They are also more 
likely to feel isolated and depressed 
while out of work. 


Women like Meg say their stress 
is exacerbated by sex and age 
discrimination that makes it difficult 
for them to land jobs with good pay. 
Meg said she loves her new position, 
but is disappointed with the salary. 
She compared her paycheck to that 
of a new college graduate. 

Meg and others dealing with 
unemployment say the key to 
surviving is not only aggressively 
seeking a new job, but also being 
brutally thrifty. 

Financial planners say the best 
way to deal with a loss of income is 
to prepare for it before getting laid 
off. 

“If you’re with a company that’s 
in trouble, you ought to be building 
up as much of a reserve fund as you 
can,” said Christopher Hennessey, 
dean of the undergraduate program 
at Babson College in Wellesley and 
also a financial planner with 
Beaumont Trust Associates in 
Canton. 

He suggested workers start by 
postponing vacations and cutting 
back on all unnecessary purchases. 

If and when a pink slips arrives, 
financial experts’ advice depends on 
individual circumstances. For those 
who own homes, the first step is to 
figure out how to cover mortgage 
payments. 

Hennessey, a Framingham 
resident, said some struggling home 
owners can raise cash by moving 
into an apartment and renting their 
homes.

''You can basically pick up the 
difference (between the rents) for 
cash flow,” he said. 

“I think the classic situation is 
people who purchased real estate in 
the late 1980s for $300,000 to 
$400,000 and are now stuck with big 
houses that have lost their value. If 
they borrowed 80 percent, their 
current mortgage balance is probably 
above the value of the house,” said 
Hennessey. 

Jordan Beaumont, a financial 
planner with Gersten Financial 
Services in Needham and also a 
Framingham resident, has been 
speaking to support groups for the 
unemployed about financial planning 


and said many people attending such 
sessions face desperate 
circumstances. 

One person Beaumont met was 
47, had been out of work for 21 
months and was down to his last 
$197. 

“I told him, ‘If I were in your 
position, I’d be working in a gas 
station. ’ At least you ’ ve got to eat, ” 
said Beaumont. 

He said unemployed workers 
should strive to keep 65 percent of 
their assets liquid — meaning in 
accounts or investments easily 
converted to cash — and earning 
interest in stocks and mutual funds. 

“If you stick your money in the 
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bank, you’re going to lose to 
inflation,” said Beaumont. 

Hennessey agreed that people 
facing layoffs need easy access to 
cash. He suggested putting 
severance pay and savings in 
treasury bills and money market 
funds, which earn more interest than 
banks but are more conservative 
investments than stocks. 

“Lisa,” an unemployed Newton 
woman, said most out-of-work 
people think little about investing. 

“You’re not thinking about 
investment, you’re thinking about 
surviving,” she said.

From previous page 
previously worked as an independent 
contractor doing taxes, said 
unemployment has taken a toll on 
her and many of her friends. 

“I live a very thrifty lifestyle. 

I’ve borrowed money from friends 
and family, which isn’t fun when 
you’re middle-aged,” she said. “I 
look for freebies. During the 
summer there were a lot of free 
concerts.” 

'‘Mark, ’’ a Newton resident laid 
off from his job in high tech 
communications and marketing last 
May, said he has been covering his 
mortgage payments and other bills 
with severance income, 
unemployment, savings and his 
wife’s part-time salary. 

“I was (also) laid off in the mid- 
1980s, so that also helped me deal 
with this situation,” said Mark, 40. 

He expects to be going back to 
work this month just as his money is 
starting to run out. 

Mark and his wife managed their 
finances by paying off some of their 
credit card bills when Mark got laid 
off, and they stopped making 
charges altogether. They also rarely 
ate out. 

Although he has long been saving 
money for retirement, Mark predicts 


he will save even more aggressively 
in his next job, given the diminished 
job security in many industries. 

“And I’m also going to maintain 
my network (of contacts),” he said. 

Meg — the woman who 
overcame a suicidal depression — 
said her first purchases now that she 
has a job will include “silly things” 
she long avoided buying. 

One not-so-silly item she went 
without was new tires for her 1983 
used car, and she feels lucky never 
to have been stranded with a flat 
tire. 

Meg’s health insurance, which 
she said cost more than her rent- 
controlled apartment, was her most 
depleting expense. 

She is now spending money on 
suits because her old professional 
clothes no longer fit. 

Although Meg is using her charge 
cards to make purchases, she said 
she resisted the temptation to use 
them when she was out of work. 

One tough situation arose for 
Meg five months ago when one of 
hei nieces got married in California. 

“I couldn’t even mail her a card, 
because I just couldn’t say I didn’t 
have the money (for a gift),” she 
said. 

Reflecting on their experiences, 


both Meg and Lisa said it was 
important for them to go out and be 
with people while unemployed. They 
said the key is finding free 
entertainment and joining support 
groups to meet others in the same 
situation. 

“You can get house bound, and 
you don’t want to go out with 
anyone anywhere,” said Meg. 

Another unemployed woman from 
Roslindale said keeping up 
professional memberships after a 
layoff is also important. 

“Lynn” said many organizations 
offer dues relief for certain periods 
of time. 

' ‘You have to find out if relief is 
available and not be too proud about 
it,” said Lynn, a single 40-year-old 
with two college degrees. 

Laid off from her job as an 
administrator last April, Lynn is now 
in the midst of starting her own 
business with another woman. 

She said it has not only been hard 
for her to do without things, but also 
to stop making dinners for friends — 
one of her favorite things to do. 

‘ 'The frustrating thing is that 
when you reach a certain level of 
comfort and then suddenly have to 
give up those small things, it’s more 
difficult,” she said.

Having price list vital to winning customer’s order

Q l opened a small sporting 
• goods business about a year 
ago. During the past few 
months, several customers have asked 
me for a price list. I don’t have one as 
such. Do you have any good sugges¬ 
tions on how to put a price list togeth¬ 
er? 

A An entrepreneur’s price list 
is one of the most neglected 
• marketing tools. It is com¬ 
mon to open a business without having 
developed a price list. 

Then when customers call asking 
about quantity discounts, you do not 
have an immediate answer. Yet, fea¬ 
turing quantity discounts on the price 
list can be one of the most highly prof¬ 


itable marketing strategies. Studies 
show that processing small orders is 
costly; and many times even sold at a 
loss. 

Motivating a customer to purchase 
your product by reading your price list 
is key to your continued success. 
Whenever a potential customer, dis¬ 
tributor or dealer needs to buy, he or 
she automatically looks through files 
containing sales materials and price 
lists. Your price list is your sales rep at 
the time the purchasing decision is be¬ 
ing made. It needs to be attractive, in¬ 
formative and both easy to read and 
order from. 

Most entrepreneurs make the mis¬ 
take of including only their prices on 
the list. Much more product informa¬ 
tion can and should do everything pos¬ 
sible to sell your goods. To begin with. 


it should clearly identify all of your dif¬ 
ferent products. It should indicate how 
much each item will cost and the terms 
of the sale. 

Often missing from the price list is 
letting the buyer know where and how 
goods can be purchased. Believe it or 
not, many price lists fail to include the 
seller’s address and phone number. 

Never forget the one basic principle 
of marketing — making it as easy as 
you can for the customer to buy. The 
easier you make it, the more goods 
you will sell. 

Here are some other ideas to trans¬ 
form your price list into an effective 
marketing tool: 

■ Put easy-to-mail order blanks on your 
price list so all the customer has to do 
is fill it out and drop it into the mail. If 
possible, obtain an 800 telephone num-

The numbers game 


What do listing and sales figures really mean? 


f f you’re a real estate bro¬ 
ker, the number of listings 
and sales from month to 
month and compared from 
one year to the next can 
mean quite a lot. 

They can mean you’re holding your 
own, hitting the big time or barely sur¬ 
viving. 

But what do the numbers mean if 
you’re a homeowner or a home buyei? 
Did houses really sell more quickly this 
y'*nr, or is that perception based on 
who is using what figures? Do the na¬ 
tional trends truly reflect the situation 
in the northeast, or more importantly, 
the Boston-area market? 

Is it time to buy, to sell, to move 
out of New England or to sit tight? 

Do the numbers really matter? 
Whenever it comes to real estate 
and the economy, the answers are al¬ 
ways different, depending on whether 
you talk to an optimist, a realist, an 
economist unaffiliated with buying and 
solliiigjt an economist who has a stake 
in the market or even individual real 
estate brokers. 

Although the realist, who is not in¬ 
volved in the buying and selling of 
properties, says “real" numbers show 
the housing market isn’t great by any 
means, lie nonetheless is optimistic 
about the overall future, believes it’s a 
good time to buy a first home and a 
good opportunity to move up. He cau¬ 
tions consumers, however, on how 
they read data that’s re. ill. . vTible. 

The optimist, on the ottier hand, 
one who is generally affiliated with a 
group that sells properties, looks at 
that readily available data and says that 
sales have picked up and will continue 
to do so, making the market appealing 
to both buyers and sellers. The num¬ 
bers, he says, prove it. 

The unaffiliated economist says “all 
the numbers are suspect. Do your own 
research." 

And the affiliated economist says 
the numbers only gauge the tempera¬ 


ture of the market. 

“There is always a slow delivery of 
bad news,” said ‘realist’ Robert F. 
Sennott, president of Market Intelli¬ 
gence, Inc., a real estate consulting 
and research firm based in Hopkinton. 
It takes an average of 12 to 18 months 
for market reality to be reported, Sen¬ 
nott said. “In 1988, we knew the mar¬ 
ket was peaking, but you didn’t see 
anything in the press until 1989, 
1990.” 

While his figures show that the

number of houses sold this year is 
down compared to last year, Sennott 
really doesn’t see a problem. 

“The single family market is not 
really bad at all. It’s the submarkets 
you have to look at. It’s really not real¬ 
ly awful,” he said. 

“There’s always going to be de¬ 
mand for single family units. It’s the 
least speculated sector of the housing 
market. That’s not going to be a prob¬ 
lem.” 

Figures garnered from looking at 
The Multiple Listing Service, which 
lists homes all over the area, can also 
be misleading, Sennott said. A home 
might be on the market for two years 
or so and then the seller decides to list 
with another broker who convinces 
him to lower the price. The house sells 
in a day. The information reported is 
that the house sold in one day, not that 
it was on the market for a couple of 
years, he explained.

But Robert Renaghan, president of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board’s Multiple Listing Service, be¬ 
lieves that the layman, the consumer, 
shouldn't bother with most figures. 

“Their bottom line is, ‘what is my 
house worth?’ They like to see trends, 
and then can relate that, possibly, to 
their own situation. When you look at 
the numbers, you should try to see a 
general trend. There is no one way to 
look at them. Is the market up? Abso¬ 
lutely. But the numbers mean more to 
people like myself who are in the busi¬ 
ness and working with figures,” 
Renaghan said. 

“All of the figures are general ba¬ 
rometers of the market. They don’t 
translate to a specific house or neigh¬ 
borhood,” said John Tuccillo, chief 
economist for the National Association 
of Realtors. “It’s like taking your tem¬ 
perature. You can tell if something’s 
right or if it’s not right, but you can’t 
tell what it is.” 

There is one figure, however, Tuc¬ 
cillo said, that means something to ev¬ 
eryone: the mortgage rate. 

“Ninety percent of people who buy 
houses finance them. Generally, mort¬ 
gage interest rates don’t vary that 
much. What you want to look at when 
you’re going out to buy a house and 
you have no constraints about where 
to live in the metropolitan area, is to 
see where sales are slumping. You will 
find that prices probably will be soft, 
and with the interest rates down, you 
can qualify for the house you really 
want." 

“You need to rely on your own in¬ 
terpretation or hear many interpreta¬ 
tions,’’ said Karl E. Case, an econo¬ 
mist at the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston. “The economy is still in the 
tank. You have reason to be very cau¬ 
tious. Prices could deteriorate much 
more. The uptick in the spring makes 
me believe - it’s a wild guess and 
there’s uncertainty about it - but I

don’t believe it’s going to come down 
a lot more. Would I bet a lot of money 
on that? No. Ultimately, the real es¬ 
tate market is driven by the econo¬ 
my.” 

There is no doubt that sales are 
down from a year ago, the NAR’s Tuc¬ 
cillo said, but by the end of the year, 
the economist sees the market even¬ 
ing out to match last year’s sales. 

“I’m optimistic about what’s com¬ 
ing down the pike,” he said. “The big¬ 
gest problem in the sales market is the 
uncertainty on the part of trade-up 
buyers. But we should see more posi¬ 
tive signs in the general economy, and 
that will increase the optimism of the 
trade-up buyer. There are absolutely 
wonderful interest rates. I think that 
will eventually kick in, when the job 
and economic side start to become 
stronger. ’ ’

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: My husband and I live in a two-family house. 
He is 45 and I am 41. We would like to sell our house and buy a 
* single family. Because we have been here eight years, the value 
of the house has appreciated considerably. Will we have to pay capital 
gains tax on the profit since we’re going from a two family to a single? Is 
there any way around it? J.K.; Boston 

A Dear J.K.: Since you’re both under 55, you can’t take advantage 
of the federal $125,000 exclusion rule now. However, under the 
• federal tax deferral rule (TDR), you may be able to avoid paying 
capital gains tax on part of the profit from the sale of your present home. 
You will not, however, be able to avoid capital gains completely. Why? 

Under the TDR, if within two years of the sale of your primary resi¬ 
dence, you buy and move into another home that costs the same or more 
than the selling price of your current home, you can defer paying taxes 
on any profit you make from the sale of your current home. This rule ap¬ 
plies regardless of how much of this profit, if any, is actually used to pay 
for the new home. 

However, as mentioned, the TDR only applies to primary residences. 
Accordingly, when the home you sell is a multi-family, such as yours, the 
TDR will only apply to the portion of the property you actually occupy. 

To illustrate, suppose you bought your two family home in 1980 for 
$90,000 and, since then, have lived in one apartment while renting the 
other. This year, you sell the home for $180,000; one month later, you 
buy and move into a single family home costing $185,000. Under the 
TDR, 50 percent of your two family home (the apartment that you occu¬ 
py) is considered your primary residence. The other 50 percent of the 
house (the apartment you rented) is treated as an investment property. 

As a result, you would have to pay taxes on $45,000 (50 percent of 
the $90,000 profit on the sale of the two family). Taxes on the remaining 
$45,000 profit can be deferred under the TRD since, in this example, the 
cost of your new primary residence — $185,000 — is more than the 
"price’ ’for which you sold your old primary residence - $90,000, or one 
half of the $180,000 selling price of the two-family home. 

As for the deferred profit - $45,000 in our example - it will be deduct¬ 
ed from the basis of your new home. Whether you ever have to pay tax¬ 
es on it will depend upon whether you qualify for the TDR (and/or the 
$125,000 exclusion) if and when you later sell the new home. 

In conclusion, this suggestion: due to the complexity of the tax defer¬ 
ral rule, before selling your home, you should always consult with your 
attorney and accountant.

arrestedon 
charge of 
exposure

With assistance from several alert 
Winchester youths, police were able 
to apprehend a Woburn man and 
later charge him with indecent expo¬ 
sure, following an incident at Leo¬ 
nard Field. 

At 3:18 p.m. on Tuesday, Oct. 8, a 
43-year-old Woburn man was 
arrested and charged with indecent 
exposure, following a brief chase 
near the Muraco Elementary 
School, according to police reports. 

That afternoon, Officer Douglas 
Wilkinson was dispatched to an area 
on Cross Street and was met there 
by several Winchester youths, 
according to police reports. 

The youths reported that several 
smaller boys who had been playing 
tennis at Leonard’s Field, had 
alerted them to the man’s behavior, 
according to police reports. The 
youths chased the man and failing to 
catch him, returned to get their 
vehicle, according to police reports. 

According to police reports, the 
youths described the man as having 
dark hair and said he was wearing a 
green sweatshirt and light blue 
pants, and carrying a tennis racket, 
according to police reports. 

Inspector Paul Deluca met Officer 
Wilkinson at Muraco School, to 
search for the man’s vehicle. Inspec¬ 
tor Deluca followed in the direction 
of the suspect, while Officer Wilkin¬ 
son returned to the Cross Street area 
to question the youths, according to 
police reports. 

Soon after, Inspector Deluca spot¬ 
ted a man, matching the description 
provided by the youngsters. Accord¬ 
ing to police reports, the youngsters 
were able to positively identify the 
man. 

The man was placed under arrest 
and identified himself as a Winches¬ 
ter resident — false information that 
the man eventually recanted.

School board to 
take another look 
at counselor post

Clinical counseling services may 
be offered at the high school this 
year if plans set forth by the admi¬ 
nistration are accepted at the next 
School Committee meeting. 

The School Committee had voted 
at its meeting on Aug. 27 to leave 
$20,000 in professional, or vendored 
services, rather than maintain a .5 
full-time equivalent (FTE) staff pos¬ 
ition for the clinical counselor at the 
high school. 

That position however, was not 
filled due to what School Committee 
members have termed “liability” 
issues. 

According to School Superinten¬ 
dent Charles Mitsakos, the admi¬ 
nistration is currently developing a 
plan to address the clinical counse¬ 
lor services. 

Contacted at his office this week, 
Mitsakos said, “We’re negotiating a 
comprehensive program of crisis 
services for students that will 
involve a range of programs." Rati¬ 
fication of the plan will be sought 
from the School Committee Tuesday 
Oct. 22, according to Mitsakos. 

At a School Committee meeting 
Oct. 8, Student Representative Ben 
Haskell asked what progress had 
been made in filling the clinical 
counselor position. 

“I hope the School Committee will 
act as soon as possible," said 
Haskell. Haskell expressed concern 
that, “there are kids with problems 
now.” 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Makhoul responded, “There 
have been a number of issues raised 
that prevent us from moving ahead 
with this.” 

Makhoul added. “At this time, it 
looks like those issues can not easily 
be resolved." Makhoul said one of 
the problems involved liability. 


When contacted this week, Mak¬ 
houl said, “There are some prob¬ 
lems with the* contract language; 
what it enables us to do. Our legal 
counsel has laid out the issues and 
given us some options. None of the 
options are particularly appealing.” 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
said that a task force on “Social and 
Emotional Needs of High School Stu¬ 
dents" made recommendations 34 
years ago in a report to School 
Committee members. 

According to that report, the num¬ 
ber one recommendation in the 
document, dated April 26, 1988, was 
that a full-time person be hired to 
handle crisis and personal 
counseling. 

Mitsakos noted that changes in 
society and the added difficulties of 
growing up in a “high-pressure” 
high school such as Winchester add 
to the need for the clinical counselor. 

The new issues regarding using 
vendored services surround jurisd¬ 
iction and liability, according to Mit¬ 
sakos. The School Committee wants 
to be sure that the new services will 
not violate other employee agree¬ 
ments, said Mitsakos. 

“The second issue is that the pro¬ 
vider of the vendored services for 
counseling be adequately trained,” 
said Mitsakos. Peer counselors, for 
example, relay problems to the 
licensed person if they become too 
much for the peer counselor to 
handle, according to Mitsakos. 

“What we’re looking at is an alter¬ 
native way of providing the ser¬ 
vice,” Mitsakos added. 

Enrollment projections 

Mitsakos noted that there will a 
24-percent increase for school year 
1992-93 in enrollment at the elemen¬ 
tary and middle school level. Mitsa¬ 
kos reported that the high school 
enrollment would remain constant.

Chief Perritano forges ahead with DARE program

Despite continued reductions in 
his force, Winchester Police Chief 
Joseph Perritano has vowed to 
“take the bull by the horns” and put 
the manpower forward to proceed 
with the implementation of a drug 
resistance program,at the schools. 


The highly-acclaimed DARE 
(Drug Abuse Resistance Education) 
program will get underway at 
Winchester schools this January, 
pending final approval from the 
School Committee at its first session 
in November. 

Perritano asked members of the 
Community Schools Association 
(CSA) for their support at an open 


meeting of that committee Oct. 15. 

The program will be a cooperative 
effort among the school and police 
departments and the community 
school groups, said Perritano. 

”lf the three of us work together 
on this, I’m sure it’s going to fly.” 
said Perritano, “I believe in this 
program and believe that it’s going 
to work in Winchester.” 


He said despite the cuts in his 
department that have meant the 
reduction of six full-time employees 
over the last several years, and the 
loss of a major financial contributor 
to the program, he plans to forge 
ahead. 

“I’ve decided to take the plunge 
and do it anyway,” said Perritano, 
“Hopefully, the children of Winches¬ 


ter will reap the harvest.” 

Officer Paul Austin, who has been 
selected as the DARE officer, talked 
with parents about the program. He 
has recently completed an 80-hour 
training session and in his own 
words and the words of Perritano he 
is “very enthusiastic.” 

Austin said the program focuses

New guidelines address 
children’s lead poisoning

In the fight against lead poisoning 
in children Winchester has some 
powerful allies. 

And new guidelines issued by the 
federal Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) will be the first line of attack, 
according to Board of Health Direc¬ 
tor Joseph Tabbi. 

The guidelines, which defined lead 
poisoning as 25 micrograms per 
decileter of blood, have been 
dropped to 11) micrograms, accord¬ 
ing to Tabbi. This means up to 60 
percent more cases will be report- 
able, says Tabbi. 

Tabbi called lead poisoning “a 
serious problem” in Winchester and 
pointed to a recent case that 
involved a 24-year-old Winchester 
child who was found to have lead 
poisoning. The child’s physician per¬ 
formed a blood test, which showed a 
high level of lead in the child’s blood. 

The lead determination on the 
property was then confirmed by the 
state. 

According to Tabbi, any home con¬ 
structed prior to 1978 is suspected to 


have lead paint. If homeowners sus¬ 
pect their homes contain lead, they 
can contact the Board of Health, 
which will make determination, 
according to Tabbi. 

According to Mary Jean Brown, 
assistant director of case manage¬ 
ment for Massachusetts Children 
Lead Poisoning Prevention Prog¬ 
ram, the effects of lead poisoning on 
the development of small children 
depend on the levels found in the 
child’s blood. Said Brown, “Recent 
research says that there is no level 
of lead that is completely sale." 

For example, if a child’s tests 
reveal a blood-lead level of 10, there 
is some indication that the lead may 
affect the child’s hearing or stature, 
said Brown. If the tests come back 
even higher at level 15, some child¬ 
ren may show evidence of learning 
disabilities, according to Brown. 

Brown noted that children absorb 
lead normally because of the many 
hand-to-mouth activities in which 
they engage. “Kids swallow a lot of 
stuff, not just food,” said Brown. 

She gave as an example a child 
who drops a cookie on the window 
(See NEW, page 14A)

Saltmarsh is inducted into 
Boston College Hall of Fame

Most Winchester residents know 
him as a long-time member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature or as the 
owner of the Saltmarsh Insurance 
Agency. But now, local residents can 
refer to Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh 
as a Boston College Athletic Hall of 
Fame member. 

Saltmarsh, Representative of the 
34th Middlesex District of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Legislature for 14 years, 
was honored last month as one of the 
newest members of the BC Varsity 
Club’s Hall of Fame. 

Citing Saltmarsh’s exceptional 
achievements while a member of the 
famed BC hockey teams of the early 
1950s, and his continued success in 
politics and the business world since 
liis graduation in 1953, the Varsity 
Club selected Saltmarsh as one of 12 
inductees for 1991 


As a member of BC’s Hall of 
Fame, Saltmarsh now belongs to an 
exclusive club that featues such loc¬ 
al celebrities as former Red Sox 
manager Joe Morgan, present-day 
BC hockey coach Len Ceglarski, 
former Massachusetts Governor Ed 
King, and Saltmarsh’s coach while 
at BC, the legendary John “Snooks" 
Kelley. 

At a recent interview at his Main 
St. office, Saltmarsh reminisced 
about his days at The Heights, and 
talked of the unique way he made 
the team at BC. 

Saltmarsh met Snooks Kelley 
when Kelley came to Winchester to 
watch one of the amateur Winches¬ 
ter Hockey Club’s game. 

“Coach Kelley actually came to 
Winchester to see (Wellington) 
‘Wimpy’ Burtnett,” he recalled. “1 
met coach Kelley through Wimpy 
and my father.” 

Saltmarsh talked with his good 


friend Burtnett about playing 
together at BC, and decided to go 
against his father’s wish that he 
continue the family tradition at 
Dartmouth, and instead enrolled at 
BC after a year at Kimball Union 
Academy in New Hampshire.

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Minor wrinkle 
ironed out of 
Griffin plan

Plans for the Arthur Griffin 
Museum recently underwent a 
minor modification. 

Town Engineer John Ciarcia out¬ 
lined a proposal to change the drain¬ 
age system at the proposed museum 
by adding a 10- to 12-foot extension of 
pipe toward the edge of Judkins 
Pond. 

Ciarcia, who oversees the entire 
project for the Winchester Museum 
Trust, presented the proposal at the 
Conservation Commission’s Oct. 15 
session. 

Construction is currently under¬ 
way at the site. Ciarcia said he was 
walking the property when he 
noticed that a four-foot ditch, which 
was part of an initial drainage prop¬ 
osal, would end up in the middle of 
the property. 

“I think it’s a safety issue. People 
will be walking along the embank¬ 
ment,” said Ciarcia. His recommen¬ 
dation to the commission was the 
addition of the new piping that would 
extend from the basin up to a retain¬ 
ing, or head wall. 

The head wall would be used as an 
erosion control measure, according 
to Ciarcia. 

Original plans for the museum 
called for vegetation in the ditch to 
aid in the filtration process, accord¬ 
ing to Conservation Chairman 
Joshua Alper. 

“I think in this particular 
instance, you have a very flat grade. 
Water would be barely flowing,” 
responded Ciarcia. 

The commission voted unanimous¬ 
ly in favor of the modification with 
the provision that masonry be used 
in the construction of the head wall. 


Town’s wetlands 

Conservation Commissioners will 
support the mapping of all the 
town’s wetlands. 

Commissioner Rita Breen focused 
attention on the Open Space and 
Recreation Plan, a five-year plan for 
all the open areas in town, which is 
currently being drafted to submit to 
the state. 

Breen solicited support for a 
series of proposals that would spring 
from the plan. The first, is a discus¬ 
sion on the mapping of all the town’s 
wetlands. 

Eventually, the plan would 
become an official document of the 
town and be included with the town’s 
zoning maps. The commission was 
generally supportive of this 
proposal. 

In addition, Breen proposed the 
formation of an Educational sub¬ 
committee made up of conservation 
commissioners to focus on education 
aspects of environmental issues. 
Breen said that she thought there 
was a gap in the education at the 
middle and high school level on 
environmental issues. 

There was widespread support by 
the commission for having hazard¬ 
ous waste sites identified in the map¬ 
ping process. 

In other matters 

The Winchester Conservation 
Commission is sponsoring a public 
forum, ‘‘Human Health and Toxic 
Waste Contamination in Winchester 
and Woburn: An update on MIT’s 
Study of the Aberjona River 
Watershed” on Tuesday, Oct. 29 at 
7:30 in the Winchester Room at 
Winchester Town Hall. 

Commissioner Rita Breen said 
that Woburn Conservation Commis¬ 
sion and other Woburn city officials 
have been invited.

sill, drags it back out and eats it. 

CDC regulations allow individual 
states two years to adopt the new 
guidelines. But Tabbi recommends 
that Winchester quickly follow the 
lead of the CDC. 

The Board of Health program is 
offered to owner-occupied and rental 
properties where there are children 
under the age of six. Tests are per¬ 
formed at 20 locations within the 
home on the “biting edges,” those 
edges such as window ledges 
beneath five feet in height where 
children may bite and ingest paint. 
Tabbi said that sodium sulfide is 
used in the testing. 

However, cautions Tabbi, if the 
Board of Health does determine that 
the house contains lead, “then the 
board is mandated by law to have 
the home deleaded.” 

Also, Tabbi said, the timetable is 
relatively fixed. The homeowner or 
landlord will then have to abide by a 
pre-established timetable for 
deleading that is set by the state. 

An alternative to a Board of 
Health lead determination for the 
homeowner would be to hire a 
licensed lead inspector who will con¬ 
duct the inspection but has no pow¬ 
ers of enforcement. According to 
Brown, that inspection is performed 
on every surface in and outside of 
the home. 

Contrary to popular misconcep¬ 
tions about lead paint, just covering 
it up with paint or wallpaper does 
not remove the health threat, 
according to Tabbi. “Unless the 
homeowner sanded t the lead paint 1 
and washed it down with a caustic 
solution, there is usually lead pre¬ 
sent,” said Tabbi. 

“In the last three years, there 
have been two cases of lead poison¬ 
ing in Winchester,” said Tabbi. “I 
feel that is two too many,” he added. 

Tabbi said airborne particles 
could potentially poison anyone, not 
just children. But, according to Tab¬ 
bi, in the most recent case the child 
may have been poisoned by the 
opening and closing of windows. “I 
theorize that the lead particulants 
caused a dust, which the child may 
have ingested, particularly from her 
fingers,” said Tabbi. 

■ The last case of a child with lead 
poisoning under six years of age 
triggered the Board of Health to 
adopt a regulation that bans the 
power sanding of any lead-based 
paint. 

According to Tabbi, recent cut¬ 
backs in the Board of Health budget 
have hindered his ability to be pre¬ 
sent during the deleading of a home. 
Tabbi tries to be present to insure 
that proper precautions are taken by 
the workers to protect the 
homeowner. 

“That particular function has 
been reduced because of cuts in the 
Board of Health’s inspectional 
budget.” said Tabbi.

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Education leaders discuss future of schools

Although the topic was education, 
a forum held recently at Winchester 
Town Hall soon spun 360 degrees to 
financial concerns. 

Constance Makhoul, chairman of 
the School Committee, noted howev¬ 
er, that despite financial constraints 
that currently face the town, quality 
education can be provided for the 
students. She added that "throwing 
money’’ at the schools does not, in 
her opinion, solve problems. 

"We need to do less and do it in the 
best way we possibly can," said 
Makhoul. 

"This is not a time of plenty," she 
added. 

Makhoul and Community Schools 
Association (CSA) President Sarah 
Swiger, described as "two major 
players in the decision-making pro¬ 
cess," talked with concerned resi¬ 
dents at a forum held last week. The 
forum was sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters. 

Makhoul noted that, the financial 
condition of the school system is 
simply a framework, and not the 
central issue. "The real issue is 
quality, not how much money we 
have, but what can we get for the 
money — and what we want is 
quality." 

Makhoul also talked about the 
teachers’ unions, and their impact 
on education. "I think the unions are 
the worst thing to ever happen to 
education. They limit us, confine us, 
and have nothing to do with enhanc¬ 
ing education, but a lot to do with 
enhancing the employment benefits 
of teachers." 

Makhoul noted that adolescents 
may be "pushed in too many direc¬ 
tions" in their education, and as a 
result not learn focal topics as 
thoroughly. 

"The Winchester Public School 
system expends money that Town 
Meeting thinks we should have and 
we expend that money in the best 
way that we can," said Makhoul, "If 
that means we can’t do everything 
everyone wants, then so be it." 

"As school committee members, 


the buck stops here," she added. 

Makhoul cited for an example the 
current curriculum at the high 
school. "The question comes, can we 
afford to have five languages and 
offer all the programs we offer at the 
high school when the population of 
the high school is declining so much. 
Are we better served to pare down 
and teach what the administration 
thinks is most important," said 
Makhoul. 

Swiger outlined the role of the CSA 
as a liaison among the schools, the 
community and the School Commit¬ 
tee. Swiger said CSA strives to 
gather information and provide that 
to the community "so the communi¬ 
ty understands what’s happening 
and can make choices." 

Prompted by a question from Ann 
Bailey, president of the League, 
Makhoul outlined her three priori¬ 
ties in terms of service for the next 
year. First, Makhoul noted the cur¬ 
rent School Utilization Study, which 
will look at the longterm use of the 
school system’s physical plant. 

She noted that in the past, once a 
plan to belter utilize the school space 
is developed, it takes a year to 
implement the process. "This 
doesn’t happen overnight," said 
Makhoul. "There have been ques¬ 
tions raised about how we use our 
buildings, and that has to be 
addressed," she added. 

Makhoul also noted that an inten¬ 
sive review of the budget will be a 
priority this year. She said an 
"eleventh hour" review of the 
budget will not occur again this 
year. 

Her third priority, she said, is the 
evaluation of positions that are 
either vacant or not currently being 
executed at full potential. For exam¬ 
ple, Makhoul said a thorough review 
of the position of Director of Curricu¬ 
lum, a position currently vacant, 
will be undertaken this year. 

Swiger said the three priorities for 
the CSA will be to improve and 
maintain aspects of the schools’ cur¬ 
riculum and to continue to "work for 
the students to provide the best edu¬ 
cation" possible.

Shannon calls on Weld 
to direct funds to town 

Sen. Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester) recently called upon 
Governor William Weld to act expe¬ 
ditiously and designate a specific 
amount of the state’s current $200 
million-surplus directly to the cities 
and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Senator Shannon stated, "I have 
seen first hand the extreme financial 
hardships that have been placed 
upon my own district and 1 have 
heard many stories of pending crisis 
from other legislators concerning 
their respective districts.” 

Shannon noted that he is aware of

the philosophy that there are many 
legislators who feel that this surplus 
money should be saved for a “rainy 
day.”

"Massachusetts is in the midst of 
a fiscal typhoon and now is the time 
to make a concerted effort to rescue 
the cities and towns from the floods 
that are threatening to consume 
them. Now is the time to right a 
perceived wrong and support the 
intent of Question 5,” said Shannon. 

Shannon is also the first freshman 
senator calling for bipartisan sup¬ 
port of Governor William Weld’s 
proposed legislation, which would 
further protect the public safety by 
prosecuting violent juvenile offen¬ 
ders in the criminal courts of the 
Commonwealth. 

Shannon, a retired police officer, 
said, “I congratulate and support 
Governor Weld’s courage in under¬ 
taking legislation that in my opinion, 
is long overdue.” 

Shannon also said, “In the past, 
the juvenile offenders were routine¬ 
ly protected by the system they so 
willingly abused. Now, under Gover¬ 
nor Weld’s proposal, the prior crimi¬ 
nal convictions of juveniles will be 
admissible to the court. This process 
will expose those juveniles who have 
extensive records of prior 
convictions. 

Shannon noted that many mem¬ 
bers of the legal profession have 
raised objections about those 14- and 
17-year-olds who commit heinous 
crimes, being tried as adults.

A monumental task 


Sexual harassment. Two words 
that have the nation talking. 

Clarence Thomas and Anita Hill. 
The two people who through their 
recent ordeals have hopefully 
spurred the nation to look at sexual 
harassment in an entirely different 
light. 

This week, the issue before the 
Senate — Clarence Thomas’ nomi¬ 
nation to the Supreme Court — was 
decided. Instances of sexual harass¬ 
ment, however, will continue ad 
infinitum. 

The problem is, try as they might, 
some men just don’t get it. Sure, 
they can attempt to comprehend 
what it feels like to be a woman. But 
to truly understand what it means to 
work hard for a job and then find 
that everything you’ve worked for 
hangs in the balance because of the 
inappropriate behavior of a male 
boss or colleague — you just have to 
have been there. Because unless 
you’ve been there, been a woman, 
it’s difficult to imagine. 

And what women know to be true 
is. like it or not. the road to success 
is littered with men who just don’t 
get it. 

Women, throughout their lives, 
are conditioned to sexual harass¬ 
ment in its many forms. Because 
sexual harassment certainly 
includes the raunchy catcalls 
shouted at women who simply dare 
to walk down the street. Or the looks 
that women receive from many 
men, mechanic to mailman, sales¬ 
man to stranger, that just make 
their skin crawl. 

Why not a simple test? Men who 


are convinced that what they’re say¬ 
ing to a female co-worker or employ¬ 
ee, or to any female, isn’t sexual 
harassment should ask themselves. 
“Would I say the same thing to a 
male co-worker or employee? Would 
I tell a man that his suit looked nice 
on him or that I liked his cologne?” 
The distinction is pretty straightfor¬ 
ward that way, isn’t it? 

Women very often swallow this 
harassment because fighting it 
means bringing more attention to 
themselves — from the very person 
they are trying to deflect. And what 
can women say to men like this, to 
undo a lifetime of thinking they are 
superior to women? It’s a monumen¬ 
tal task. 

What people must do, men and 
women, is become sensitive to the 
issue of sexual harassment. Realize 
what it is, and strive to put an end to 
it. Catch yourself when you describe 
anyone in terms of sexual ste¬ 
reotypes. How often, for example, do 
you describe a man by how he thinks 
or what he does, and a woman by 
how she looks? 

Men, think about what it would be 
like to be judged by your looks, not 
by your mind — to be treated like a 
thing, not a person. 

Women, what advice is there? 
Weigh your options and hope you 
don’t lose your job or cut off chances 
for your career? There’s no answer. 
Not until we make the small strides 
each day toward equality and teach 
our children to think of women as 
people.

The 200 years 
of McCord-Winn

With the future of McCord- 
Winn-Textron on its Winchester 
site recently in doubt, it is inter¬ 
esting to hark back to a meadow 
filled with daisies and black-eyed 
susans. Through it the sparkling 
Sawmill Brook bubbled from the 
“long Meadow’’ toward the Aber- 
jona River. 

In ancient times the Richard¬ 
sons established a sawmill beside 
the stream and in 1787, Deacon 
Jeduthan Richardson petitioned 
the State Legislature to divert the 
waters of the river to increase 
water power for his new grist¬ 
mill. That venerable mills stood 
on the present site of McCord- 
Winn. 

Prior to James H. Winn estab¬ 
lishing his Watch Hand Factory 
on the site, in 1872, the Richard¬ 
sons rented the site to Asa and 
Harrison Parker who ran a 
mahogany mill beside the river. 

In 1872, Bardwell Goodell and 
Winn built a 20 by 30 wooden shop 
building there and began supply¬ 
ing watch and clock hands to E. 
Howard, National Watch, New 
York Watch and Illinois Watch 
Company. 

It was a unique business that 
expanded so that by 1900 that a 
new brick building was erected. 
The original wooden shop was 
moved across the river by oxen 
and was converted to the resi¬ 
dence now numbered 49. 

The original canal and mill 
pond created in 1787 served to 
power a modern turbine water 
wheel at the plant while James H. 
Winn and Sons flourished. 

Polluted waters of the river 
continually fouled this iron water 


wheel — so much so that by 1917, 
gasoline engines were employed 
to keep the stamping presses run¬ 
ning, and those being ultimately 
replaced with the introduction of 
electricity to the plant. 

From watch and clock hands 
and unique stampings, to auto¬ 
motive and aircraft pointers and 
screw machine products, the bus¬ 
iness expanded steadily over the 
many years it was owned by the 
Winn family. 

By 1980 under McCord — a new 
parent company based in Michi¬ 
gan — the business took a wing 
toward small automotive motors 
and the products at Winchester 
became heavily oriented to the 
automotive industry — a relation¬ 
ship that has been greatly 
strengthened by Textron, present 
owner of the plant. 

A few years ago, the last of the 
ancient punch presses were 
removed from the building as 
different production lines within 
the plant were more efficiently 
laid out — and production of 
motors and armatures ramped 
up into the present high weekly 
output. 

Under Textron, Winchester’s 
oldest industry continues to pros¬ 
per and provide steady employ¬ 
ment for a workforce of upwards 
of 200 people on three shifts. 

The original brick factory 
building — now just a small part 
of the large manufacturing com¬ 
plex — still broods above a river 
now made bright by the multi- 
hued autumn leaves drifting by. 

The changes about to take 
place will be greater than all 
those of the preceding 120 years. 
It is to be hoped that Winchester 
will be a part of them!

Evans comments on 
school board vote 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I am compelled to comment on 
some action taken by the School 
Committee at their meeting on Oct. 
8. The agenda of this meeting 
included consideration of appoint¬ 
ments to subcommittees to study 
aspects of school utilization. 

At this meeting School Committee 
Chairman Mrs. Makhoul made 
appointments to these subcommit¬ 
tees and was questioned about the 
appointments by School Committee 
Members Dr. Ronayne and Mrs. 
McCarter. The list of appointments 
had not been included in the mem¬ 
bers’ briefing packages but instead 
had been distributed at the meeting 
without resumes or suummaries of 
the applicants. In the discussion of 
this issue, Mrs. Makhoul stated that 
she had not consulted any other 
members of the School Committee 
or anyone in the school administra¬ 
tion on the definition of the selection 
criteria or on the appointments. 

Upon reading Mrs. Makhoul’s list 
of appointment, all of the other 
members of the School Committee 
stated that there were many indivi¬ 
duals selected that they did not 
know. Dr. Ronayne and Mrs. McCar¬ 
ter objected to not being involved in 
the process and being asked to vote 
on appointments of individuals that 
they knew nothing about. The School 
Committee, on 3-2 votes, voted to not 
involve the School Committee in the 
selection process and to approve the 
selections of the Chairman. 

Most people are aware of the sen¬ 
sitivity of the school utilization 
issue, it having been a topic of hours 
of debate at each of the last two 


Spring Town Meetings. Last year, 
Mr. O’Connell stated that he thought 
the process of the last school utiliza¬ 
tion study had been flawed. To deny 
Members the opportunity to be a 
part of the process on such a sensi¬ 
tive issue is not just. For Members 
to vote for the appointment of indivi¬ 
duals they do not know to important 
positions over the strong objections 
of other School Committee Members 
is to raise serious questions about 
the process of this school utilization 
study. 

The individuals who have been 
appointed to these subcommittees 
will be playing an important role in 
helping define how our schools will 
be structured for the next decade. 
While the School Committee majori¬ 
ty has the authority to make these 
appointments and to run the process 
in this fashion, such authority does 
not make the resulting actions right. 
The students and the people of 
Winchester deserve better from our 
School Committee.

Pickering questions 
comments by Ronayne 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The members of the School Com¬ 
mittee have worked many long 
hours in recent months to resolve 
difficult budget questions, select 
several administrators and teachers 
and, most recently, have put 
together a balanced team to evalu¬ 
ate the use of the school’s buildings. 

Through all of these issues, the 
chair, Connie Papas-Makhoul, has 
repeatedly and publicly described 
the criteria used in developing a 
process. Always, first and foremost, 


direction and consent of fellow 
School Committee members has 
been solicited in regards to 
“process.” 

That is why I question the com¬ 
ments of School Committee mem¬ 
ber, Dr. Ronayne, at the last School 
Committee meeting of Oct. 8. Dr. 
Ronayne criticized the process used 
by the chair for appointing fifteen 
residents out of 24 applicants to the 
School Utilization Committees. 

Firstly, it is historically the prero¬ 
gative of the chair to assign sub¬ 
committee work. Mrs. Makhoul was 
well within her rights and responsi¬ 
bilities to do so. Also, the formation 
of this group has been discussed 
during several School Committee 
meetings since last spring. Dr. 
Ronayne has had ample opportunity 
to describe the election process he 
would recommend, but has never 
done so. 

Why are the actions of the chair 
repeatedly chastised when Dr. 
Ronayne has chosen not to question 
the process or ask for input at the 
appropriate time? Why do his com¬ 
ments always come after the fact? 
And always his response is the 
same, “I’m outraged ... ”, “I’m not 
going to vote blind ... ” His partici¬ 
pation as a committee member 
stops. 

It seems to me that the chair is 
fulfilling her responsibilities to the 
committee and that the nature of Dr. 
Ronayne’s comments are detrimen¬ 
tal to the function of the committee. 
Also, this is not the first time the 
response of Dr. Ronayne has lead to 
headlines that read, committee 
“clashes.” 

Earlier this year, Dr. Ronayne 
chose to angrily walk out of a public

This week 
in history 


1958: 33 years ago 

A debate over whether to build 
a new junior high on the Well 
Field site was held that year at 
the high school. The three-man 
teams were to be comprised of 
the School Committee, the School 
Building Committee and those 
opposed to the project, according 
to a Star article that week. 

Some unknown vandals painted 
a war monument at the junior 
high that week. According to an 
article in the Star, the police 
discovered that someone had 
painted the monument with red 
and white paint. Police found two 
caps from the paint cans and a 
metal opener on the bank behind 
the statue, but had been unable to 
find the persons involved in the 
vandalism. 

Eighty-two percent of the town 
turned out for that year’s state 
election, according to a Star arti¬ 
cle. John F. Kennedy won the 
Senate seat in one of the hotly 
contested races that year. 

With music supplied by Ruby 
Newman’s orchestra, the 
Winchester Police Department 
held their Annual Police Concert 
that week, according to an article 
in the Star. The concert was run 
by officers from the Winchester 
Police Officer’s Relief 
Association. 

The Wee Sachems walloped 
undefeated Wellesley that week. 
The Winchester Pop Warner foot¬ 
ball team squashed previously 
unbeaten Wellesley 40-0 in the 
Pumpkin Bowl. All the Pee Wees 
and the coaching staff were 
deserving of congratulations for 
their efforts, according to the 
Star article. The victory was a 
team effort. 

Four bars of Palmolive sold for 
31 cents that week, and Ajax sold 
for 27 cents. Ribs of beef went for 
39 cents a pound and sirloin steak 
sold for $1.49 a pound. The 
Winchester Star sold for 10 cents 
a copy. And daycare cost $10 a 
week with one hot meal and two 
snacks provided. 

One proposal in front of Town 
Meeting that year was rezoning 
for an apartment house district in 
town. The referendum would 
have to pass a town-wide vote. 

A movie starring Rock Hudson, 
“Twilight for the Gods” and John 
Drew Barrymore in “Never Love 
A Stranger” premiered at the 
Medford Cinema that week. 

The Winton Club was planning 
the annual Christmas Sale that 
week. According to an article in 
the Star, the Gift Shop Committee 
planned the gift items to be sold. 
These items were noted to 
include such things as desk 
accessories, imported ceramics, 
dolls dressed in native costumes 
and Christmas decorations. The 
proceeds from the Winton Club 
sale were used for the purchase 
of linens for the Winchester Hos¬ 
pital, according to the article.

School Committee meeting prior to 
adjournment. 

At the very least, these actions 
show a lack of regard for the School 
Committee and its members. At the 
most, they do not serve the public 
who elected him, and gave him the 
responsibility of that elected voice. 

Lastly, Dr. Ronayne has made 
repeated inferences that the only 
vote of the School Committee is a 3-2 
vote. The inference being that, well, 
the deck is stacked. I feel these 
comments are unwarranted and 
inaccurate. If the record is 
reviewed, you would find that there 
have been many votes that were not 
3-2. I would also suggest that when 
the vote falls in a certain direction, it 
is a reflection of similar philosophy 
rather than simply voting in one 
direction. 

And if my memory serves me 
correctly, I vividly recall that for 
several years when past school com¬ 
mittees voted 3-2, with Dr. Ronayne 
in the majority, not once did he ever 
have a problem with those 3-2 votes. 

There is work to be done, impor¬ 
tant work, that calls for the input of 
every school committee member. 
Each member must be committed to 
the process if it is to work. If Dr. 
Ronayne is unable or unwilling to 
participate, I suggest he reconsider 
his commitment to the committee 
and to the town he serves.

Dewald questions need 
for housing consultant

Heinold comments 
on counselor’s position 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The loss of the clinical counselor 
at the High School was one of the 


significant casualties of last spring’s 
School Budget decisions. At that 
time, Dr. John Ritchie, principal at 
the High School, made an eloquent 
plea for the continuation of this posi¬ 
tion and indicated that he was will¬ 
ing to accept tradeoffs in order to 
maintain it. He included the positive 
and critical impact of the Peer 
Counseling Program (under the 
direction of the Clinical Counselor) 
and the Psychology Intern (also 
under the supervision of the Clinical 
Counselor) as well as the direct 
services of the staff Clinical Counse¬ 
lor. He pointed out that without a 
staff Counselor there could be no 
Psychology Intern and the Peer 
Counseling Program would be in 
jeopardy. 


Dr. Ritchie mentioned the deve¬ 
lopment of this position as a 
response of the administration and 
1988 School Committee to a Report of 
the Task Force on the Social/ 
Emotional Needs of High School Stu¬ 
dents. The Task Force was com¬ 
posed of faculty, students, parents, 
community service providers, cler¬ 
gy and a member of the school 
committee. I have read that report 
and would like to communicate 
some of its findings, recommenda¬ 
tions and conclusions here. 

As part of the introduction, the 
Task Force states, “It is clear that a 
significant number of young people 
experience difficulty. In the study 
four main areas of concern stand 
out: Depression/Suicide Substance 
Abuse, Academic Pressures, Fami¬ 
ly Issues. The responses in the 
category of depression and suicide 
indicate a very high incidence of 
feelings of depression, with a large 
percentage of students acknowledg¬ 
ing that depression is a problem for 
kids in the high school. For instance, 
25 percent answered ‘Yes’ to the 
Question ‘Are you depressed?’. Thir¬ 
teen percent stated that they think 
about suicide a lot. One hundred 
percent of the faculty respondents 
agreed that being depressed is a 
problem for our kids... We feel these 
numbers alarming...” 

On the topic of substance abuse, 
the Task Force states, “The perva¬ 
siveness of substance abuse merits 
close attention, with 73 percent of 
students acknowledging that they 
drink and 30 percent stating they use 
drugs occasionally. The vast majori¬ 
ty of students view drinking too 
much alcohol and using drugs as a 
major problem for their peers...It is 
a concern to us that with the many

academic and social pressures in 
their lives, for many young people 
there is not sufficient support at 
home to enable them to cope during 
these difficult years.” 

The recommendations of the Task 
Force included, in part, a drop-in 
room at the high school staffed by an 
Intern in Psychology (supervised by 
the staff Clinical Counselor), the 
expansion of the Peer Drug and 
Alcohol Program to include Peer 
Counseling (supervised by the staff 
Clinical Counselor) and the creation 
of a Clinical Counselor staff position 
to provide psychological support 
services including individual 
counseling and crisis intervention as 
well as supervising the aforemen¬ 
tioned Psych Intern and the Peer 
Counselors. 

The conclusions of the Task Force 
state that, “In its deliberations the 
Task Force kept in mind the con¬ 
straints of town finances and tried to 
make realistic and feasible recom¬ 
mendations. It is time that we recog¬ 
nize that emotional health and well¬ 
being are the necessary foundation 
for personal achievement. We urge 
the town to acknowledge its respon¬ 
sibility by acting on our recommen¬ 
dations. Winchester cannot afford to 
continue to overlook its seriously 
inadequate resources for young peo¬ 
ple.” The recommendations of the 
Task Force were implemented by 
Superintendent Mitsakos. 

When the School Committee 
dropped this position from the

1991-92 budget, the town’s negative 
reaction to this decision was so great 
that the School Committee reluc¬ 
tantly agreed to use $20,000 to main¬ 
tain a half-time position. The next 
discussion of the subject at the sub¬ 
sequent School Committee meeting 
held some surprises. The School 
Committee discussed whether the 
position should be a half-time staff 
position or be contracted out. Pre¬ 
sentations that night emphasized the 
following facts: we would get more 
counseling for the money by choos¬ 


ing the staff position, that the staff 
person would undoubtedly have bet¬ 
ter relationships with the students as 
a result of being onsite with regular¬ 
ly scheduled hours, that the Intern 
(who works for no monetary com¬ 
pensation) was a “freebie” but 
could only be obtained if he/she 
were supervised by a staff person, 
that the Peer Counseling program 
would not likely continue without a 
staff Clinical Counselor. No presen¬ 
tation or discussion described the 
benefits that could be associated 
with contracting out the position. 
The decision seemed clear (at least 


to the audience) that to maintain a 
staff position at least at half-time 
was the only rational choice. The 
decision of the School Committee, 
which was contrary to all evidence 
presented, was to use the funds to 
contract out the job. There were no 
explanations. 

Last night (at the Oct. 7 School 
Committee meeting) there was a 
terse statement made by the Chair 
as a response to a Student Rep query 
that indicated that there were some 
liability problems and that there 
would not be a Clinical Counselor 
(even as a contracted-out position) 


at the High School this academic 
year. Again, no explanations were 
offered. 

This School Committee continual¬ 
ly expresses its concern about liabil¬ 
ity issues. What about Winchester’s 
moral liability and its obligation to 
provide all students with not only the 
tools and techniques of the education 
process but just as importantly, to 
help create and maintain the best 
possible climate for that education 
to take hold?

For your pro¬ 
tection, the vaccine must match the 
flu that is present that year. 

Some people should not get a flu 
vaccination. These include anyone 
with a current illness or fever 
(though the vaccine can be given as 
soon as the illness is past); anyone 
with a severe allergy to eggs; any¬ 
one who has had a bad reaction to 
past flu vaccines; anyone who has 
had Guillain-Barre syndrome; some 
pregnant women; and children who 
have received a DPT vaccine within 
the past two weeks. If you have 
concerns about taking the vaccine, 
consult your doctor. 

If pneumonia vaccine is desired, 
there will be a $5 charge. 

No advance sign up is required for 
the Flu Clinic but the Health Depart¬ 
ment will require on site registration 
and consent forms. If you have any 
questions, please call the Health 
Department, 721-7121.

. Class trip 

A proposed trip to Washington, 
D.C. for the McCall’s eighth-grade 
class won approval at the School 
Committee’s Oct. 8 session.

on cigarettes, marijuana and alco¬ 
hol as the “gateway drugs” that 
could lead to heavier drug use. 

The program, which began on the 
west coast several years ago. has a 
proven track record, according to 
Austin. He says he will look for the 
same kind of success here in town. 

Funding for DARE, which 
includes the officer’s salary and 
materials, approximately $40,000 to 
$50,000 each year, will come from 
the Police budget and through 
fundraising. 

Austin will work full-time as the 
DARE officer and in essence, be an 
employee of the schools. His salary, 
however, will continue to be com¬ 
pensated from the Police Depart¬ 
ment budget. 

Austin said the focus of the prog¬ 
ram is on fifth-grade students, who 
are at the threshhold of stepped up 
peer pressure as they move toward 
the middle school. 

“It’s behavior modification.” Aus¬ 
tin said of the program, “We teach 
them that it’s okay to say ‘no.’” 

He added that the program brings 
the officer right into the child’s 
school day, which includes taking 
recess and having lunch with the 
children.

ships remaining to offer Saltmarsh, 
but Kelley promised him a fair 
chance to make the squad. “Sixty 
five players showed up for the first 
day of practice,” said Saltmarsh 
But when the last cuts were made. 
Saltmarsh was a member of the 
Boston College Eagles, and one of 
Kelley’s scholarship players had 
been cut in order to make room for 
him. 

Saltmarsh’s favorite memories 
are of the 1949-50 freshmen team, a 
club that went 10-0-2. “That was the 
best team I played on in my four 
years at BC.” he says. Indeed, for¬ 
mer Yale University coach J. Mur¬ 
ray Murdoch called the freshmen 
team “one of the best college teams 
I’ve ever seen.” 

Unfortunately, that squad didn’t 
get to play together for four years. 
“We lost most of the players to the 
service, or to injuries, and Joe Mor 
gan signed a pro baseball contract 
after his junior year,” said 
Saltmarsh. 

Saltmarsh is remembered for 
being one of the hardest working 
players on the ice. He was a very 
strong skater who didn’t score 


much, but who did the dirty work 
that helps makes good teams great, 
like digging in the corners. 

Joe Morgan remembers Salt- 
marsh as “a real team player, and 
real gutty. He gave his all every spin 
on the ice.” 

During Saltmarsh’s four years at 
BC, his teams compiled an overall 
record of 51-15-2, including a 17-3 
junior year in which BC became the 
first team to go north and beat both 
Clarkson and Saint Lawrence, two 
teams loaded with big, strong Cana¬ 
dian players. 

“We took the train to New York 
City, and all the way back up to 
Watertown, New York,” he remem¬ 
bers. “We beat Clarkson 5-2 on a 
Friday night and beat Saint 
Lawrence 3-2 on Saturday. Their 
fans were livid.” 

Saltmarsh has continued to follow 
BC hockey closely since his days at 
his alma mater, mentioning proudly 
the recent Canada Cup tourney, in 
which six former BC players were 
members of the United States team. 

These days, Winchester residents 
can proudly mention Whip Salt¬ 
marsh, former legislator, successful 
businessman, and newly inducted 
Boston College Hall of Famer.

Heightening awareness 

Progressive companies strive to make sexual 
harassment a work place taboo

T he recent news of 

Oklahoma law professor 
Anita Hill’s charges of 
sexual harassment 
against Supreme Court 
nominee Clarence Thomas opened 
some old and deep wounds for 
Roberta Poulos. 

Poulos, a Framingham resident 
who filed sexual harassment charges 
against a former supervisor seven 
years ago and is still awaiting a 
resolution of the case, said she was 
not surprised at the U.S. Senate’s 
quickness to attack Hill for accusing 
Thomas or the legislators’ 
questioning of her credibility. She 
said the situation is a classic example 
of men automatically blaming a 
female victim. 

"If you allege these things, 
people almost treat you like a rape 
victim and it’s very painful. I existed 
with this because at the time I was a 
single working mother of three, ’ ’ 
she said. 

As the sexual harassment debate 
raged at a frenzied pace following 
Hill’s charges, Poulos said Hill’s 
courage in putting herself in the 
glare of the media spotlight has done 
much to focus the nation’s attention 
on an issue men — and some women 
— often scoff at. She also said that 
when she filed her charges, little 
attention was paid to her case, 
though an account of it was featured 
in the press in 1988. 

Poulos said that, like Hill, she 


hesitated to come forward with 
complaints about her boss because 
she tried to "rise above’’ the 
problem and hoped the harassment 
would stop. But when Poulos, now 
55, was fired from her job as national 
sales manager for a major company 
in Greater Boston in 1983, she 
decided to fight for the job she felt 
she lost unfairly. 

Although Poulos believes she 
acted prudently by going to the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination and then the state 
court system with her charges, she 
said the ordeal has permanently 
damaged her reputation and ability to 
get another job in her former 
industry. She is now in her second 
year of law school. 

Poulos and others say sexual 
harassment in the work place is 
more prevalent than statistics would 
indicate because many women are 
still reluctant to come forward with 
complaints out of fear for their jobs 
or being branded difficult to work 
with. 

"It is a significant issue in the 
work place. As women become more 
aware of their rights, they are more 
willing to come forward with 
complaints,’’ said Eugenia 
Guastaferri, a staff attorney with 
MCAD. "Women are more aware 
that sexual harassment doesn’t have 
to be an outright proposition. ’ ’ 

Legal experts say there is much 
companies of all sizes can do to build 
awareness of sexual harassment, and 
they say progressive organizations 
are doing so with a variety of training 


programs that go beyond the 
standard written sexual harassment 
policy required by law. 

Women who believe they have 
been victims of sexual harassment 
can file charges with either MCAD 
or the federal Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. The two 
agencies have joint jurisdiction over 
sexual harassment cases. Women 
can seek further redress through the 
state courts. 

Poulos said that while MCAD 
ruled in her favor, she chose during 
discussions about a resolution to 
seek damages through 
Massachusetts Superior Court 
where the suit is languishing amid a 
backlog of cases. 

Lawyers say legal changes over 
the past decade have made it easier 
for women to file and win sexual 
harassment cases. In 1987, the 
state’s highest court found that 
sexual harassment in the work place 
violates the equal rights amendment 
to the state constitution. And as of 
the late 1970s, courts were finding 
that sexual harassment violates Title 
7 of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 

The Supreme Court agreed in 1986. 

Courts now recognize not only 
"quid pro quo” harassment that 
occurs when supervisors demand 
sex with an employee in return for 
promotions or threaten retaliation 
unless the person agrees to sex, but 
also harassment in the form of a 
‘ ‘hostile work environment. 

Although this type of case 
occupies more gray area in the law 
than alleged quid pro quo 


harassment, judges have held that 
suggestive comments, sexually 
explicit jokes and the display of 
pornographic material — such as 
calendars featuring scantily clad 
women — can also be sexual 
harassment. 

Kay Hodge, an attorney with 
Stoneman, Chandler and Miller in 
Boston who represents companies 
facing sexual harassment charges, 
said there are fewer quid pro quo 
cases than there were 10 years ago, 
but more hostile environment claims. 
Women filing these charges must 
now prove office conduct was 
4 ‘hostile, intimidating or offensive” 
to the average woman. 

Hodge, a Marlboro resident who 
runs sexual harassment seminars for 
clients, said it is not enough for 
companies to have a written policy 
on sexual harassment. She and 
others say the most sincere 
companies discuss how to prevent 
harassment and include the subject 
in management training programs. 

"It is important for employers as 
well as employees because 
productivity is affected when people 
feel harassed,’’ said Hodge. 

Employers are also increasingly 
aware of the damage that can be 
done to a company’s reputation and 
balance sheet when defending itself 
against sexual harassment charges. 

Hodge said sexual harassment 
cases are costly for corporations 
because charges are often difficult to 
disprove, and Massachusetts law 
holds employers liable for the 
misconduct of employees, stipulating 


they must take "immediate, 
corrective action” against 
perpetrators of sexual harassment. 

Since the law does not define the 
action that must be taken - such as 
firing a supervisor — there is room 
for legal argument based on the facts 
in individual cases. 

"Courts are awarding damages to 
plaintiffs in sexual harassment 
cases," said Hodge. ”1 think the law 
is becoming more developed. 

One company recognized for its 
efforts to deal swiftly with sexual 
harassment, according to Hodge, is 
Cambridge-based Polaroid Corp. 

Ann Leibowitz, a Weston 


selectman and the photography 
giant ’s labor counsel in charge of 
representing Polaroid in sexual 
harassment litigation, said 
management training aimed at 
fostering more sensitivity to women 
has been important at Polaroid, but 
she said intolerance of sexual 
harassment must stall at the top of 
the management hierarchy. 

She said a Polaroid manager was 
fired a few years ago when his 
conduct toward women was deemed 
unacceptable. 

"There is a real reverberating 
effect when someone’s behavior is

publicly denounced. It says more 
than 50 million workshops. ” said 
Leibowitz. 

She said, however, that Polaroid 
is “not necessarily Nirvana” for 
women. But she said it is no longer 
politically correct at Polaroid to tell 
sexist jokes or to make offensive 
comments to women. 

“It’sgone underground,” said 
Leibowitz of sexual harassment. 

Leibowitz said the company has 
made great strides with its race and 
gender workshops and has a 
women’s action team that have 
elevated the debate on sexual 
harassment to subtler gender issues 
that go beyond the scope of the law. 

Polaroid, for example, now 
focuses on how men and women can 
work together more effectively. 

“I think the focus now is really on 
sensitivity and stereotypes ... 
Respect becomes important with 
sexual harassment. You have to ask, 
'Is that respectful behavior?”’ she 
said. “It’s very disabling if a woman 
is made to feel she is being put 
down.” 

Brenda Capello, personnel 
director for the city of Waltham, said 
she hopes to follow the lead of 


companies like Polaroid and other 
area cities and towns by 
supplementing MCAD and EEOC 
policy guidelines on sexual 
harassment with management 
training seminars. 

“Have we had a problem? No. 
Could one happen at any time? 

Yes,” said Capello, a 15-year 
veteran city employee. 

Poulos said the bottom line is that 
men and women need to learn to 
appreciate each other’s strengths 
instead of “bucking each other. ’ ’ 

Poulos’ daughter, Erin Golden, 
said she has learned a great deal 
from her mother’s experience. The 
32-year-old marketing account 
representative for a California-based 
computer firm said she is much more 
conscious of sexual harassment in 
the work place than many of her 
peers, and she has chosen her jobs 
with that in mind. 

Golden said that during one job 
search, she had two offers — one 
from a woman and another from a 
man who made comments with an 
’ ‘undertone of sexual innuendo. ’ ’ 

She accepted the job offered by the 
woman. 

“I just don’t take things so lightly 
anymore because I’ve seen where it 
can go,” she said.

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Schools eye 
new contract 
with Choate 


Choate has offered the services of 
the Mobile Crisis team, available on 
a 24-hour basis, as a community 
service at a nominal fee. according 
to Bianco. 

President of Choate Health Man¬ 
agement and Winchester resident 
Dr. Stuart Koman said. “We can 
bring a number of people to the task. 
That’s what makes our proposal that 
much stronger." 

In addition to intervening at the 
time of a given crisis. Choate would 
provide services on an outpatient 
basis, which may be accomplished 
through a parent’s insurance com¬ 
pany, according to Koman. 

The cost of the services through 
Choate was estimated to be about 
$15,000 annually with $5,000 left in 
escrow for additional services, 
according to Bianco. Bianco stated 
that the proposal would be outlined 
in detail in keeping with the estab¬ 
lished budget for that position and 
the entire plan would be presented to 
the School Committee for a vote. 

Ben Haskell, the student represen¬ 
tative. asked how the total of 15 
hours of the assigned clinician would 
be allocated. Bianco said that that 
question would be answered in detail 
but that mechanisms for gaining 
access to the professionals from 
Choate would be put into place 

School Committee member 
Edward O’Connell asked Koman if 
the individual clinician would be 
certified. Koman said, “we will pro¬ 
vide well-trained and experienced 
professionals who have demon¬ 
strated experience in school 
psychology ' 

In addition, some of the staff at 
Choate has offered to donate time to 
do in-service training to teachers 
and students on social and emotional 
issues, according to Dr. Ken Minkoff 
of Choate Health Services. Minkoff 
said that Choate, “would like to help 
out the school.’’ 

Lydia Rivera Abrams, a parent 
present at the meeting, made some 
recommendation^ for the proposal. 
In particular, she asked that school 
officials not be, “putting too much 
pressure on tin* peer counselors,” as 
they decrease the role of the clinical 
counselor.

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Proposal to light Manchester Field gains speed

With a proposal on the boards to 
add lighting to Manchester Field, 
each of Winchester’s parks and play- 
fields are now in the spotlight. 

Selectmen Stephen Powers and 
Robert Deering have requested that 


Town Meeting in November consid¬ 
er appropriating funds to install 
lights at Manchester Field and bring 
that field up to a “championship 
stadium.” 

The proposal has garnered atten¬ 
tion from sports groups and other 
interested residents and has also 
called into question funding from 


Purity Supreme’s deal with the 
town, which was slated for use in 
renovating Skillings Field. 

However, that field, according to 
Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia, is 
more than $800,000 away from being 
brought up to a quality playing field, 
and the Purity contribution of 
$93,000 only begins to address the 


condition of the soccer field at Skill¬ 
ings. Ciarcia noted that to refurbish 
the soccer area alone would cost 
approximately $134,000. 

Ciarcia gave a history of the 
town’s playfields and parks at the 
Selectmen’s Oct. 21 session, begin¬ 
ning with the completion of a 1983 
study that evaluated the 24 sites. 


Ciarcia said the study evaluated 
the school fields and parklands, 
assessed the demands on each field 
and calculated maintenance 
requirements. With this information 
compiled, a town-wide master plan 
was developed in 1984. 

The next year, according to Ciar-

A proposal to provide a range of 
psychological services for high 
school students previously filled by a 
full-time clinical counselor has 
drawn unanimous support from the 
School Committee. 

The School Committee had voted 
at its meeting on Aug. 27 to leave 
$20,000 in professional or vendored 
services, rather than maintain a .5 
full-time equivalent < FTE) staff pos¬ 
ition for the clinical counselor at the 
high school. 

However, at a School Committee 
meeting on Oct. 8, School Committee 
Chairman Constance Makhoul had 
said some liability issues would need 
to be addressed before the vendored 
services could be offered. 

The new proposal, outlined by 
Director of Pupil Services and Spe¬ 
cial Education Frank Bianco, at the 
School Committee meeting on Oct. 
22, calls for the Winchester Public 
Schools to enter into a contract with 
Choate Health Services in Woburn. 

According to Makhoul, services 
provided in this manner, “remove 
any potential liability from the town 
of Winchester and still provide the 
needed services at the same time." 
said Makhoul. 

“I am very pleased with this prop¬ 
osal. And I know that a lot of work 
has gone into it," Makhoul added. 

Choate would provide the school 
with a licensed professional who 
would provide individual counseling 
and crisis intervention; monitor and 
supervise the current peer counse¬ 
lors; recruit and train an intern to 
run the drop-in center program and 
refer students to other mental health 
professionals on a case-by-case 
basis, according to Bianco.

Halloween safety tips 
for scary little goblins

The night for ghosts and goblins to 
haunt the streets of Winchester is 
drawing near. 

And Safety Officer Kevin Mawn 
says the best way to have a happy 
Halloween, whether witch or war- 
lock, depends on paying close atten¬ 
tion to some little details. 

The costume 

It’s a major part of the fun of 
Halloween. However, following a 
few rules of thumb regarding cos¬ 
tumes will head off problems for the 
children as they make their way 
through the dark streets to collect 
their treats. 

The most important safety tips to 


remember are whether the children 
can see and w’alk unobstructed. Says 
Mawn, “Make sure the costume is 
short enough to allow the child to 
climb stairs and not trip on the 
edges." 

In general, Mawn says light- 
colored costumes that are flame 
retardant are the best choice for a 
parent. Mawn added that ideally the 
costume would be wide enough to 
allow the parent to dress the child 
warmly, then slip the costume over 
the clothes.

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WHS student is 
remembered by 

friends and faculty

Just days after a tragic car acci¬ 
dent claimed the life of Winchester 
High School student Leah McClin- 
tock, friends and faculty gathered to 
remember her and talk about the 
17-year-old girl who gave so much to 
others in such a short time. 

The memorial service was held in 
Winchester High School’s auditor¬ 
ium on Thursday, Oct. 17 for stu¬ 
dents and teachers to express their 
feelings of grief and recount their 
memories of McClintock, who died 
in a car crash in New Hampshire 
Oct. 14. More than 300 attended the 
ceremony. 

Principal John Ritchie set the 
groundwork for the morning and 
suggested that her friends talk of 
their grief, but also “celebrate 
Leah.” 

“Remember things she did, and 
things she would want us to remem¬ 
ber, like her sense of humor,” said 
Ritchie. 

“This was a person who stood for 
something. Everyone knew what she 
was all about. What a great thing she 
accomplished, she stood for things. 
There was no question who Leah 
was,” said Ritchie, “It’s a challenge 
for us to make our lives stand for 
something I as Leah did] 

McClintock, described as an 
exceptional student, had earned 
many awards for outstanding scho¬ 
larship in the fields of math and 
science. She had also recently 
received a commendation as a 
National Merit Scholar, and as a 
high school junior, had received the 
Smith College Award for all-around 
excellence. 

Music, however, was her creative 
forte. McClintock was an active 
member of the jazz band, concert 
band, chorus, select octet and 
orchestra. 

McClintock’s interests also ran to 
the human interest side of things, as 
well. She volunteered with the Rox- 
bury Tutoring Group, was a silver 
badge Girl Scout and a past presi¬ 
dent of Explorers’ Post 505. Friends 
described her as a devoted environ¬ 
mentalist and she was an active 
mountaineer with the Appalachian 
Mountain Club (AMC). She spent the 
past two summers working for the 
AMC at Pinkham Notch in New 
Hampshire. 

McClintock was also the layout 
editor of the yearbook. The 1992 
yearbook will be dedicated to her. 

High School teacher Richard 
Walsh, who taught McClintock’s 
Advanced Placement United States 
History class, had recently written a 
student appraisal for McClintock. In 
his appraisal, read by Ritchie at the 
ceremony, he noted, “as a student, 
she was nothing short of 
sensational.” 

McClintock’s friend and class¬ 
mate Sydney Sawyer said she 


planned to plant a tree on the school 
grounds in the spring to commemo¬ 
rate McClintock. “It seemed the 
best thing to do — to give something 
back to her, after all she gave to 
me,” said Sawyer. 

Art teacher Mary Ott said she was 
pleased to discover that in addition 
to McClintock’s love of music, she 
also had a real flair for art. McClin¬ 
tock’s artistic works will be exhi¬ 
bited in the front display case at the 
high school all this week. 

Other friends recounted the envir¬ 
onmentalist in McClintock, and the 
issues that were important to her, 
such as recycling and nature. One 
friend told of a hike up Mt. Washing¬ 
ton with McClintock. Although a dif¬ 
ficult trail for the most experienced 
hiker, McClintock attacked the 
mountain with energy and zest, said 
the friend. 

Others remembered McClintock’s 
lighter side, recounting funny sto¬ 
ries. Each speaker however, told of 
McClintock’s caring side and each 
remembered what she had taught 
them about life.

Volume 18 — Report No. 42 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
Oct. 18, 1991 

THE HOUSE. “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call’’ records local representatives’ 
votes on three roll calls. All three 
House roll calls are on amendments 
to the bill abolishing the General 
Relief program and replacing it with 
one designed to provide emergency 
aid or the elderly and disabled. 

ELIGIBILITY (H 6164) — House 
75-69, rejected an amendment pro¬ 
viding that assistance may be given 
to families with dependent children 
whose sole reason for ineligibility is 
an inability to demonstrate status as 
a citizen or lawfully-admitted alien. 

Amendment supporters said this 
would allow, not mandate, the Gov¬ 
ernor to help a small group of illegal 
aliens’ children who cannot prove 
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their citizenship or the fact they 
were born here. 

Opponents said the bill must elimi¬ 
nate eligibility of illegal aliens 
regardless of age and claimed the 
amendment will lead to other 
attempts to water down the bill. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Paul C. Casey vot¬ 
ed yes. 


DOCTORS (H 6164) — House 
130-20, rejected an amendment 
requiring two doctors instead of one 
to verify that a person is eligible for 
assistance because he or she is suf¬ 
fering from certain physical or men¬ 
tal incapacities. 

Amendment supporters said this 
would tighten regulations and insure 
only the truly incapacitated are 
eligible. 

Opponents said the limited list of 
doctors is chosen by the administra¬ 
tion to insure honesty and argued 
requiring a second opinion will cost 
more money. 

A Yea vote is for requiring two 
doctors. A Nay vote is for requiring 
one doctor. 

Casey voted no. 


THE SENATE. “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call’’ records local senators’ votes 
on two roll calls. 

TV COVERAGE — Senate 17-14, 
favored but failed to gain the two 
thirds vote necessary to suspend 
rules to allow introduction of an 
order immediately allowing TV and 


radio coverage of the Senate if 
approved by a majority vote. The 
order requires that coverage not be 
disruptive and provides that it not 
cost any money. 

Supporters argued it is time to 
open up the Senate and said the 
leadership has promised many 
times that coverage would soon 
begin. 

Opponents said orderly coverage 
will begin shortly and argued the 
proposed unorganized coverage will 
be ineffective and disruptive. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Senator Charles E. Shannon voted 
yes. 


NEW RULE — Senate 20-15, 
refused to suspend rules to allow 
introduction of an order changing a 
current rule which provides that the 
eldest senior senator, in the absence 
of the Senate President, call the 
Senate to order and conduct an elec¬ 
tion for a temporary President. The 
proposed change would eliminate 
the election and allow the eldest 
senior member to conduct all Senate 
business. 

Supporters said this would expe¬ 
dite business and allow Minority 
Leader David Locke (R-Sherborn) 
to act as Senate President in these 
situations. 

Opponents said the proposal is a 
ridiculous and partisan move which 
makes no sense. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Shannon voted yes.

The event 
marks the first official pastoral vis¬ 
itation of Cardinal Law to Saint 
Eulalia Church in Winchester.

Looking back 

St. Eulalia’s 25th anniversary 
marks the parish’s passage from a 
small suburban church to a growing 
suburban parish with elderly pastor¬ 
al visits, a Vietnamese refugee prog¬ 
ram and a variety of outreach 
programs. 

Father James Haddad was first 
appointed to St. Eulalia’s parish on 
Jan. 18, 1977, having served for 10 
years as director of the Pastoral 
Instructional Center, a center estab¬ 
lished by Haddad in the archdiocese 


of Boston for the continuing educa¬ 
tion of priests. 

During his nearly 10 years at St. 
Eulalia’s, Haddad was party to 
many physical changes, such as the 
renovation of the church. In addi¬ 
tion, the parish center was built. 

“The diocese told us we couldn’t 
build the parish center without 
money,” said Haddad. “We made 
one announcement, and within seven 
weeks we had the funds.” 

But more important, said Haddad, 
were the spiritual goals. 

“We really tried to strengthen the 
religious education program,” said 
Haddad. By bringing in people 
experienced in religious education, 
Haddad said the church sought to 
provide “a strong, substantive prog¬ 
ram that challenged young people ” 

During Haddad’s pastorship, the 
participation in youth education 
programs grew from approximately 
350 to nearly 1,600 young people. 


“One of our main goals was to try 
to share faith with the young. To 
allow them to have good, happy 
memories of the Church they could 
sustain throughout their lives,” he 
said. One act to promote this idea 
was the installation of a juice 
machine in the rectory "to make it 
comfortable for [the young] to come 
in.” 

Over the years since he was reas¬ 
signed from St. Eulalia’s, Haddad 
has been contacted time and time 
again by former parishioners, ask¬ 
ing to officiate at their wedding or to 
baptize their children. 

"I’m really flattered by that,” 
said Haddad. 

Another goal of the church under 
Haddad’s leadership was “to make 
sure we were always a unified par¬ 
ish community.” Haddad came to 
St. Eulalia’s soon after the 
implementation of Vatican II. 

“We preserved the Catholic tradi¬ 


tion, yet were always on the growing 
edge of the life of a church,” he said. 

In addition, during his tenure, St. 
Eulalia’s began the pastoral visiting 
program for the elderly, the 
Vietnamese refugee program under 
the direction of Sister Winifred Beh- 
len, and the Giving Tree, through 
which thousands of gifts were given 
to the poor. 

The choir also blossomed during 
Haddad’s years at St. Eulalia’s. 
“The liturgical life was so strong,” 
he said, citing the diversity of Mas¬ 
ses and musical groups. 

It was only at the direction of the 
Cardinal that Haddad left St. Eula¬ 
lia’s to head up the development 
office for the archdiocese. Today, 
Haddad is pastor at St. Joseph’s in 
Needham. 

“It was very difficult to leave 
there,” said Haddad. “I have 
nothing but good memories of St. 
Eulalia’s.”

Winchester youths involved in South Border Road crash

Eight Winchester youths were 
recently issued court summons for 
being minors in possession of alcohol 
in connection with a single-car crash 
on South Border Road that left sev¬ 
eral of the youths injured. 

According to Brian Hermes, 
spokesman for Metropolitan Police 
Department, the accident occurred 
on Saturday, Oct. 12 at 4:30 p.m. on 


South Border Road at the Winches¬ 
ter and Medford line. 

According to the police reports, 
the vehicle had been traveling west¬ 
bound on South Border Road when it 
hit a utility pole, then hit a tree and 
went off an embankment. The vehi¬ 
cle’s estimated speed was in excess 
of the posted limit of 30 m.p.h., 
according to police reports. The veh¬ 
icle sustained heavy front end dam¬ 
age, said reports. 

According to the police reports, 
the officer attributed the accident to 


excessive speed since the vehicle 
was unable to negotiate the curb. 
The vehicle reportedly crossed to 
the opposite side of the roadway, 
made a left hand turn in the road, 
which threw the vehicle out of con¬ 
trol. Then, by overcompensating, 
the vehicle ended up in the opposite 
travel lane and continued onto the 
other side of the street and off of the 
roadway, according to police 
reports. 

The vehicle swerved off behind the 
guardrail and struck a light pole and 


a tree, according to police reports. 

Of the eight occupants, two fled 
the scene but were later identified, 
said reports. 

According to the report, the officer 
noted alcohol near the vehicle and 
summonses were subsequently 
issued for all eight occupants. 

According to the police report, 
witnesses observed the occupants 
opening the trunk of the vehicle and 
removing what appeared to be alco¬ 


hol. The driver was also charged 
with operating to endanger, speed¬ 
ing, traveling left of the center lane 
and being a minor transporting 
alcohol. 

Officer Dana Cresta of the Metro¬ 
politan Police responded to the call 


and noted that the driver and two 
other passengers were hurt. These 
three youths were transported to the 
hospital, one passenger with minor 
visible injuries and the driver with 
no visible injuries but complaints of 
pain, according to police reports. 


Residents are asked to be wary of phone scams

Some local con artists are calling 
residents in the towns around 
Winchester trying to make some 
easy money. 

Winchester Police Lieutenant 
James Pierce said residents should 
be aware of the latest telephone 
scam involving a phoney caller who 
alleges that a resident’s relative, 
either a nephew, niece or an uncle, 
has been kidnapped. The caller then 
asks for money, usually $5,000, to 


secure their release. 

So far, the communities of Med¬ 
ford, Newton, Somerville and Wes¬ 
ton have received the phoney calls, 
said Pierce. According to Pierce, 
there have been payments of $5,000 
made in several instances. 

Pierce added that in many 
instances the elderly are the prime 
targets in these type of calls. Usual¬ 
ly, the victim of the scam is unable 
to determine quickly whether the 
alleged kidnap victim has in fact 
been abducted. The caller most 
often chooses the name of an out-of- 


state relative in order to trap the 
victim in the scam, said Pierce. 

Police are asking people to remain 
calm if they receive such a call and 
get as much information from the 
caller. The next step is to call the 
Winchester Police Department. In 
many cases, police have found that 
the con artists attempt to get more 
information about the alleged kid 
nap victim from the unsuspecting 
person. 

Six months ago, several phone 
calls of a similar nature were inves¬ 
tigated in Winchester, said Pierce. 


But, according to Pierce, no monies 
were paid and no further contact 
was made by the alleged 
kidnappers.

Donnelly is an 
honorary board member of the Bos¬ 
ton Chapter as is Eileen Prose, who 
will host the ceremonies at the Park 
Plaza next Thursday evening.

As part of an overall Halloween 
safety program reflective safety 
patches and bags are distributed by 
Mawn to all five public elementary 
schools, the Bartlett School and St. 
Mary’s. 

The patch can be put on a sleeve or 
on the front of the costume to make 
the child visible to passing cars. 
“The big reason for not dressing 
your child in anything dark is that 
they will not be readily seen," said 
Mawn. 

The children should carry a flash¬ 
light or a glow stick, says Mawn. 
“The clocks are being turned back 
and the children need to be more 
alert for cars in the dusk,” said 
Mawn. 

The candy 

“We’ve really been lucky as far as 
Halloween is concerned,” said 
Mawn. Mawn has been a safety 
officer in town for the past 10 years 
and says that Winchester has never 
had a serious problem either with 
tainted candy or tricksters. 

But, better to be safe, says Mawn. 
Mawn reccomends that children 
carry a snack from home so that 
they won’t be tempted to try their 
Halloween treats before they have 
an adult inspect them for anything 
suspicious. 

As has been the case for the last 
several years, Mawn says there are 
extra police on duty on Halloween so 
that anyone who wants can have 
their children’s candy inspected by 
an officer. Parents should tell their 
children that loose candy should not 
be eaten, says Mawn. 

And finally, Mawn recommends 
that parents tell their children to 
stay away from houses that are not 
well lit — the ghouls may not be 
home.

landlord, Tara Realty Trust, proved 
unsuccessful. 

When contacted by the Star early 
last week, Trachter said that the 
decision to close the five-and-dime 
store had not been finalized. At that 
time, Trachter said, “if we can 
reach an accommodation on rent, 
we want to stay.” 

However, attorney Lawrence 
Murray of Murray & Quill, which 
represents Tara Realty Trust, dis¬ 
puted that statement. In a interview 
last week, Murray said the decision 


to consider closing the store was a 
corporate one, and had nothing to do 
with the rent charged to 
Woolworth’s. 

Murray said that his firm had 
been trying to negotiate a new lease 
with the local discount store for five 
years. 

Walter Duffy, manager of the 
Woolworth’s in Winchester, said that 
corporate headquarters in New 
York had received a flood of tele¬ 
phone calls protesting the potential 
closing of the local store. 

According to Duffy, when corpo¬ 


rate officials changed their minds 
about closing the Winchester store 
this week, it was the first time in 
Woolworth’s history that a public 
outcry managed to stop such a 
closing. 

That outcry, according to Duffy, 
eventually led to a telephone call 
from the New York headquarters of 
Woolworth’s directing store person¬ 
nel to remove the 10-percent-off sale 
banner that has been flying in front 
of the building for the last few 
weeks. 

“I think it’s fabulous,” said Duffy 
of the recent decision.

ence in capital marketing. An 
18-year resident of Winchester, Hall 
said he felt the need to offer his 
expertise to town. 

Former CPC chairman Van Aken, 
who recently announced he would 
vacate his position on the committee 
in light of his commitment to the 
Board of Selectmen, said the posi 
tion requires an intense weekly time 
commitment in the later part of the 
year. The CPC meets each week 
during this period to hammer out a 
priority list of capital projects, a list 
which is presented to the Board of 
Selectmen in January. 

Selectman Stephen Powers noted 
in his preliminary remarks that 
each of the five applicants were 
“qualified candidates.” He also 
remarked that he was pleased with 
the number of applicants for the post 
— an unusually high number to fill a 
vacancy on a town board 

But in the bargain, selectmen 
were able to interview four other 
candidates who offered their time 
and expertise to the town. Select men 
Chairman William O’Leary noted 
that the other applicants would be 
kept in mind for upcoming vacan¬ 
cies on town boards. These four 
applicants displayed experience in a 
realm of related fields including 
public accounting, capital budgets, 
labor law and engineering and 
management. 

When nominating Hail for the 
post, Selectman Robert Deering 
noted that filling the shoes of Van 
Aken on the board would be a tall 
order. “Peter Van Aken brought 
dedication (to the board 1 ... With the 
future and history of the Capital 
Planning Committee, we really need 
that... We are filling a much bigger 
void,” said Deering. 

Housing consultant 

Robert Dewald, chairman of the 
Winchester Taxpayers' Association 
read a statement by his group 
regarding the proposed hiring of a 
consultant/technical writer to assist 
the Winchester Housing Partnership 


Committee (WHPC) in developing a 
grant proposal to receive federal 
housing funds under Cranston- 
Gonzalez. 

Said Dewald. “The Winchester 
Taxpayers’ Association strongly 
opposes any proposal or request that 
increases the payroll, erodes the tax 
base, or changes the character of the 
town of Winchester. We therefore 
urge the Board of Selectmen to deny 
the request from the Winchester 
Housing Partnership Committee to 
hire a housing consultant.” 

Dewald called on the selectmen to 
maintain the process of funding such 
positions through an appropriation 
from Town Meeting and noted that if 
funds were raised for this position 
privately, those funds should be 
accepted on behalf of the town as a 
whole. 

“Another concern of the Winches¬ 
ter Taxpayers’ Association is that 
the hiring of a housing consultant 
appears to be the forerunner to the 
establishment of an expensive hous¬ 
ing bureacracy which will compete 
for tax dollars that are needed for 
other expenditures such as capital 
items and schools.'' said Dewald. 


Selectman Deering noted that 
since the WHPC appeared before the 
selectmen several weeks ago to 
request such a position, a change in 
federal government regulations 
made clear such funding if appro¬ 
priated, would not be available until 
next year. 

“If the federal government can 
change the rules, we want to know 
what the rules are first,” said 
Deering. 

Selectman Van Aken also clarified 
that the WHPC would be seeking 
technical assistance, rather than 
hiring a consultant. He said the 
technical assistant would aid in 
‘putting a plan together. A plan is 
better than no plan.” 

“We have an opportunity to deve¬ 
lop a better option within our own 
community, using our own resour¬ 
ces. We could wait for the federal 
government for 20 years and still be 
waiting." he added. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
agreed that developing a plan was a 
step in the right direction. He said he 
would await information to be pre¬ 
sented by the WHPC at the board’s 
Oct. 28 session.

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The right tools

As the Capital Planning Com¬ 
mittee begins budget prepara¬ 
tions for fiscal 1992, the woeful 
lack of modern equipment in the 
public safety sector of Winches¬ 
ter rears its ugly head once 
again. 

Just what are the right tools for 
the job? It would seem that man¬ 
power comes first as ever 
increasing incidents overburden 
overworked public safety 
staffing. 

Back in 1980, the town gladly 
supported the fire department 
consisting of a chief, five cap¬ 
tains, seven lieutenants, 40 fire¬ 
fighters and one senior clerk — 
not to mention a loyal contingent 
of call firefighters and 25 auxili¬ 
ary men. Today, we grouse at 
having to pay for a staff which 
has lost over eight firefighters, 
all of its call men, and by 1990, 12 
of its auxiliary members. 

Through all this, incidents 
where the service of the depart¬ 
ment were required almost 
doubled during the decade. 

The facts are equally dismal 
for our police department which 
in 1980 boasted a chief, five 
lieutenants, five sergeants and 32 
patrolmen. Over several years 
that department has lost over six 
full-time officers — and it will 
soon lose another when the Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education 
(DARE) program comes on-line 
throughout the Winchester school 
system. 

That obsolete physical tools for 
the job affect dwindling person¬ 
nel and the overall morale of the 


departments is without question 
— and can be verified by speak¬ 
ing with those so affected. 

For the police, nothing lowers 
morale more than having to pres¬ 
ide over a stricken cruiser await¬ 
ing a tow truck — and this has 
happened to the worn out vehicles 
numbered among the current 
Winchester fleet. 

And if Town Meeting persists in 
cutting personnel at the police 
station, the computerization of 
the department is a must for it 
will lighten the burden on the 
remaining manpower. 

At Central Fire Station, com¬ 
pletion of its radio communica¬ 
tions system is mandatory at this 
point, but replacement of aging 
vehicles and the replacement of 
safety equipment and turnout 
gear is of equal importance to 
firefighter and citizen alike. 

One only has to walk into Centr¬ 
al Fire Station each December — 
as the idling ladder trucks awaits 
the appearance of Santa Claus for 
his annual night ride through the 
square — to understand the abso¬ 
lute necessity of the proposed 
Ventilation Exhaust System. 

Perhaps it will be up to Chief 
McNutt and Chief Perritano, 
themselves, to put their faith in 
Santa Claus as they speak out in 
defense of their departmental 
needs for fiscal 1992. 

When Winchester pinches pen¬ 
nies on capital needs, and also 
squeezes the salaries of those 
who are valued members of our 
public service infrastructure, 
employee morale — the strongest 
tool of all — is sadly comprom¬ 
ised to the great detriment of 
each citizen in this town!

Two punks kicked away 
her cane, pushed her to the ground, 
and took all her money. 

Around that same time our honor¬ 
ary son Dodson, who grew up in 
Harlem, gave me advice that 
seemed to contradict Toby’s, when 
he heard I was coming to New York. 
“Don’t make eye contact with any¬ 
one,’’ he said. “Don’t stop walking. 
Don’t sit down. In fact, why don’t I 
meet your train.” He tried to, but 
my timetable was wrong; and by the 
time he caught up with me, I’d 
stopped walking; sat down; made 
eye contact; and been relieved of 
most of my change by panhandlers. 

But Dodson wasn’t with me two 
summers ago when my 10-year-old 
daughter Annie and I went to New 
York to see a play and stay in a hotel 
advertised for its proximity to 
Broadway. We had to show our room 
key to armed guards to go up in the 
elevator, but stepped out at last into

The renewed discussions regard¬ 
ing the high school counselor cause 
me great consternation. Some mem¬ 
bers of the School Committee have 
all ready stated that they are 
opposed to offering psychological 
counseling and therapy to students 
during school hours. The role of 
advisors and guidance counselors is 
to identify students at high risk and 
make referrals to the appropriately 
prepared outside personnel who will 
offer assistance and therapy. Why 
do we continue to expect the schools 
to substitute for family or profes¬ 
sionals? Personnel who provide 
therapy must be “experts”, i.e., 
properly licensed and experienced 
so they may assess student and 
family situations, and provide ongo¬ 
ing support and therapy. For exam¬ 
ple, what must a student in need do 
during summer months and vaca¬ 
tions? Put aside the issues and not 
have assistance during those 
months? At the very least, there is 
no continuity of care for those in 
pressing need. 

Unfortunately, there is also a 
more unpleasant aspect to consider 
in the current litigious climate. 
Today a practicing professional 
must have proper malpractice 
insurance to cover any and all possi¬ 
bilities in his profession. When the 
Town takes it upon itself, or rather 
the School Committee decides this 


the heart of Times Square, no longer 
exactly populated by gentlemen in 
snap-brim hats and ladies in gloves.

“It’s a portrait of my daught¬ 
er Annie,” I said, showing them, as 
they drew close. “It’s pretty, 
Annie,” they said. “You’re pretty 
too.” We all looked from girl to 
picture for a while and then parted. I 
wasn’t frightened. I felt shielded, I 
guess: by my two friends, both 
champion wrestlers, in part; but 
more by what I knew to be my own 
sense of benevolence. 

Which, I now feel, played exactly 
no part in keeping us safe that night. 

This summer, Toby was here 
again. When the topic of street con¬ 
duct came up, he said I’d got his 
advice a little wrong. “Occupy your 
space, sure,” he said. “But in gener¬ 
al, Dodson is right: avoid eye con¬ 
tact with anyone seeming off- 
balance or aggressive. And 
remember, with each word you 
speak, you complicate the 
interaction.” 


service is obligatory it also puts the 
Town at risk for suit. Respondeat 
Superior may be invoked and the 
Town’s “deep pocket” will be in 
jeopardy. Will these professionals 
doing therapy in the Schools be prop¬ 
erly licensed and insured? 

We must begin to sort out areas in 
which the Schools have taken over 
the roles of family and clergy. 
Should we not be a referral source 
rather than a cure all? Private 
schools have not and do not offer this 
kind of a service and probably have 
good reason not to do so. I urge you 
to consider the elimination of this 
position and restructure the current 
roles to serve as facilitators, identi¬ 
fiers, referrers. These personnel 
should not be practicing therapists 
on the School Budget. No one denies 
there are needy students, the issue is 
how we help them. Let us not overex¬ 
tend our authority and roles.

This week 
in history 
1960: 

31 years ago 

Winchester High School set a 
record in the 1960 College Board 
tests for science. According to an 
article in the Star the students 
tests had risen over a three year 
period to an all-time high in 1960. 
The Scholastic Aptitude tests in 
1960 for Winchester students of 
science were 115 points higher on 
average as compared to students 
on a national basis. 

A burner explosion occurred at 
586 Main Street, the sight of the 
old Esso station. The oil burner 
explosion blew out all the win¬ 
dows and doors in front of the 
station. No one was hurt in the 
explosion and a cause was not 
known at the time. 

Interest in the election was 
high that year. Governor John 
Volpe of Everett Avenue was in 
the running again. There were 93 
percent of voters registered for 
the election and a big turnout was 
predicted in that weeks’ Star. It 
was reported that both Harrison 
Chadwick and John Costello, can¬ 
didates for state representative, 
had waged serious campaigns. 

The town debated the wisdom 
of admitting new industries that 
year. There were arguments that 
Winchester should take advan¬ 
tage of the new growth industries 
and admit electronics firms. 
However, March Town Meeting 
heard citizens dispute admitting 
any industries at all into 
Winchester. The biggest objec¬ 
tion centered on allowing new 
industries in that would be detri¬ 
mental to the residential charac¬ 
ter of Winchester. 

The Parish Players performed 
“Mary Stuart” one of the jewel- 
studded classics of that time, 
according to an article in the 
Star. The play was directed by 
Harlan F. Grant of the Boston 
Conservatory of Music, and ran 
for three nights at Chidley Hall. 

The Water and Sewer Board 
held hearings at the Metropolitan 
District Commission for cities 
and towns using the Metropolitan 
water facilities. The new laws 
that year required a public hear¬ 
ing so that the commission could 
present to the cities and towns 
what it had done for the year. The 
MDC bills had always billed local 
communities for their water 
usage. Formerly, the rates were 
apportioned according to popula¬ 
tion and valuation, the new way 
introduced that year, was to 
charge the town by the number of 
hookups to the MDC system. 

Operation Kindness was set up 
that year. Some 44 Winchester 
youths participated in volunteer 
work for over 71 agencies. The 
students from the Winchester 
High School contributed some 
332,000 hours of service, accord¬ 
ing to an article in the Star. The 
program was sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Division of Civic 
Education and the United Com¬ 
munity Services Bureau.

to mention its shade factor for sum¬ 
mer cooling. Though the tree showed 
signs of maturity with minimal 
decline symptoms, it had been diag¬ 
nosed as a candidate for preserva¬ 
tion, not removal. 

Regardless of whatever decision 
process took place, the tree is being 
removed. 

As a lifelong resident of Winches¬ 
ter I would like to point out that the 
loss of this tree should inspire two 
important quests for the future of 
trees in our landscape. 

1. If a tree has been diagnosed by a 
professional arborist as a candidate 
for removal, consider its replace¬ 
ment with a new tree or two. 

2. If a tree is declining, consider 
preservation techniques as well as 
planting its replacement now. 

Please observe the absense of this 
tree. I’m sure you’ll feel the same 
shock I did.

McNutt encourages 
smoke detector check 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As the time nears for us to change 
our clocks back to standard time, we 
encourage all Winchester residents 
to make another change that could 
help save their lives: changing the 
batteries in their smoke detectors. 

A smoke detector can possibly 
double the chances of surviving a 
fire, yet as many as half of the 
smoke detectors in American homes 
are not working because of old or 
missing batteries. 

The problem of smoke detector 
neglect has reached such alarming 
proportions — contributing to some 
6,000 deaths and 130,000 injuries that 
result each year from fire — that 
fire departments and burn centers 
across the country have placed the 
issue at the top of their fire preven¬ 
tion education agendas. 

We’re trying to get the word out 
that the simple act of changing the 
battery in a smoke detector is the 
single most easy, effective and 
accessible way to make a difference 
in the number of deaths and injuries 
caused by fire. 

The value of a working smoke 
detector lies in its ability to provide 


that vital early warning and escape 
time, which is so critical, especially 
at night when most fires occur. If the 
battery isn’t working, the smoke 
detector can’t do its job. 

That’s why we so strongly urge 
everyone to adopt the habit of chang¬ 
ing the batteries in their smoke 
alarms and flashlights when they 
change their clocks back this Oct. 27. 

It’s a habit that could save your 
life.

When the 
furor has died down, the propaganda 
barrage has subsided, and the facts 
can be coldly examined, the Ameri¬ 
can people will call to account those 
who vote to confirm Judge Thomas. 
And what answer will those senators 
have? That it seemed politically 
expedient at the time? 

I urge you to vote with the weight 
of the evidence and to oppose the 
confirmation of Judge Thomas. ” 

Enough of the Senators voted for 
Judge Thomas, despite his evident 
untruthfulness under oath and his 
general lack of any qualifications for 
the job, that he is now a member of 
the Supreme Court. 

We should not be bitter at these 
Senators’ failure to do their duty. 
They fail because we fail If dishon¬ 
esty and opportunism pervade the 
political process from the lowest 
levels to the highest, it is because we 
sell our votes to the highest bidder. 
We vote for those who promise low 
taxes, big contracts or money in our 
own pockets. We vote for those who 
tell us we don’t have to go to school 
with classes of people we hate. We 
vote for people who tell us we can 
have everything we want at no cost 
in either money or effort. We 
demand a free lunch. 

The founders of this republic 
described broad goals for it and us: 
“To establish Justice, insure domes¬ 
tic tranquility, provide for the com¬ 
mon defense, promote the general 


Welfare, and secure the blessings of 
liberty.” To these ends, they estab¬ 
lished, by a thoroughgoing process 
of multiple votes and extensive 
debates, a set of Constitutional pro¬ 
cesses and guarantees still standing. 

We can debate what the Constitu¬ 
tion allows. Does it permit the Presi¬ 
dent to unilaterally, on his own say- 
so, send the people of America into 
war? I don’t think so, but let’s exa¬ 
mine the Constitution to find out. We 
can debate what the Constitution 
requires. Does it require that 
schools, businesses, and govern¬ 
ment bodies have population distri¬ 
butions that precisely mirror the 
population distribution as a whole? I 
doubt it. Let’s look at what the 
Constitution says. Let’s look at the 
cases, the opinions, the analyses. 

Few enough voters do. That’s why 
few enough politicians do. The only 
alternative to behavior guided by 
enduring values is opportunism If 
voters are opportunists, politicians 
will be. Let us turn to each other and 
consider what is best for the com¬ 
munity, the country, even if it costs 
us something, whether in money or 
in something else. 

Right now, we live in an odd kind 
of formalized anarchy with all per¬ 


sons for themselves and maybe a 
few others who look like them. Let’s 
quit voting for people who promise 
us everything and demand nothing 
of us. Ironically, all it has gotten us 
is a lot of nothing. Let’s quit voting 
for people who are indifferent to 
constitutional processes because 
they say they’ll save us. All we do is 
give them the power to destroy us. 

This President has consistently 
attacked and undermined the consti¬ 
tutional role of the Senate. He has 
usurped the war-making powers. He 
has flouted as best he can the 
Senate’s duty to give advice and 
consent to his appointments. His 
predecessor, in the Iran-Contra 
scandal, usurped the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives’ power to appropriate 
funds. Whether we agree with the 
broad objective of Desert Storm 
(and I did), whether we agree with a 
policy of resisting communist dicta¬ 
tors in Central America (I did), 
whether we agree with paying off 
international terrorists (I don’t), we 
have to preserve the constitutional 
processes, or very soon l> f e will 
become, as Hobbes in 

Leviathan, “nasty, brut 1 *' and 
short.”

New Medex drug plan 

popular with seniors 

Massachusetts Blue Cross Blue 
Shield has found its new Medex mail 
order prescription drug plan is pro¬ 
ving popular with subscribers, 
according to Wendell Coltin, 
Medicare/Medex Consultant. 

The new purchase plan, intro¬ 
duced this year, is available to 
Medex 3 and Medex Standard sub¬ 
scribers as an alternative to the 
policy in existence since the begin¬ 
ning of Medicare/Medex July 1, 
1966, whereby subscribers have pur¬ 
chased their drugs from Blue Cross 
participating retail pharmacies, 
subject to a quarterly deductible and 
coinsurance payment. 

In keeping with Massachusetts 
Medication Awareness month, Blue 
Cross points out that direct pay 
Medex Standard and Medex 3 mem¬ 
bers may receive by mail a 90 day 
supply of maintenance medications 
for one copayment of $10 for a brand 
name drug and $2 for a generic drug. 

Advice for 


The plan is also available to Group 
Medex members with a mail service 
option. In the case of the latter, 
former employees should check with 
their former employer to inquire if 
the option is available to them. 

Acute medications, or those pre¬ 
scriptions written for less than a 
21-day supply, should be filled at 
participating local pharmacies. 
Medex members may also choose to 
use a participating retail pharmacy 
to obtain maintenance medications. 
When Medex 3 and Medex Standard 
subscribers purchase their drugs at 
a retail pharmacy, Blue Cross Blue 
Shield covers 100 percent of allowed 
charges for generic drugs and 80 
percent of allowed charges for brand 
name drugs after they satisfy the $35 
quarterly deductible. 

The co-payments for drugs 
ordered by mail do not apply to the 
$35 quarterly deductible applicable 
to drugs purchased at the retail 
pharmacy. Mail service purchasers 
do not have to file claim forms, 
which is another popular feature.

tions that cause flexor deformities. 
Dr. Harris’s presentation captured

the rapt attention of every member 
of the capacity audience. The infor¬ 
mational lecture with visual projec¬ 
tions on the screen explained condi¬ 
tions affecting the bone structure of 
the joints. 

Dr. Harris is on the staff of 
Winchester Hospital and maintains 
his office in Arlington. He graduated 
from Rutgers University in 1961, 
Tufts University School of Medicine 
in 1965 and did his internship at the 
New England Medical Center. 

Arthritis strikes almost everyone 
in one form or another, spurring 
those affected to endeavor to find 
ways to relieve pain. 

The causes for this type of misery 
stem from calcium deficiency. Dam¬ 
age to the cartilage precipitates spe¬ 
cific problems in the joint spaces 
where the cartilage acts as a shock 
absorber. When worn away a cleft 
appears to cause walking to become 
difficult. Joint spaces are of vital 
importance to movement. With cal¬ 
cium gone from the bone, a fusion 
takes place and the joint loses its 
flexibilityh because it becomes 
rigid. 




Osteoporosis is that process in 
which calcium is lost from the bone 
over a period of time. The cartilage 
is damaged and the bone becomes 
thinner and softer, changes shape, 
and can collapse. 

People with osteoporosis lose 
height with the shrinking of the bone 
structure. Surgery is often neces¬ 
sary as a results of this traumatic 
condition, however, some people are 
walking around with some small 
bones broken which is the reason for 
constant pain. Osteoporosis stems 
from a number of sources such as 
serious illnesses. Rickets can deve¬ 
lop because of a lack of vitamin D. 

The lack of a well-balanced diet is 
a major cause that invites osteopor¬ 
osis to set in. Lung disease contri¬ 
butes to the problem. Any illness 
necessitating long periods of lying in 
bed gives rise to the loss of calcuium 
with holds appearing in the bone. 

The treatment of bone pain can be 
handled several ways. Heat gives 
comfort since it increases the blood 
flow but is not a cure for the problem 
underlying the pain. Excercise is of 
vital importance even though it may 
be painful. The less we do by way of 
motion promotes an atrophy of the 
tissues and the loss of calcium. 

It is requisite to keep physically 
active with simple isotonic or motion 
exercises and isometric muscle 
tightening. Walking, swimming, and 


bicycling are recommended. A per¬ 
son with osteoporosis should not par- 
ticipate in strenous aerobic 
activities. 

According to Dr. Harris, strong 
muscles are built where we use them 
such as in the hands. Flexion defor¬ 
mities occur when muscles are not 
extended. Exercise is needed to keep 
flexion deformities from progress¬ 
ing to the point of being a handicap 
to movement. 

The body needs milk, sunshine, 
and calcium every day. To get 
enough calcium per day, it would be 
necessary to drink three quarts of 
milk. Dr. Harris recommends a 
standard vitamin daily that contains 
calcium and Vitamin D, accom¬ 
plished by mild exercise. 

Some people rely on over-the- 
counter pain relievers for arthritis. 
Others require anti-inflamatory 
medications. In use at present worl¬ 
dwide are some 70 such medicines. 
The serious problems are treated 
with cortisone and steroids. The 
most serious cases require special 
drugs such as the gold treatment, — 
all, of course, under the strict super¬ 
vision of a physician. 

Whatever the arthritic problems 
may be, whether they are gnarled 
joints of the hand, deformities of the 
feet, knee or back problems, physi¬ 
cal therapy is necessary to delay the 
ravages of the disease.

Shannon suggests 
support for legislation 

Sen. Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester) has called for bi¬ 
partisan support of Governor Wil¬ 
liam Weld’s proposed legislation: 
"An Act to Further Protect the Publ¬ 
ic Safety by Prosecuting Violent 
Juvenile Offenders in the Criminal 
Courts of the Commonwealth.” 

Senator Shannon, a retired police 
officer for 20 years, said, "I congra¬ 
tulate and support Gov. Weld’s cour¬ 
age in undertaking legislation that in 
my opinion, is long overdue. Our 
juvenile offenders are accustomed 
to getting their wrists slapped in 
juvenile court. Too many of them 
are involved in a "revolving door” 
mentality that permeates the juve¬ 
nile court system.” 


Sen. Shannon went on to state, "In 
the past, the juvenile offenders were 
routinely protected by the system 
they so willingly abused. Now, under 
Gov. Weld’s proposal, the prior 
criminal convictions of juveniles 
will be admissable to the court. This 
process will expose those juveiles 
who have extensive records of prior 
convictions, said Shannon. 

Sen. Shannon noted that many 
member of the legal profession have 
raised objections about those 14 and 
17 year olds who commit heinous 
crimes, being tried as adults. Sen. 
Shannon commented, "Ask the vic¬ 
tims and surviving relative of those 
citizens who have been raped, mur¬ 
dered and viciously brutalized if a 
16-year-old prepetrator should be 
remanded to juvenile hall. I think 
not."

Casey, Shannon offer 

gift to local library 

Senator Charles Shannon and Rep¬ 
resentative Paul C. Casey presented 
Linda Wills, Director of the 
Winchester Library, with the Bull 
Information Systems educational 
videotape "There Ought To Be A 
Law.” The tape, which includes an 
introductory segment by Represen¬ 
tative Casey, tracks a bill from its 
inception through the legislative 
process it undergoes before it can 
become law. 

"There Ought To Be A Law” will 
also be available to the school sys¬ 
tem for use by teachers and stu¬ 
dents. "The constitution of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts is one 
of only two in the country which 


allows every citizen the inherent 
right to file legislation. In this 
regard, ours is often a more complex 
system to understand and this edu¬ 
cational tool may be used to simplify 
the process for students,” stated 
Representative Casey. 

Senator Shannon added that 
"there is a great need for the child¬ 
ren of Massachusetts to be educated 
as to how their government oper¬ 
ates. Without our help, they may 
never have the opportunity to com¬ 
pletely understand the basic struc¬ 
ture of lawmaking in our state.” 

Representative Casey will be 
speaking to the sixth grade at the 
McCall School on the legislative pro¬ 
cess on Oct. 24 and will be available 
to any other teachers who would like 
him to address their students. For 
more information, please contact 
Jessica Leitz at 722-2460. 
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Harshbarger testifies 

to support legislation 

Attorney General Scott Harshbar¬ 
ger testified recently before the 
Joint Committee on the Judiciary in 
support of the general principles 
contained in pending legislation, 
drafted by the Boston Bar Associa¬ 
tion and sponsored by Speaker Char¬ 
les Flaherty, to provide for critically 
needed reform in the Massachusetts 
court system. 

“The proposed legislation strives 
to address the need for clear lines of 
authority and accountability, fiscal 
and staffing flexibility, and stream¬ 
lined structure and administration 
which are essential to effective 
delivery of justice and the restora¬ 
tion of public confidence in our judi¬ 
cial system,” said Attorney General 
Harshbarger. "It is essential that we 
seize the opportunity to pass court 
reform legislation this year, as the 
chance may be lost for another 
decade. 

The Attorney General urged that 
comprehensive, meaningful court 
reform legislation contain the fol¬ 
lowing key components: 

It must allow the judiciary clear 
authority to transfer judges and 
court personnel to courts where they 
are needed most; 

It must create clear lines of 
authority and accountability within 
the judiciary, all under the ultimate 
authority of the Supreme Judicial 
Court; 

It must provide the judiciary with 


the ability to adapt to evolving needs 
and to shift resources to where they 
are needed most by giving the 
authority to transfer funds among 
all appropriation accounts and line 
items; 

It must recognize the judiciary as 
an independent and co-equal branch 
of government. 

"While we are all affected by the 
current crisis in the court system, 
the people hurt the most by an 
ineffective court system are those to 
whom we owe the greatest obliga¬ 
tion — the poor, the powerless, vul¬ 
nerable women and children, people 
of color, the elderly, urban citizens, 
and the victims of crimes triggered 
by drug and alcohol abuse, violence 
and the disintegration of the fami¬ 
ly,” added Attorney General 
Harshbarger.

One part of their research is 
determining how hazardous wastes have moved into these bodies of 
water from sites in Woburn and Winchester. 

The Winchester Conservation Commission will maintain continued 
liaison with the MIT study, so that local officials and the public can stay 
informed of its progress.

cia, Town Meeting appropriated 
$25,000 to hire a consultant to pre¬ 
pare a comprehensive plan for each 
of the 24 sites. In 1986, that study was 
completed. 

At that time, the final tally for a 
complete renovation of each of the 
fields and parklands was estimated 
at $10 million. The proposed under¬ 
taking was to be completed over a 
nine-year period from fiscal year 
1987 to fiscal year 1995, said Ciarcia. 

In 1986, Spring Town Meeting 
appropriated $75,000 for Skillings 
Field and the tennis courts. In 1987, 
Town Meeting appropriated another 
$39,000 to be used for Ambrose and 
Lincoln playfields, said Ciarcia. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken asked 
what the original estimate of bring¬ 
ing Skillings Field up to par was in 
the 1983/84 report. Ciarcia said that 
figure was $1 million for the entire 
field. That figure breaks down as 
follows: $588,000 for design, seed and 
irrigation; $127,000 for the parking 
lot; $28,000 for a pathway around the 
field; $22,800 for plantings, and 
$22,000 for refurbishing the track. 

Ciarcia said the final figure for 
renovating the field this year would 
reach $833,000. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked 
what were the top three priorities in 
the 1983 study. Ciarcia said first, the 
task of refurbishing Skillings Field 
was to be undertaken, then the Mill 
Pond area, and then Lincoln. How¬ 
ever, safety issues at the Ambrose 
Field pushed it from 15th on the list 


to number two. 

Selectman Deering asked what the 
$93,000 from Purity for Skillings 
Field would buy. 

Ciarcia said the first priority 
would be to decide how to handle the 
Woburn Loop fill. Ciarcia said it 
could be hauled away, but noted that 
the fill could be used at the cemet¬ 
ery. To totally refurbish the soccer 
field, however, more than $100,000 
would be needed, said Ciarcia. 

Said Powers, “Having a a champ¬ 
ionship stadium in one area with 
parking, seating and lighting is far 
more practical than putting money 
into [Skillings Field 1 for one soccer 
field.” 

Powers said if the money were 
spent at Skillings, only the soccer 
field would be brought up to par, 
while parking issues and the quality 
of the other fields would not be 
addressed. 

Powers said by putting the money 
toward Manchester, revenue could 
be garnered through ticket sales for 
soccer games and football games 
and the extra money could be put 
toward upgrading Lynch, Leonard, 
McDonald and other fields. 

Powers noted that his group is still 
“fact finding” and are currently 
awaiting figures on lighting costs. 
Powers said he looked forward to 
“lively discussion” of the issue on 
Town Meeting floor and said at a 
public hearing next Wednesday, Oct. 
30 on the warrant articles, more 
information will be available.

At the beginning of the 1991 sea¬ 
son, Winchester High School girls 
soccer coach Chris Scanlon had a 
problem.

The Winchester boys soccer team 
finally broke out of its cast-in-tie 
mold this week, winning consecutive 
games on Monday and Tuesday, and 
qualifying for the state tournament 
in the process. 

The team has lost just twice on the 
season, both times by one goal to 
Reading. With an overall record of 
8-2-7, the Sachems have leapfrogged 
to third place in the Middlesex 
League, with an outside chance of 
catching league-leading Belmont 
and Burlington and thus increasing 
their seeding for the post-season.

Surprisingly, that was the extent 
of the scoring. Both teams played a 
wide-open, end-to-end game, and 
both Zohn and Sachem keeper Kris 
Oliver were called upon to make key 
stops. 

Lexington’s best chance to tie 
came late in the first half.

WORKING 

Stress inducers 

Bosses who make work a chore harm their companies

E xecutives agonizing 
over how to motivate 
an increasingly diverse 
work force amid a 
recession and growing 
emphasis on global competition 
irfight consider trading in their old 
management training manuals for 
some of Dr. Spock’s writings. 

In fact, psychologists say the 
hard-line approach many American 
executives have long taken with 
their employees is prompting many 
workers to reach for the Rolaids. 
These embittered men and women 
are more likely to trash their boss 
behind his or her back than to work 
diligently for the good of the 
company. 

Employers recognize the 
importance of having effective 
workers, and many report that 
pushing them to perform is one of 
their top priorities. One study 
conducted by the Boston office of 
William Mercer Inc. earlier this year 
showed that of 40 human resources 
executives surveyed. 60 percent 
cited employee motivation as their 
4 ’most critical communications 
challenge.” 

Psychologists who specialize in 
working on industry-related 
problems say the key to managing a 
work force effectively, regardless of 
the economy, is to develop more 
nurturing managers who listen and 
offer encouragement and feedback to 
workers instead of ultimatums. 


They need to combine Spock’s 
insight with the warmth of a 
dedicated mentor. 

“It (managing) is very similar to 
being a terrific parent,” said Richard 
Pomerance, a Newton resident and 
Wellesley psychologist specializing in 
working with executives and their 
families. “It’s simple once you know 
what to do. You mix some humanity 
with compassion, challenge and 
opportunities ... and you’ve got a 
can’t-miss mixture.” 

Good bosses are also adept at 
giving workers the tools and 
confidence they need to shine and 
are unconcerned with surrendering 
the spotlight to them. Experts point 
out that Japanese companies prize 
this style of management and have 
the enviable productivity to prove it. 

But what may be readily apparent 
to trained observers of human 
behavior is not so obvious to 
managers — most of whom are 
white men — who learned how to 
manage in macho, competitive 
settings that favored pushing rather 
than encouraging others to perform. 
Needham psychologist Charles 
Hogan said research shows such 
work environments are detrimental 
to companies. He cited a survey 
completed last spring by 
Northwestern National Life, a 
Minneapolis insurance company, 
showing managers are a major 
source of their employees’ stress. 

“Oftentimes people find 
themselves in a position where 
bosses are putting constraints on 
their work, setting unrealistic

objectives or worse, holding them to 
a double standard,” said Hogan, who 
works with companies to solve 
management problems and increase 
productivity through training. 

Hogan and others emphasize that 
sometimes the only solution for 
beleaguered employees facing these 
situations is to move to another job. 
Pomerance said a male client of his 


worked for a woman who was having 
an affair with her male secretary and 
trying to get him promoted into the 
client’s job. 

Pomerance said these types of 
managers are “nuts” and should 
simply be avoided. 

Specialists nevertheless offer 
strategies for dealing with bosses 
who are unfair or otherwise difficult 
to work for. 

“If a manager says, ‘I want this 
tomorrow, but I’m not giving you 
any resources,’ people need to say: 
‘If you want this done, this is what 
it’s going to take. If you won’t give 
this to me, I can forecast this is 
going to be a failed effort, ’ ’ ’ said 
Hogan. “People shouldn’t box 
themselves into situations where 
they feel like victims. ” 

He added that employees need to 
recognize they are a valuable 
resource to their bosses and should 
tell a supervisor what they need to 
do a job. 

In those situations where 
employees fear a volatile boss may 
try to suddenly fire them, 

Pomerance said workers should 
“leave paper trails” documenting 
their work to people at important 
levels in the organization. 

“What has to be made clear is 
this person is bananas,” said 
Pomerance. 

Perhaps more difficult to address 
is why some people in top jobs make 
life hellish for employees and how to 
help them change, not only for the

From previous page 
sake of workers but also a 
company’s survival. 

Steven Berglas, a psychologist 
affiliated with McLean Hospital in 
Belmont, founded an organization 
dedicated to helping executives 
relieve stress and become more 
effective leaders. Berglas runs the 
Executive Stress Clinic in Chestnut 
Hill — a private enterprise — but is 
in the process of starting a new 
group at McLean based on the same 
model. 

Berglas said the reason difficult 
bosses are so pervasive in American 
industry' is because the problem is 
with the management structure, not 
the managers. In fact, he says both 
managers and their long-suffering 
subordinates are victims of the 
corporate system. 

“The most common conflict 
arises from the dependency factor. 
When one person depends on 
another for his livelihood, it puts up a 
variety of barriers to open, honest 
communication,” said Berglas. 

“How many vice presidents will 
tell you, ‘You have spinach in your 
teeth’ or ‘Your halitosis is killing 
me?’ So what you find is there’s 
almost a conspiracy of hypocrisy, ’ ’ 
he said. 

Berglas believes women, who are 
more socialized to nurture others 
and to share credit with 
subordinates, hold the key to 
changing how American companies 
do business. 

Berglas said he will be giving a 
lecture this month titled “The 
realities of the 90s — Why Women 


Will Win.” 

‘ ‘The next wave of corporate 
executives will be female. I argue 
that they have the traits necessary 
for victory. They embody more of 
the Japanese style (of management) 
than men,” he said. 

A major difficulty for executives, 
said Berglas, is that they are isolated 
and can become paranoid about 
protecting their own power. This in 
turn inhibits their ability to coach 
others. 

“The problem with American 
bosses is that companies aren’t set 
up to foster the notion that we’re all 
rolling in the same direction,” he 
said. “Bosses would like the 
security of knowing that if they 
nurtured somebody, they’d get 
credit for nurturing.” 

Pomerance agreed. He said many 
companies give managers few 
incentives to nurture other players in 
the organization and instead reward 
them for “building little fiefdoms.” 

He said some computer 
companies he worked with during 
the 1980s were mired in power 
struggles and eventually went out of 
business as a result. 

But he and Hogan said the 
corporate landscape is slowly 
undergoing a change. 

“1 think the work place has 
changed a great deal in terms of how 
we view power. People realize they 
have a very short life,” said Hogan. 
“And it’s not a male, Caucasian 
work force anymore ... You can’t 
simply expect to hire a bunch of 
people like yourself. There are many 
different people with many different 
needs. A boss has to listen.”

2. Personal Assessment 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 


These are questions that need to be answered You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The penod between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses likes 
and dislikes. 

Here Is a simple protect: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small 
Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others bring interviewed Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

With the information you ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company 
Dunng your interview, mention what you've learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest Do your homework, it will pay off 


4 . The Interview

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Regulating contractors 

Legislation would protect homeowners, honest contractors 

i 



L egislation to regulate con¬ 
tractors, passed by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts House last week, 
has been hailed as a means to 
protect homeowners from 
unscrupulous home-improve¬ 
ment contractors. 

Some local contractors say it might 
also protect the independent contrac¬ 
tor and his reputation. Others believe 
it would just add on to the cost of a 
project. Realtors, however, see a seri¬ 
ous glitch in the arbitration process. 

And the president of a company 
that shows consumers how to take 
control of a home-improvement project 
believes the legislation would simply 
allow consumers to make bad deci¬ 
sions, shrug their shoulders, and col¬ 
lect for their own mistakes. 

“Basically, what the law does is 
create a false sense of security for 
consumers,” said Richard Connolly, 
president of Cornerstone Consulting, 
Inc., Weymouth. “If they make a bad 
decision, they can go to the pool and 
get money to pay for that bad decision. 
They don’t have to be as attentive to 
the hiring of a contractor as they might 
be. They don’t have to be as careful. If 
they have a problem, the solution to 
the problem is to go to the reserve 
fund for restitution." 

In addition to requiring all contrac¬ 
tors to register with the state, so that 


those who take the money and run 
might be tracked down, consumers 
with complaints about jobs worth up to 
$20,000 would be able to go through 
Small Claims Court rather than the 
other traditional state courts. Addition¬ 
ally - and this is Connolly’s biggest 
complaint - the legislation would estab¬ 
lish a fund to cover damages awarded 
to consumers. The monies for that 
fund would not come from the contrac¬ 
tors per se, but from a fee charged to 
the contractors. The pool would pro¬ 
vide up to $10,000 for each consumer 
who could not collect damages from 
the individual contractor. 

“As a consumer advocate, I don’t 
want to see the taxpayer paying for 
everyone’s bad decisions,” Connolly 
said, referring to the fee which would 
be reflected in the contractors prices. 
“As far as Small Claims Court, the 
state has cut back. From my personal 
experience, I tried to bring a claim and 
the court has not even sent out a no¬ 
tice of the suit in eight months. We 
have the toughest gun legislation in the 
country, but only a half dozen people 
have been prosecuted. That law 
doesn’t work. This won’t either. 

“We’re a consumer advocacy and 
empowerment company. We empower 
people to take control. We’re totally 
independent of everyone in the indus¬ 
try, so we owe no one anything. The 
only person we’re concerned about is 
the consumer,” said Connolly. His 
company provides homeowners with 
information to make informed decisions 
in hiring contractors, to deal with 
banks, suppliers, architects, building 
departments, engineers and subcon¬ 
tractors. 

“To me, going to the government 
to solve the problem is the wrong 
place to go,” he said. “It’s great poli¬ 
tics, 1

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I am about to begin shopping for a mortgage 
# to finance the purchase of a new home. My problem: Despite in¬ 
terest rates being down, I’ll probably need a lower interest rate 
to qualify for a mortgage. However, I prefer not to take an adjustable rate 
loan. Are there any other options available to me? J.D.; Framingham. 

A Dear J.D.: Many lenders now offer so-called “combination” fi¬ 
nancing products, which give borrowers the lower initial rate of 
• an adjustable while retaining some of the security of a fixed rate 
mortgage. One such product is the convertible adjustable. Like a conven¬ 
tional adjustable, a convertible will offer you an initial rate 1 to 4 percent 
lower than a fixed rate, which should help you qualify for the size loan 
you need. But, the convertible will also offer you the one-time option of 
later switching to a fixed rate (for a one-time fee ranging from $100 to 
$750), thus offering you some interest rate security. 


Like a conventional adjustable, a convertible will 
offer you an initial rate 1 to 4 percent lower than a 
fixed rate, which should help you qualify for the 
size loan you need. 


However, if you do choose a convertible, take the following precau¬ 
tions. First, find a lender whose convertible rate is equal or close to that 
offered on its conventional adjustables. Second, be certain the fixed rate 
you’ll later have the option of switching to will be equal or close to the 
30-year fixed rate offered by the lender at that time. 

Third, choose a convertible that allows you flexibility in deciding 
when, if ever, you switch to a fixed rate; for example, any time between

Regulating contractors 

Legislation would protect homeowners, honest contractors

bly pays for that? The taxpayer.” 

The Massachusetts Association of 
Realtors (MAR) supports the basic 
concepts, of registration and, to an ex¬ 
tent, the fund, but sees a serious prob¬ 
lem with the arbitration process, said 
Robert Nash, director of government 
affairs for the MAR. 

“The registration would keep track 
of the contractors, but we’re a little 
concerned with the extent of the small 
claims threshold. We think it should be 
much lower,” Nash said. 

A problem could arise if a home- 
owner, who is in arbitration, needs to 
sell the house, Nash said. "We’re ba¬ 
sically concerned with the selling of the 
home. 

“For example, you hire a contrac¬ 
tor and you’re dissatisfied with the 
quality of the work, so you withhold 
payment and negotiate with the con¬ 
tractor through the arbitration pro¬ 
cess. In the meantime, you or your 
husband are transferred and the house 
goes up for sale. The contractor puts a 
mechanics lien on the house (he is 
owed money and has the right to go to 
the registry of deeds and put a lien on 
the home). You won’t be able to sell 
that house. We’re concerned that 
there could be instances where it could 
hinder the transfer of a home,” Nash 
said. 

“I think that has to be looked at a 
little more closely in the Senate,” 
Nash said. The Home Builders Associ¬ 
ation of Massachusetts also has a prob¬ 
lem with that part of the bill, said 
Garen Bresnick, executive vice presi¬ 
dent and general counsel for the asso¬ 
ciation. 

‘Basically, what the law 
does is create a false 
sense of security for con¬ 
sumers.’

“Our official position is that it’s a 
lot better than it was when it started 
through the process,” Bresnick said. 
“But it’s not good enough to gain the 
support of the organized building in¬ 
dustry. 

“One major area of the bill that 
continues to be seriously deficient is 
the area of dispute settlements,” he 
said. “When it started, way back, it 
contained a provision for state-mandat¬ 
ed arbitration which would have re¬ 
quired another bureaucracy and arbi¬ 
tration board. We moved that the arbi¬ 
tration be handled by a private service, 
approved by the Secretary of Human 
Affairs. The attorney general (Scott 
Harshbarger), one of the last people to 
do any major redrafting of the bill, put 
in a requirement that all disputes up to 
$20,000 could be handled in Small 
Claims Court. The impact on the in¬ 
dustry would be devastating.” 

Cases in small claims, Bresnick 
said, are backlogged from six to nine 
months. Harried judges trying to de¬ 
cide cases quickly and move on might 
be a disservice to both the consumer 
and the contractor, he added. It will be 
a delay to the consumer and the con¬ 
tractor, he said, and “might not give 
the consumer the quality of review and 
decision” necessary, he said. 

“We think with that kind of money 
on the table (small claims usually han¬ 
dles disputes up to $1,500), that both 
the consumer and the builder should 
get somewhat more reasoned and 
thoughtful consideration,” Bresnick 
said. 

As far as the fund, Bresnick said,

the association has argued that it be an 
insolvency fund, used only in cases 
where a developer or builder goes 
bankrupt or leaves the area. “We dis¬ 
cussed with the attorney general’s of¬ 
fice that we need to make sure that 
consumers are not rewarded a judg¬ 
ment for failing to be prudent in the 
hiring process. It should be restricted 
to the insolvent and to those who hire 
registered contractors to do the work. 
That portion of the bill is very posi¬ 
tive.” 

Additionally, the requirement of a 
written contract for any job over $500 
could put an unnecessary burden on 
small contractors, Bresnick said. 

“That threshold is a little low. 
Nothing is done anymore for less than 
$400. Smaller remodeling companies 
might be beset with an inordinate 
amount of paper work. We tried to 
make it $1,500,” he said. 

The legislation is headed for the 
Senate and Bresnick said he isn’t sure 
it will pass there. 

“We’re working hard with both the 
Governor’s Office and the Senate to 
get the changes in the bill. If we can 
get the changes, we’re prepared to 
support the bill. If not, we will be 
working very hard against it, ” he said. 

Registration doesn’t scare Terry 
Combs, partner with Rusty Madden in 
The House Doctor, a Framingham- 
based home improvement company. 
He is already licensed and thinks that 
part of the legislation might “possibly 
weed out some of the more unscrupu¬ 
lous people who give contractors a bad 
name.” 

The Small Claims Court provision 
doesn’t bother him either. “It’s a way 
for clients to take recourse. That 
doesn't scare me, because I plan on 
being responsible,” Combs said. 

The extra fee to pay for the fund, 
however, doesn’t sit well with Combs. 

“That always does scare me,” he 
said, “especially in this economy. 
We’re bidding so close to expenses to 
get the work, that the consumer is go¬ 
ing to pay extra for that. Everybody 
will be paying for somebody else’s ir¬ 
responsibility.” 

Most of the work Combs and Mad¬ 
den get is through personal refer¬ 
ences, Combs said. “If we don’t do 
good work, nobody calls,” he said. 

According to Combs, consumers 
need to educate themselves, and if 
they do not know the person making a 
reference, they should find someone 
and take a look at the work. “If a con¬ 
tractor isn’t going to take the time to 
get you references and show you his

work, you should look elsewhere. That 
should be a red flag,” Combs said. 

Another part of the problem, 
Combs believes, is the lack of inspec¬ 
tors to check out a contractor’s work. 

Connolly, the consumer consultant, 
does believe the building industry' 
needs to bolster its image, but the leg¬ 
islation is not the answer. 

“The industry should require the 
registration of individuals, not compa¬ 
nies,” Connolly said, “so that any per¬ 
son working in residential construction 
would have to be registered to do that. 
That would eliminate those working 
under the table.” 

Too often, he said, contractors, 
those with the building license, hire 
people who are not qualified to do a 
job. “They’re hired hands for the day 
They’re picking up a day’s work 
There should be an individual licensing 
system, also an individual insuring sys¬ 
tem, which would ensure that all the 
people working in the trade, all the 
employees coming on the job, would 
be registered by the state and individu¬ 
ally insured to do that work. ’ ’ 

The ultimate goal of registering in¬ 
dividuals, Connolly said, would be the 
enactment of standards, skills, for each 
job on a construction site.

Across the nation 

Need for affordable housing remains 


lthough housing prices have 
fallen, for the most part, 
and even rents have come 
down and stabilized, hous¬ 
ing opportunities for the 
neediest segments of the 
population - low- and moderate-income 
families - continue to be limited, an 
analysis of the housing market, re¬ 
leased Wednesday, concludes. 

The national economic recession 
has brought some improvement in 
housing affordability, but housing costs 
as a share of income remain high by 
historical standards, according to “The 
State of the Nation’s Housing 1991,” 
the fourth in a series of annual reports 
by the Joint Center for Housing Stud¬ 
ies of Harvard University. 

“As the economy recovers, home 
prices and rents will once again move 
up, further limiting the housing oppor¬ 
tunities of the nation’s low- and mod¬ 
erate-income households,” said Wil¬ 
liam Apgar and Denise DiPasquale, co¬ 
authors of the Ford Foundation-spon¬ 
sored report, which was released at 
the National Press Club in Washington. 

Apgar and DiPasquale also are 
members of the faculty at Harvard’s 
John F. Kennedy School of Govern¬ 
ment. Jean Cummings and Nancy Mc- 
Ardle, research analysts at the Center, 
also contributed to the report. 

The cost of purchasing a represen¬ 
tative starter home improved in 1990, 
the authors said in the report, but re¬ 
mained well above the more affordable 
levels of the 1970’s. Rents nationwide 
have stabilized at record high levels, 
but rents paid by the poor continue to 
rise, the authors were quoted in a 
press release. 

“High levels of rental vacancies and 
declines in rents may provide some re¬ 
lief to middle- and upper-income 
households,” observed Apgar, “but 
there is no evidence of substantial rent 
reduction at the low end of the mar¬ 
ket.” 

Low-cost housing stock continues 
to dwindle as units are lost to abandon¬ 
ment or upgraded to serve higher in¬ 
come households, the report states. In 
the late 1980s, some 483,000 units 
were removed from the inventory each 
year. Of these losses, 197,000 were 
rental units, including 90,000 low-cost 
or subsidized units, the authors state 
in the report. 

Even worse is the decrease in 
multi-family housing starts, caused by 
the weak economy and the credit 
squeeze. 

The lack of multi-family units kicks 


out one of the most important rungs in 
the housing ladder, said William North, 
executive vice president of the Nation¬ 
al Association of Realtors, in This 
Week in Real Estate last week. 

It is the low-income households 
who most rely on multi-family housing 
and cash- and credit-poor investors 
and developers just are not capable of 
building new apartments, North said. 
Without a place to start, these house¬ 
holds cannot possibly move up the 
housing ladder, he said. 

“Today’s level of multi-family 
starts is well below that required both 
to offset annual inventory losses and to 
meet even modest projected growth in 
renter households,” the authors of 
“The State of the National’s Housing 
1991 ’ ’ are quoted in the report. 

Continued loss of low-cost stock is 
bad news for the nearly 4.4 million 
poor households that do not live in 
subsidized housing, the report states. 
In 1989, some 77 percent of unassist¬ 
ed poor renter households paid more 
than 50 percent of their income for 
housing. Yet despite high cost bur¬ 
dens, one-in-four of these household 
lived in structurally inadequate hous¬ 
ing. 

High housing costs also limit home- 
ownership opportunities, the report 
states. Though up slightly in the past 
year, the homeownership rate of 64.1 
percent remains well below the 1980 
peak of 65.6 percent. For black house¬ 
holds, homeownership also declined 


from 43.8 percent in 1980 to 42.4 per¬ 
cent in 1990, the report states. “Even 
if lenders offer a mix of 5 percent, 10 
percent and 20 percent down payment 
options, only 22 percent of white rent¬ 
ers and 4 percent of black renters have 
the income and wealth to qualify for a 
mortgage to purchase a typical starter 
home,” the report states. 

But the authors warn observers not 
to overreact to the depressed condi¬ 
tions. The report contends that as the 
economic recovery' strengthens, the 
demand for good-quality, single-family 
homes will rebound. 

Yet, the outlook for poor house¬ 
holds, those unable to secure subsi¬ 
dized units, those facing the greatest 
housing needs, is still bleak, the au¬ 
thors state. The economic recovery 
will only make things worse. 

Additional support for the study 
was provided by Fannie Mae, Freddie 
Mac, the Housing Assistance Council, 
the Research and Educational TrUst 
Fund of the Mortgage Bankers Associ¬ 
ation of America, the National Associa¬ 
tion of Home Builders, the National 
Association of Housing and Redevelop¬ 
ment Officials, the National Council of 
State Housing Agencies, the National 
Low-Income Housing Coalition/Low- 
Income Housing Information Service, 
Weyerhaeuser Company, and the Poli 
cy Advisory' Board of the Joint Center 
for Housing Studies of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity.

the loan’s first and seventh anniversary. Finally, make certain the con¬ 
vertible offers the same 2 percent yearly and 6 percent lifetime interest 
rate caps offered by most conventional adjustables, and that you’ll be 
able to afford the maximum monthly payment, if the rate rises to its 
maximum level. 

Another combination loan product to consider is the lender funded buy 
down. Here, in order to help you qualify' for a loan, lenders set the initial 
interest rate between 1 and 1-1/2 percent below current fixed rates. Af¬ 
ter the first year, the rate rises 1 percent. After the second year, the 
rate rises another point, where it stays for the remainder of the loan. 

As with the adjustable, a lender funded buy down will help you qualify 
for a larger mortgage — due to the initially lower rate — while guaran¬ 
teeing you the stability of a fixed-rate mortgage, beginning in the loan's 
third year. What are the drawbacks? The rate the loan will rise to, and 
be fixed at, is usually about 1 percent higher than current 30-year fixed 
rates. What precautions should you take? Be certain you’ll be able to 
comfortably afford the monthly payment once the interest rate has 
reached its maximum level.

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New covenant signed for Wendell St. development

Wendell Realty Trust has cleared 
one more hurdle on its way to Tow n 
Meeting. 

Following a public hearing on Oct. 
29, Planning Board members signed 
a new covenant with builder, 
Richard Russo. 

Russo, trustee of Wendell Realty 
Trust, had originally planned to 
build 28 condominium units on his 4.2 


acre-property, according to Paul 
Amico, attorney for the trust. How¬ 
ever, when the real estate market 
collapsed, Russo switched gears. 

A new proposal calls for the con¬ 
struction of 15 single-family houses 
on the property, which lies southerly 
of Wendell Street, northerly of Fitz¬ 
gerald Avenue and easterly of the 
Woburn Loop. 

The only substantative change 
from this agreement and the origi¬ 
nal signed in October, 1988 is that the 


plan calls for multi-family units as 
opposed to single-family units, 
according to Planning Board Chair¬ 
man Daniel Chane. 

Under Fall Town Meeting warrant 
Articles 9 and 10 a citizen’s petition 
will ask that the zoning of the prop¬ 
erty on Wendell Street be changed 
and that the previous covenant be 
nullified. If the petition is passed by

a two-thirds vote at Town Meeting, 
Russo will come back before the 
Planning Board to hammer out the 
details of the proposed housing deve¬ 
lopment under the Subdivision Con¬ 
trol Laws, said Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia. 

Rock Avenue resident John Mor¬ 
gan voiced the concerns of some of 
the residents in the area. “Vehicular 


traffic is number one in the minds of 
the families in the neighborhood,” 
said Morgan regarding use by the 
new development of neighboring 
streets, Rock Avenue and Fitzgerald 
Avenue for egress. Russo replied 
that he did not intend to access those 
streets from the new' houses.

Board okays 

funds for 
housing aid 

Allocation of $6,650 to cover 
half the cost of housing post

Local housing officials have 
received a shot in the arm with the 
allocation of funding from the tow'n 
coffers for a technical assistant. 

Members of the Board of Select¬ 
men voted unanimously at their Oct. 
28 session to allocate $6,650 to cover 
half the cost of a technical assistant 
whose primary duty would be to aid 
in the preparation of a Comprehen¬ 
sive Housing Affordability Study 
(CHAS). 

The CHAS will help the town com¬ 
pete for state and federal housing 
grants as well as to undertake a 
longterm affordable housing 
strategy at the local level. 

David Mortensen, chairman of the 
Winchester Housing Partnership 
Committee (WHPC), told the board 
the position would be temporary and 
on a part-time basis. The position 
would be contracted at $15 per hour 
for approximately 20 hours per 
week. The duties are expected to 
span nine months, said Mortensen. 

With half the money from the 
town, the other half of the funding, 
according to Mortensen, would be 
raised through private sources. 

According to the job description, 
the individual would report to the 
Board of Selectmen and “coordinate 
materials and communications on 
issues of subsidized housing prog¬ 
rams and proposals.” 

Also, the duties of the technical 
assistant would include working 
with the WHPC on the compilation of 
information on housing needs, coor¬ 
dinating with other town groups and 
organizing the development of the 
CHAS. 

Mortensen said the end product 
w'ould be a “long-range document,” 
which would offer options that could 
be pursued by tow’n officials in the 
area of housing. Public input would 


be called for at various stages of the 
strategy development. 

Allan Rodgers, member of the 
WHPC, said a number of “informa¬ 
tional forums” would be held to 
elicit public response to the plan. 

John Suhrbier, member of the 
Winchester Housing Authority, said 
his board had not yet taken a formal 
vote on the proposal, yet previous 
discussions had been held among 
members on the topic. He said there 
had been “no objections” from 
members on the concept of the 
proposal. 

Selectman Robert Deering noted 
that the “housing problem is not a 
recent issue” and added that there 
has not been a substantial change in 
the housing situation in Winchester 
for several years. 

He expressed his interest in seeing 
a plan that could be set into action, 
rather than adding another study to 
the list of housing studies already 
completed in town. 

“Eventually, we’re either going to 
do something with housing or we’re 
not going to do something with hous¬ 
ing,” said Deering. 

Liquor licenses 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
approve one-day liquor licenses for 
the Winchester Players fall produc¬ 
tion of “Monique” in November and 
the Winton Club’s annual cabaret- 
style production in January and 
February of next year. 

Selectmen allowed the permits 
after reviewing the applications, 
which call for a responsible mana¬ 
ger in charge of dispersing the liquor 
and dates and times the liquor will 
be served.

Housing caucus 
hashes out options

In order to address the need for 
affordable housing in Winchester, 
local officials are first identifying 
the obstacles to be surmounted. 

In a caucus discussion held Satur¬ 
day, Oct. 26, representatives from 
local town boards discussed the 
issue of affordable housing and 
began the process of identifying and 
assessing residents’ housing needs. 

The group also hopes to address 
issues in town that have hindered the 
development of affordable housing, 
including restrictive zoning bylaws. 
Town Moderator John Sullivan 
opened the discussion and moder¬ 
ated the dialogue among committee 
members. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken, also a 
member of the Winchester Housing 
Partnership Committee (WHPC), 
talked of the need for affordable 
housing in Winchester. He noted that 
houses in Winchester with a price 
tag under $100,000 are “just about 
zero” and added that the high pric¬ 
ing precludes many individuals, who 
are employees of the town, from 
living here. 

“A substantial group of our own 
citizens fall into l that group 1,” said 
Van Aken. 

Van Aken said because of the 
town’s location, and various public 
policies, housing in town has histori¬ 
cally been more expensive. “That’s 
certainly not going to change over¬ 
night,” said Van Aken, “but that 
does not mean we cannot, in some 
reasonable wav. make housing 


affordable.” 

He acknowledged however, that 
the Winchester Housing Authority 
has in the past been “very aggres¬ 
sive” in gaining state and federal 
support. That funding however, has 
often dried up before the money is 
turned over to local housing 
authorities. 

Allan Rodgers, vice chairman of 
the WHPC, said the need for afford¬ 
able housing in Winchester “is far 
greater than what we can provide.” 

He noted that the town is not 
thinking about building more units, 
but rather, utilizing existing housing 
stock. 

Robert Erickson, president of the 
Council on Aging, noted that afford¬ 
able housing is a “real concern” for 
the elderly in Winchester. He noted 
too, his group does not deny there 
are other groups in towns with 
“housing problems.” 

He also noted that the cost for the 
elderly of maintaining a home 
increases as the individual’s physi¬ 
cal ability decreases. And at the 
same time, healthcare costs are 
increasing as well, said Erickson. 

He noted that the COA is currently 
working toward providing counsel¬ 
ing for the elderly on housing 
options, including tax deferrals and 
reverse mortgages. 

The group also discussed home 
sharing options for the elderly, 
which often incorporate a single 
parent in a living arrangement with 
an elderly person. However, the 
issue of zoning, which restricts more 
than three unrelated persons living

Emergency planners try 6 dry run 9

Should a hazardous materials 
emergency occur in Winchester, loc¬ 
al officials have vowed they will be 
ready. 

In accordance with SARA Title 
III, or the Superfund Amendments 
and Reauthorization Act of 1986, 
Winchester has developed a Local 
Emergency Planning Committee 
(LEPC), which coordinates the 
response of public safety personnel 
in the event of an emergency involv¬ 
ing hazardous materials. 


Health Director Joseph Tabbi, 
LEPC Coordinator, arranged a 
“table-top” disaster drill recently, 
which gave members of the commit¬ 
tee an opportunity to test their skills. 

The “disaster” was actually an 
experiment in how each of the public 
safety and hazardous materials 
teams in town will react when an 
emergency occurs. The table-top 
exercise used a hypothetical traffic 
accident chemical spill as a 
scenario. 

Fire Department Captain Barry 
McNutt moderated the table-top 


incident, calling for responders to 
the scene to identify their chain of 
duties. 

First responders to the scene are 
police and fire department person¬ 
nel. Those first responders must 
identify the chemical, and deter¬ 
mine if the individuals involved in 
the accident have been 
contaminated. 

Through the chain of command, 
other town officials are notified of 
the hazardous materials situations.

Aberjona testing results are revealed

The Aberjona River and sur¬ 
rounding waters are being given 
a long, hard look. 

It was standing room only as 
some of the early results of a 
longterm environmental study on 
the Aberjona watershed, under¬ 


way since 1987 were presented to 
Winchester and Woburn resi¬ 
dents at Winchester Town Hall 
Oct. 29. 

Chemical wastes from tanne¬ 
ries, insecticides and other indus¬ 
tries have been released into the 
Aberjona watershed since before 
the mid-19th century, according 
to Winchester resident Professor 


William Thilly. 

Thilly and Professor Harold 
Hemond of the “Superfund Basic 
Research Program” at MIT’s 
Center for Environmental Health 
Sciences reported the study’s 
progress. 

The study will attempt to deter¬ 
mine the effect toxins have on 
human health and the potential 


link of these toxins to cancer and 
other genetic illnesses, according 
to Conservation Commissioner 
Dr. Rita Breen. The study will 
also attempt to determine if there 
is a relationship between chemi¬ 
cal contaminants in the en iron- 
ment and mutations that lead to 
cancers and genetic disorders.

Beyond toilet training 

Although toilet training may be 
the most urgent priority parents 
have concerning their child’s urin¬ 
ary habits, there are childhood blad¬ 
der problems that can cause trouble 
long after toilet training is reduced 
to a vague memory. The symptoms 
can be subtle so it’s especially 
important for parents to know the 
signals of bladder infections, how to 
help prevent them and recom¬ 
mended treatments. 

In the first few months of life, 
bacteria in the urine (bacteruria) 
occurs in about 3 percent of boys and 
1 percent of girls, Dr. Jerry Ritten- 
house, a urologist at Winchester 
Hospital. That percentage changes 
quickly, with 3 percent of girls and a 
mere one-half percent of boys hav¬ 
ing bacteruria after one year. Often 
there are no symptoms, which is 


why doctors frequently include a 
urinalysis in routine infant 
checkups. 

Some bladder infections do have 
symptoms, but they can be hard to 
pin down. According to Dr. Ritten- 
house, lethargy, irritability and fev¬ 
er can accompany a urinary infec¬ 
tion. Again, a urinalysis enables the 
doctor to determine if there is bac¬ 
teria in the urine. 

In an infant, behavior changes 
prompted by a bladder infection are 
not obvious, but in a slightly older 
child, there are some cues. “If a 
child has urgency or frequency of 
urination, that should be looked at,” 
explains Rittenhouse. 

“Also, when children take certain 
postures, such as crossing their legs 
or squatting down and clutching 
themselves, they may be trying to 
suppress bladder action, which is 
causing them pain.” 

Any child who has had an infection 
should have a urological workup, 
according to Dr. Rittenhouse. A 
painless ultrasound will detect 
obstructions, scarring of the kidney 
or anatomical abnormalities that 
can lead to more serious problems. 
“As many as 20 to 50 percent of the 
children who have had documented 
infections will have reflux, in which 
urine moves back from the bladder 
to the kidneys,” he says. This situa¬ 
tion needs careful follow-up, 
because reflux can cause complica¬ 
tions, such as renal failure or high 
blood pressure. 

Since many of these conditions are 
related to genetics, if one child in the 
family has a bladder infection, the 
other children should be screened. 

Dr. Rittenhouse says, “If you 
watch for behavioral changes in 
your children, make sure they prac¬ 
tice good hygiene and know your 
family history, you can help spare 
them the discomfort of bladder 
infections or at least ensure they get 
prompt treatment and relief.”

Capital Planning Committee 
takes its case to Town Meeting 


Board cites need for capital

Waiting for the axe to fall again on 
the capital funding does not sit well 
with this year’s Capital Planning 
Committee. 

The Capital Planning Committee 
has no specific articles to address at 
this Fall’s Town Meeting but that 
isn’t going to deter its members 
from detailing the risks inherent in 
eliminating capital expenditures for 
the second year. 

At a meeting on Oct. 23, members 
discussed the zero funding for fiscal 
year 1992 (FY92), which will result 
in no expenditure this year on items 
that the committee prioritized last 
year. 


According to committee member 
Alice McCarter, the capital budget 
was zeroed out to bring the budget in 
balance. 

The reason the committee is try¬ 
ing to head off the discussion on next 
year’s budget that takes place in 
Spring Town Meeting is to help the 
town grasp what line item elimina¬ 
tion of the capital budget means in 
terms of long-term planning. 


Capital Planning Committee 
Chairman Curt Jones said, “We 
need to remind the town of the price 
they’re paying.’’ 

The newest addition to the Capital 
Planning Committee, Andrew Hall, 
said that, “there is a very large 
reason to put a certain amount back 
in operation and maintenance.” 

There was considerable discussion 
of the effects of repeatedly delaying 
the repair and maintenance of the 
town’s capital equipment. The 
major issue noted was that the lon¬ 
ger certain repairs are delayed; the 
greater the risk that replacement 
will be expensive, according to 
member Richard Kasanjian. 

Finance Committee Committee 
and CPC member Cynthia Krumme 


said that several items on last year’s 
list have appeared on capital 
replacement lists such as road 
repair and the purchase of police 
cars year after year. 

At this point Jones asked, “Do we 
have to be at the point where there’s 
a speeder and we don’t have a cruis¬ 
er that can catch him” with regard 
to stirring concern among the 
public. 


expenditures 

“Someone has to solve the other 
part of the puzzle; that is where is 
the money going to come from?” 
said School Committee’s representa¬ 
tive to the board, member Mark 
Lombardi. 

Lombardi added that any presen¬ 
tation to Town Meeting should 
include a list of the priority items 
from last year to give people an idea 
of the problems. 

Added Lombardi, “When does it 
reach the point when we say to 
department heads, if you want those 
vehicles then you choose them out of 
the operating budget?” 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said that there are expendi¬ 
tures that have to be made on a 
regular basis to support an opera¬ 
tional program. Said Maurer, 
“When push comes to shove, the 
active programs will win out every 
time.” 

Maurer said, “What’s important is 
the message we leave with people” 
when the presentation is made to 
Town Meeting. 

“If we don’t fund capital then 
there’s no sense having a capital 
committee,” said Lombardi. 

Jones will make the presentation 
to Town Meeting, using input from 
the committee. Following Town 
Meeting, the committee plans a 
review of each town department’s 
requests followed by a prioritization 
of capital requests from each 
department.

Shannon and Casey 
announce grant funds 

Senator Charles Shannon, Rep¬ 
resentative Paul Casey, and Envir¬ 
onmental Affairs Secretary Susan F. 
Tierney announced that 40 Massa¬ 
chusetts communities have been 
awarded $400,000 in grants through 
the state’s MASS Releaf program to 
plant new trees.

rehearsed in their everyday clothes 
and used folding chairs for 
furniture. 

Anything could go wrong! (Not too 
long ago, part of the set came tum¬ 
bling down during the Super Sunday 
rehearsal!)

Mr. and Mrs. Paul C. Dunn 
Dunn donates land 
to Mount Grace Trust 

A 166-acre tract of Ashburnham 
woodland has been permanently 
protected from development by Paul 
C. Dunn, former Selectman of 
Winchester and summer resident of 
Ashburnham who has donated the 
land to the Mount Grace Land Con¬ 
servation Trust. 

A few years ago, while in the 
hands of another owner, the land 
was surveyed and approved for a 
147-lot development. As part of the 
conservation effort, Dunn has also 
established a modest endowment 
that permits the property to remain 
on the property tax rolls as a forest 
management demonstration area. 

The property is located off Dunn 
Road in western Ashburnham and 
will be known as the “Paul C. Dunn 
Woodland Preserve.” The site abuts 
42 acres that Dunn gave to the Ash¬ 


burnham Conservation Commission 
in 1984. Mount Grace Land Conser¬ 
vation Trust a non-profit natural 
resource protection agency founded 
in Warwick in 1986 has helped pro¬ 
tect more than 3,000 acres of impor¬ 
tant open space in western Worces¬ 
ter and eastern Franklin counties. 
The Trust’s activities in Worcester 
County include several major 
resource protection projects in 
Athol, Petersham, Phillipston, and 
Royalston. The Trust has cooper¬ 
ated in an environmental education¬ 
al program at Oakmont Regional 
High School, but this is its first 
direct land protection project in 
Ashburnham. 

The Dunn property has always 
been wooded and unlike most land in 
central Massachusetts has never 
been farmed. It has been a source of 
lumber for the region’s numerous 
woodburning and furniture factories 
and as a source of firewood for the 
woodburning locomotives of the for¬ 
mer Cheshire Railroad. The proper¬ 
ty is home to many species of wild¬ 
life and plants. Among the recent 
sightings in the past year were 
moose, bear, beaver, mink, blue¬ 
birds, eagles, white lady slippers, 
twinflowers, and cardinal flowers. 

The property was purchased by 
the W.F. Whitney Co., owned by 
Dunn’s grandfather more than 100 
years ago. It was sold in the mid 
1930s to satisfy Depression-era cre¬ 
ditors. In 1982, Dunn acquired the 
properly at auction to forestall the 
proposed 147 lot development. 

The Dunn family has a history of 
conservationist philanthropy. 
Dunn’s grandfather, the late John A. 
Dunn, gave to the city of Gardner 
the Dunn Park and Dunn Pond now 
part of the Heritage State Park. 

The Mount Grace Land Conserva¬ 
tion Trust, 5 Chestnut Hill, Warwick, 
MA 01364, is currently seeing new 
members interested in support of its 
natural resource protection 
activities.

Winchester 
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Youth Center will seek 
money from private sources

With funding from the town trail¬ 
ing off over the years, members of 
the local Youth Center will now look 
for other methods to finance the 
town’s youth activities. 

Recreation Department Director 
Lee Evans presented the Board of 
Selectmen with a history of the 
Youth Center, and offered a propos¬ 
al to restore funding to the program 
through private monies. 

Evans noted that the town’s finan¬ 
cial support for the Youth Center has 
gone from $44,(KK) in 1988 to $6,000 in 
fiscal year 1992. 

With additional funding, Evans 
said the Youth Center could continue 
to operate four afternoons a week, 
an increase of one day a week over 
last year, and continue the groups 
Discover, for seventh- and eighth 
graders and Focus for senior high 
students. 

Evans said the department would 
seek an initial appropriation from 
private sources of approximately 
$150,000, which would be used over a 


three-year period. The monies would 
go specifically toward a contracted 
position, the duties of which would 
be to help implement youth prog¬ 
rams and activities at the center. 

Evans said these youth groups, 
Discover and Focus, have started up 
on a pilot basis as a support social 
network for adolescents and have 
proved successful. 

Linda Buckheim, coordinator of 
the Council on Youth, said parents 
are initially pleased with the pilot 
programs. 

Selectman Bob Deering noted that 
the Recreation Department is seek¬ 
ing private funds and therefore it is 
not within the board’s purview to 
mandate how it is spent. However, 
he suggested the money go toward 
“more services and programs" 
instead of a $35,(KK) salary over a 
three-year period. He termed this 
expense, “exhorbitant." 

Evans noted that the service 
would be on a contractual basis and 
therefore the individual would not 
receive benefits from the town. 

Deering added that the funding 
proposal would call for the town to 


kick in $24,(KK) in the third year, to 
fund the additional person, and ques¬ 
tioned the board’s ability to commit 
to that sum so far in advance. 

Selectmen approved the plan 4-0, 
with Selectman Peter Van Aken abs¬ 
taining from the discussion. 

“Running the Youth Center on the 
amount allocated in the I town! 
appropriation would be a very mini¬ 
mal operation," said Evans in an 
interview following the vote, “Now 
we have an opportunity to provide 
an exciting and comprehensive 
program for the town’s youth."

together, has curtailed this option. 

Sullivan noted that zoning is a 
public policy that impacts afford¬ 
able housing development in town 
and should be investigated further 
by the group. 

John Suhrbier, member of the 
Winchester Housing Authority, also 
noted that in addition to the elderly, 
the mentally challenged and single 
parents are also in need of afford¬ 
able housing. 

Suhrbier also noted that address¬ 
ing the needs of these groups does 
not just mean providing units. “It’s 
not just the physical unit, but putting 
together a package I of service I."

set up perimeters around the conta 
minated areas. Emergency medical 
personnel, who have also been 
trained in hazardous materials 
decontamination, are alerted of the 
situation as well. 

Leonard Wallace of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
was on hand to critique the exercise. 
He noted that the LEPC plan is 
never complete, and is subject to 
change with each new chemical that 
is developed. He also noted that 
Winchester is in a good position to 
vie for federal monies, derived from 
industry support, to gain training 
and equipment for hazardous 
materials. 

“Winchester is eligible for money 
because the plan is up and running." 
said Wallace. 

Tabbi said 90 percent of the fire 
and police personnel have been 
trained in hazardous materials 


response techniques. 

Under SARA, companies statew¬ 
ide are required to submit a list of 
the materials they use to do busi¬ 
ness, and how and by what route 
certain potentially hazardous 
materials are brought into their 
facilities. 

Under the plan, local authorities 
can train and plan for a potential 
crisis, reduce the risk of disaster 
and educate the public. 

The law went into effect in Octob¬ 
er, 1986, and has since required the 
formation of these LEPCs. The law 
evolved from the Right to Know Act 
of 1986, which established the State 
Emergency Planning Committee. 

Currently, there are more than 300 
substances tagged as hazardous 
materials on the Title II list. Howev¬ 
er, many other materials, such as 
gasoline, are targeted by local plan¬ 
ning groups when in quantities of 
more than 10.000 pounds. 


Scientists reveal 
early test results

The waters of Winchester and 
Woburn, the Aberjona River, 
Wedge Pond, Horn Pond Brook 
and Mystic Lake are included in 
the study. 

Hemond explained the “chemi¬ 
cal legacy" of the area with parti 
cular emphasis on the chemicals 
arsenic and chromium. The sci¬ 
entists have noted a correlation 
between the mobility of the two 
metals, according to Hemond. 

Said Hemond, “One of the criti¬ 
cal questions is in what chemical 
form do these metals exist?" 

Also, where the metals will go 
as well as their subsequent effect 
on human beings are still other 
questions to be answered, accord¬ 
ing to Hemond. 

Through a series of core sam¬ 
ples of the various river sedi 
ments and suspended sediment 
analysis, the study estimated the 
amount of metals in the water 
ways and how much of the metals 
were mobile. 

The selection of chemicals to 
study were culled from a list for 
their “watershed-wide perspcc 
live," according to Hemond 

Two tests were then conducted 
to determine if these sediments 
samples when introduced to cells 
caused mutations. The bacteria 
salmonella was used and 20 out of 
32 samples showed cell changes 
The second set of tests involved 
using human cells. Of the 32 sam¬ 
ples only two showed signs of 
mutation, one in Wedge Pond 
The sediment samples were 
taken from 70 ft. deep in the 


water and 30 centimeters deep in 
the soil, according to Thilly. 

“We have decided to focus our 
future activity in Wedge Pond," 
said Hemond. 

Board of Health member Ran¬ 
dall Swartz asked what public 
health concerns were raised by 
the findings. 

“I would discourage people 
from contacting sediments, not 
the water so much; but I would 
not want children making mud- 
pies," said Hemond. 

The team will begin an active 
study of human cells using blood 
samples from volunteers some¬ 
time over the next six months. 

Thilly said, “We will try to find 
people who were here 35 to 50 
years ago." 

The study will attempt to find if 
the chromium in the environment 
had a significant effect on indivi¬ 
duals living in the area. Said 
Thilly, “Each chemical causes a 
specific set of genetic changes." 
The blood of volunteers will be, 
studied over a three-year period, 
according to Thilly. 

“We want to bring technology 
into the direct study of humans," 
said Thilly. He added that study¬ 
ing the mutagenicity of the sedi¬ 
ment from Wedge Pond may in 
the end allow the team to answer 
larger public health questions. 

A member of the audience 
asked Thilly how he took the 
different risk factors for cancer 
into account, and then could 
single out one exposure as the 
most significant. Thilly said that 
for each cell type there is a most 
important mutagen. 
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said Suhrbier. 

He also noted that if zoning bylaws 
were adapted, "a small degree of 
flexibility" must be maintained. 
"Zoning bylaws were written in the 
past in such a restrictive manner," 
said Suhrbier. 

WHPC member David Mortensen 
noted that the School Committee and 
Conservation Commission have 
been reluctant to give up town land 
for housing. 

Commissioner Rita Breen coun¬ 
tered, however, that the commis¬ 
sion’s charge is to protect open land, 
specifically land with "open space 
value.”

been supported by Selectmen Robert 
Deering and Stephen Powers. 

Coit said he and other residents 
are opposed to Article 11, which calls 
for funding for lighting at Manches¬ 
ter Field. He voiced his concern that 
the funding for such a project could 
be better spent on other fiscal 
matters. 

He also noted that security, main¬ 


tenance and operating costs of a 
lighting system should be taken into 
consideration as well as parking, 
public safety and the use of the field 
for other non-scholastic activities by 
the community. He added that he 
found the wording of the proposed 
article “vague.” 

Selectman Deering noted that the 
idea came about after meetings with 
parents groups and sports groups. 
He said fleshing out the idea was 


"the beginning of a process to see if 
there is interest [in the proposal].” 
He also noted some 250 signatures 
had been gathered for the petition. 

He also noted that the proposal 
was preliminary and the framers of 
the article planned to continue 
gathering information. He said from 
a financial point of view, the propos¬ 
al would appear to be self-sustaining 
based on the similar undertakings in 
other towns.

the record the number of residents 
from Rock Avenue, Fitzgerald 
Avenue and Hill Street who had 
signed the petition for Town Meet¬ 
ing. There were only two signatures 
in support from residents of Fitzger¬ 
ald Avenue, none from the other two 
streets. 

“For the record, do you propose to 
tie sewerage on lots, eight, nine, and 
10 into Rock Avenue?” asked Mor¬ 
gan. Ciarcia intervened, “I want it 
to be understood that this plan is still 
a conceptual idea.” He asked Mor¬ 
gan to hold his questions on the 
specifics for a later filing. 

Wendell Street resident Arthur 
Collins spoke in support of the peti¬ 
tion as well as several other 
residents. 

Tania Acres plans approved 

Plans for the development, Tania 
Acres, won approval from the board 
in a 4-1 vote. 

Planning Board member Richard 
Welch voted against the motion. 

Michael Giambro, a Winchester 
developer, began the approval pro¬ 
cess for a five-lot subdivision on his 
property in 1987. 

When the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion denied his original proposal 
based on provisions of the Wetlands 
Protection Act — and the Depart¬ 


ment of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) approved the proposal — 
Giambro began a three-year battle 
in the courts. 

During that process, 25 residents 
of the Smith Pond area, delineated 
by Johnson Road, Ridge Street and 
Cox Road, have filed for “intervener 
status” with the DEP. The neigh¬ 
bors still await a ruling on the issue 
and in the meantime are pursuing 
other avenues of action. 

On Oct. 10, when the plan came 
before the Planning Board for a 
decision, the board delayed ruling on 
the revised plans submitted by 
Giambro. When a subdivision is 
denied planners’ approval the deve¬ 
loper is allowed to reapply within a 
seven-month window. 

At that meeting, Ciarcia had noted 
that Giambro may be ruled exempt 
from the seven-month rule since he 
had applied to the landcourt on appe¬ 
al on the case, which would grand¬ 
father the revised plans. 

Following the vote by the Planning 
Board, Cox Road resident T. Brook 
Greene said, “It would have helped 
our case considerably if it hadn’t 
been grandfathered.” 

Miliaras petition 

The Planning Board voted 3-2 to 
take no action on a new petition from 
Barbara and Emanuel Miliaras of 


Mt. Pleasant Street to renovate a 
carriage house at the back of their 
property into an apartment for their 
autistic son, Stephen. 

Planning Board member Donna 
D’Agostino said the petition still 
involved a “non-conforming access 
structure.” Thus, she stated, it is a 
repetitive petition and the same one 
which was denied in October, 1990 by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

“I would like to go on record as 
being opposed to sending the petition 
back to the ZBA,” said D’Agostino. 

McCall-Taylor said that there 
were two reasons it should be consid¬ 
ered a new petition. The petitioners 
in the case had changed from one 
petitioner to three and a new housing 
act needed to be taken into account. 

“I don’t think it’s appropriate,” 
said McCall-Taylor of the ‘no action’ 
vote. She warned that the board was 
setting an unusual precedence by 
issuing no opinion. 

Planning Board member Harold 
Chefalo said that the plan should be 
sent back before the ZBA. Any other 
move by the Planning Board would 
have only served to add another 
meeting to the process, argued Che¬ 
falo, and would not have addressed 
the real issues. 

The vote will allow the petition to 
be heard at a public hearing sche¬ 
duled for Nov. 19.

Life may be short, but it’s wide

As the crimson and russet 
autumn leaves rattled into the 
gutters on Winchester streets, 
well appointed autos and loose 
jointed flivvers hurried past 
Town Hall — on Halloween 1925 
— toward the comfort of home. 

The Winchester Star ran a 
piece that week on the origin of 
the October milestone. “Hallo¬ 
ween is the popular name given 
to the festival of All Saints cele¬ 
brated Oct. 31, as the eve of Nov. 
1. The Greek Church as early as 
the fourth century kept a feast of 
all martyrs and saints on the first 
Sunday of Pentecost. The object 
of this day was, in its inception, 
probably to do honor in bulk to all 
the lesser saints who could not 
have a feast set apart for them as 
well as to all holy men and mar¬ 
tyrs whose record has not 
survived.” 

While great yellow pumpkins 
from the Russell Farm on Cam¬ 
bridge Street flickered hideous 
grins from dark Winchester por¬ 
ches, the big news in town was 
how Sgt. Tom Cassidy, with the 
help of the new traffic signals in 
The Square, nailed a bootlegger 
hurtling through town in a Model 
T Ford — loaded with 60 gallons 
of alcohol. 

As householders made popcorn 
balls and polished up crispy red 
apples for local trick-or-treaters, 
Winchester opened up the 
watershed for the annual inspec¬ 
tion by townspeople — and on 
that same Saturday — Halloween 
1925 — Melrose clobbered 
Winchester 20 to 6! 

The Star trumpeted that “The 
work of sophomore ‘Hennie’ 
Knowlton, Coach Mansfield’s all 
around star, stood out like a sore 
thumb. Local offense nearly got 
going when Knowlton tossed off 
passes to ‘Nicky’ Fitzgerald and 
[Flaviol Rolli which took the ball 
to the Melrose 30-yard line” — 
but at the half, with two rushes

THE SENATE. “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local senators’ votes 
on two roll calls from Senate 
sessions. 

TOWING (S 366) — Senate 32-1, 
overrode Governor Weld’s veto of an 
amended bill taking the authority of 
setting towing rates for police 
ordered towing away from the 
Department of Public Utilities 
(DPU).

$1.25 per mile. Current maximum 
rates are $1.25 per mile, $30 for a 
daytime tow and $35 for an evening 
tow.

That same day, The Star noted 
in Newsy Paragraphs that “Quite 
a delegation of local motor enthu¬ 
siasts took in the automobile 
races at Salem, N.H.” 

Halloween was noted as the 
quietest on record in the town. 
Although porch furniture and 
signs turned up in the oddest 
places on Nov. 1, the worst 1925 
prank was the torching of Morril 
Barr’s henhouse at 18 Oak Street. 

In honor of the season, many in 
Winchester held Halloween “frol¬ 
ics,” parties and dances — and 
sweets for such goings on probab¬ 
ly came from Perley Randall’s on 
Mount Vernon Street — where 
Chocolate Needhams, Pepper¬ 
mint Patties and “Our” Favo¬ 
rites could be had for 49 cents per 
pound. 

Party favors came from Wilson 
The Stationer, on Common 
Street, who offered novelties, 
favors, Halloween hats and pea 
shooters in the spirit of the 
season. 

While Winchester partied 
away, many were flocking to the 
Stoneham Theater which was 
serving up “three big acts of 
Vaudeville” with its popular 
silent films. 

Down at Central Fire Station, 
visitors were agog at the new 
Ahrens-Fox pumper which had 
arrived that Tuesday from Cin¬ 
cinnati. Chief David DeCourcy 
noted the new piece had pumped 
833 gallons per minute (well over 
the 750 gallons guaranteed by the 
manufacturer) when tested in the 
Fells just prior to Halloween. 

As the last of the fearsome 
jack-o-lanterns guttered in the 
cool night air, members of the 
Second Congregational Church 
readied for the groundbreaking 
ceremonies for their new building 
at Washington Street and Kenwin 
Road — a fitting tribute to All 
Saints Day in Winchester circa 
1925!

This week 
in history 

24 years ago 

The employees of the J.H. Winn 
Company were forced to evacu¬ 
ate due to an early morning fire. 
The fire was located in the ceiling 
of the company’s automatic 
machine room and caused very 
heavy smoke throughout the 
area. 

According to an article in the 
Star, the fire was caused when 
faulty wiring in a plug set off a 
spark which then ignited insula¬ 
tion material in the ceiling, fire 
officials said at the time. 

The chairman of the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission at that time, 
spoke of the continued downgrad¬ 
ing of the Aberjona River due to 
stagnation. The Aberjona 
Watershed Committee had been 
formed to address the problems 
of the Aberjona such as offensive 
odors and stagnation. The com¬ 
mittee planned to inform the gen¬ 
eral public on crucial matters 
regarding the Aberjona and 
make an inventory of the natural 
water resources in Winchester. 

Firefighters solicted input on 
the first youth award that week. 
The award was to go to a boy or 
girl in the seventh through 12th 
grades who, in the eyes of the 
committee, had done the most to 
make Winchester a better place 
to live. 

Town-wide “Waltz Evenings” 
were held at the Town Hall that 
year. The formal affairs were 
scheduled in the newly renovated 
Town Hall auditorium to benefit 
the Winchester Hospital through 
the the Friends of Winchester 
Hospital, at that time made 
direct gifts to the hospital for the 
purchase of equipment. 

The Middlesex Fells were 
opened to automobiles for 
viewing of the foliage that week. 
For two days residents were 
allowed to drive through to see 
the fall colors. 

The drivers were restricted to 
five miles an hour. Automobiles, 
persons on foot and those on bicy¬ 
cle were welcomed to enter the 
Fells through the Hillside Park¬ 
way entrance and South Border 
Road, according to the Star. It 
was noted that it was the 17th 
year such access was granted to 
Winchester residents. No picnics, 
smoking and horses were to be 
allowed. 

Eight to 10 dogs created a nui¬ 
sance at the Washington School 
playground that week. The dogs’ 
owners were asked to restrain 
their pets during school hours or 
at least until the children left for 
school so they wouldn’t follow 
them to the playground. 

The residents of Winchester set 
a goal of $32,000 for their United 
Fund Drive that year. The agen 
cy served 64 cities and towns at 
that time. The Winchester Visit¬ 
ing Nurses Association, which 
served Winchester was noted to 
be the agency most often use J by 
the town. 

Administrative changes that 
year in Winchester saw John 
Ciarcia named assistant to the 
town’s engineer, Howard 
Ambrose.

mine the condition of the schools 
with the implementation of the 
School Utilization Committee. 
Unfortunately, the ignorance of the 
importance of the school system lies 
with the residents of the town, not 
with the fifteen people who are on 
the committee. 

The residents who continually vote 
against all ballot propositions affect¬ 
ing the schools may not realize an 
important idea. Parents and advo¬ 
cates of the school system offer full 
fledged support to our schools, and 
their efforts are appreciated by the 
students, but the majority of 
Winchester residents continually 
contribute to the downslide of our 
school system. Specifically, resi¬ 
dents may not realize that we stu¬ 
dents are aware of this problem, and 
that we care. We are not simply 
inanimate objects that are unaf¬ 
fected by problems like this. Sadly, 
because most of us can not vote, we 
can be better compared to sitting 
ducks vulnerable to the concern of 
residents to save a little money 
every year by voting down proposals 
to support our schools. 

Because of a lack of funds this fall, 
class offerings were severely lim¬ 
ited. This resulted in countless stu¬ 
dents missing out on educational 
opportunities because of immense 
scheduling problems. The peer 
counseling program is in jeopardy 
because the advisor was let go from 
her position last year. The S.A.D.D. 
chapter was also in peril because 
both advisors were let go, and, in 
addition, the group was admonished 
for trying to carry on with the prog¬ 
ram without an advisor. Even the 
most basic necessities, such as the 
playing fields, are in peril. The Mid¬ 
dlesex League rejected the field 
hockey playing field on Skillings 
Road this year. There are many 
things for us as students to worry 
about, but it should also not go 
unnoticed that we are aware that we 
have a lot to be thankful for. 

Winchester is fostering the next 
generation in its school system. The 
residents need to realize that in just 
a short while, we will be adults 
holding important positions in the 
town. Or possibly we will not be 
Winchester residents anymore, for 
as children in the school system we 
were passed over as unimportant 
when compared to saving a few 
dollars every year.

TO THE EDITOR: 

On Monday, Oct. 14, 1991 in New 
Hampshire, a Winchester High 
School student was killed in a tragic 
auto accident. 

My heart and sincere sympathies 
go out to the loving family involved. 
I can think of nothing more trauma¬ 
tizing than to have a child prede¬ 
cease their parents. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 16, clearly 
while school was in session (1:15 
p.m.), a hearse drove up to the high 
school containing the student’s body 
in a casket, which was then removed 
from the hearse and wheeled to the 
front of the auditorium. 

I was present at the funeral ser¬ 
vices which were scheduled and con¬ 
ducted at 3 p.m. and was deeply 
troubled for those who were led to 
believe they would be attending a 
memorial service when in fact it was 
a funeral. Obviously there is a dis¬ 
tinction. Nowhere in the public 
notices was there any mention of a 
funeral. 

On Thursday, Oct. 17 at 11 a.m. 
there was a memorial service at the 
Winchester High School auditorium 
honoring the same student. 

I do strongly object to Winchester 
High School auditorium being used 
as a funeral parlor. In my judgment, 
that is an inappropriate use. My 
concern is to publicly request that 
funerals not be permitted again in 
the Winchester Public Schools.

Residents question 
specifics of proposal 

We are concerned that Town Meet¬ 
ing Members and other citizens do 
not have sufficient information 
about Warrant Article 11, which 
proposes that the Town “raise and 
appropriate, or transfer money for 
the installation of lights at Manches¬ 
ter Field.” 

The “lights” are apparently a high 
powered stadium lighting system for 
night sport games and part of a 
widened and combined football/ 
soccer field, not the security or safe¬ 
ty lights that many residents may 
assume from the warrant’s vague 
wording. Despite the scope and sig¬ 
nificance of such a project, no detail¬ 
ed proposal has been made available 
by the warrant’s sponsors, nor does 
there seem to have been any mean¬ 
ingful planning, study or discussion 
of the many issues the proposal 
raises, as of the date of this writing. 

We hope that Town Meeting Mem¬ 
bers will have the good sense to 
reject a stadium lighting system at a 
minimum, vote for further study,for 
the following reasons: 1) other Town 
priorities; 2) unknown and potential¬ 
ly high costs; 3) potential negative 
impact on other uses of Manchester 
Field; and 4) significant issues of 
parking and public safety. 

1. Priorities — Many residents feel 


there are higher priorities for 
Winchester than a “championship 
sports stadium,’’ such as education, 
services for seniors, general spend¬ 
ing restraint or even other recrea¬ 
tional facilities. 

A “sports stadium” at Manchester 
Field seems unnecessary and frivol¬ 
ous in a time of enormous fiscal 
pressure for the Town. The current 
time-tested system of daytime foot¬ 
ball and soccer games works well. 
There is no compelling reason to 
change it. 

2. Costs and Funding Sources — 
The total costs of and funding sour¬ 
ces for the proposed high power 
lighting system — 80 to 120 foot poles 
with multiple high intensity bulbs — 
have not yet been clearly identified. 
The upfront costs alone could easily 
reach $150,000 to $200,000, based on 
the experience of other towns. Also, 
the playing field itself would probab¬ 
ly need to be expanded and reno¬ 
vated to some extent, at unknown 
cost. 

Moreover, the ongoing costs of 
such a facility — operation, mainte¬ 
nance, insurance, security and 
future capital expenditures — could 
also be significant and would prob¬ 
ably be borne by the town, rather 
than the users of the stadium. 

For example, field upkeep, given 
the heavy combined use which is

anticipated, could easily become a 
significant ongoing expense. 

Sponsors of warrant Article 11 
seem to hope that the initial cost of 
the project can be funded "private¬ 
ly" from money held by sports asso¬ 
ciations such as the Soccer Club and 
from Purity Supreme linkage funds 


that are now' apparently contractu¬ 
ally slated for the high school’s soc¬ 
cer field. However, if these previous¬ 
ly earmarked funds can indeed be 
shifted to the lighting project, in 
w'hich sense are they "private?" 
Without the presentation of compell¬ 
ing evidence, sponsors seem to 
believe that night games will signif¬ 


icantly increase attendance and thus 
revenues for the Town. 

3. Impact on Manchester Field — 
While the physical details of the 
"proposal" have been made avail¬ 
able, it seems that a widened and 
combined soccer/football stadium 
and some provision for additional 
parking is envisioned. If so, the 


expensive clay infield baseball dia¬ 
mond at Manchester Field, as well 
as the heavily used track and exist¬ 
ing soccer field, could be altered or 
eliminated. 

Absent a comprehensive use plan 
for Manchester Field, arrived at 
after Townwide discussion, it does 
not seem appropriate to alter or 


jeopardize current or future uses of 
the field simply to accommodate 
night football or soccer games. 

4. Parking and Public Safety — 
Last, but certainly not least, how 
will the increased traffic and need 
for parking which the warrant’s 
sponsors seem to anticipate be dealt 
with? At this writing, no plan has 


been discussed to address these and 
other public safety concerns which 
the lighting proposal raises, particu¬ 
larly for neighborhood residents.

Senior communities 

cut electric bill costs 

Two Winchester senior communi¬ 
ties recently lit their way to big 
energy savings. The Gables Retire¬ 
ment Community, and The Aberjona 
Nursing Center took advantage of 
Boston Edison’s Energy Fitness 
Plan to cut electric bill costs, con¬ 
serve energy and help preserve the 
environment. Under Edison’s Effi¬ 
cient Lighting Program, these facili¬ 
ties are eligible for major rebates on 
a wide variety of lights and fixtures. 

The Gables purchased 163 energy- 
efficient lights to improve the light¬ 
ing quality of the corridors. These 
lights, which use more than a third 
less energy, will reduce The Gables’ 
yearly electric bills by an estimated 
$8,000. In addition to these energy 
savings, The Gables received a Bos¬ 
ton Edison rebate check for $2,282. 
The Aberjona Nursing Center also 
obtained a rebate check from Boston 
Edison in the amount of $494 after 
they installed 38 energy-efficient 
exit signs. 

Installing just one high-efficiency 
light can help the environment by 
displacing the need to burn nearly 
one barrel of oil and eliminating 380 
pounds of carbon emissions. These 
lights last up to 10 times longer than 


old fashioned incandescent lights. 
Thus, the actual time spent chang¬ 
ing energy-efficient lights is far less.

Arts and music program 

The Winchester Art and Music 
Program received rave reviews 
from an independent team of 
experts. 

Director of Music Lynn Itahmier 
and Director of Art David Ardito 
were on hand at the School Commit 
tee meeting Oct. 22 to present 
recommendations from the team to 
improve a program that is termed of 
"highest quality” by the team of 
evaluators. The evaluation took 
place over a three-day period in May 
1990. 

The visiting team consisted of Pro¬ 
fessor Dennis Palmer Wolf of the 
Graduate School of Education at 
Harvard University, President Wil¬ 
liam A. Seymour of the Boston Con¬ 
servatory and Fine Arts Director 
Susan Whcltle of the Reading Public 
Schools. 


The study commended the work 
already being accomplished in the 
town’s art and music programs, and 
noted that many other communities 
have already cut back on programs 
due to budgetary constraints. 

Chief among the recommenda¬ 
tions from the team was that the art 
and music program become “deeply 
linked” to other educational goals so 
that it is less vulnerable to budget 
cuts in the future, according to the 
summary. 

One of the ways art program coor¬ 
dinators will attempt to achieve this 
goal is to have each student develop 
a portfolio. According to Ardito, the 
portfolio would be a good addition to 
a student’s college applications. 

One suggestion was that music 
instruction continue past the third 
grade. However, Rahmier acknow¬ 
ledged changes would be difficult 
due to budget constraints. “We 
would like to encourage students to 
continue to take private lessons,” 
said Rahmier. 


The overall recommendations for 
the arts and music departments 
highlighted the amount of time that 
both art and music teachers spend in 
transit from one school to the next. 
The team recommended better utili¬ 
zation of the teachers’ time. 


In addition, the teachers were 
encouraged to better communicate 
the role of the arts and music prog¬ 
rams in the community as, "colleges 
seek well rounded students” not just 
those who are academically profi¬ 
cient, said Rahmier.

issues through a study committee, 
he added, "I have Serious reserva¬ 
tions about sinking any money into 
Skillings Field.’’ 

And committee members Michael 
Ronayne, Mark Lombardi and Alice 
McCarter said they thought there 
were better places to spend the esti¬ 
mated $100,000 for lighting. 

"I don’t see a reason to embark on 
a study,” said Ronayne. Lombardi 
and McCarter said the funds could 
he better spent and noted that capi¬ 
tal expenditures, for example, were 
not funded for this fiscal year. 

“As a member of the School Com¬ 
mittee ... if it’s going to cost 
$100,000, II think the money 1 would 
he better spent someplace else. As a 
member of Capital Planning, (I 
think 1 it would be better spent on 
capital planning,” said Lombardi. 

Makhoul stated that there was 
interest in the proposal within the 
community and urged the commit¬ 
tee to listen to the petitioners at 


The most significant criticism of 
the programs was focused on the 
separation that exists at the middle 
school level between the arts and the 
rest of the school’s curriculum. 

“My concern is how much our 
subjects are integrated, not isolated 
programs,” said Ardito.

Richard H. Frazier 

Richard H. Frazier, professor 
emeritus of electrical engineering at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy, died Thursday, Oct. 24, 1991, in 
Aberjona Nursing Center Winches¬ 
ter. He was 91. 

Born in Bellevue, Pa., he lived in 
Winchester for 53 years. 

Professor Frazier was involved 
with MIT for more than 70 years. He 
graduated from MIT in 1923, 
obtained advanced degrees, and 
became a full professor of electrical 
engineering. 

In 1965, he became professor 
emeritus and a consultant to the 
school’s Draper Laboratory. 

As a summer project in 1929, he 
wrote a report on work procedures 
at the Hawthorne Western Electric 
plant. This formed the basis of what 
became known as the “Hawthorne 
Experiments," which are regarded 
as the pioneering work in the field of 
operations research. 

He was best known for his work on 
electromagnetic suspensions and 
guidance systems, which he wrote 
several books about. 

He designed the guidance system 
for the S.S. Nautilus, the first sub¬ 
marine to travel under the North 
Polar ice cap. His guidance system 
designs were also used in the Apollo 
Lunar missions. 

Husband of the late Vivian (Skil- 
ton) Frazier, he leaves his wife, 
Elizabeth (Howland) Frazier; his 
daughter, Cornelia Jones of Nor¬ 
walk, Conn.; his son, Andrew S. 
Frazier of Franklin Lakes, N.J.; his 
stepsons, Dr. Bradford Howland of 
Madison, Wisconsin and Dr. Howard 
Howland of Ithaca, N.Y.; and four 
grandchildren.

long-awaited offer is 
tempted to jump at 
it, fearing the 

position might go to someone else 
who seems more eager. 

But career counselors and 
placement specialists say applicants 
have much to gain by resisting this 
understandable temptation — even in 
such a tight job market. They say job 
hunters they have counseled are 
often surprised at the salaries and 
other benefits they have attained by 
playing a bit hard to get once they 
are offered jobs. 

They add, however, that good 
negotiating build on extensive 
research of industry salaries, 
documenting in actual dollars how 
much the prospective employee has 
meant to his or her previous 
companies and projecting confidence 
— not arrogance — during 
interviews. 

“My sense is employers still, in 
some ways, expect some negotiation 
to go on, “ said Lee Ann Bennett, 
coordinator of south area 
employment services with Jewish 
Vocational Services, which has 
offices in Newton, Boston and 
Stoughton. “It often establishes an 
employer-employee relationship and 
can result in the employee getting 
more respect.” 

She said job seekers who accept a 
job offer too quickly may be 
perceived by the recruiter as 
passive. And since many jobs require 


good negotiating skills, job applicants 
who display them during an 
interview are likely to win points 
with the employer. 

It is nevertheless true that 
companies are more conscious than 
ever of financial realities and are 
driving hard bargains with new 
recruits. Experts say that while job 
seekers need to be aware of this and 
set reasonable salary goals, they 
should not let the process render 
them insecure and desperate. 

Bennett said a general guideline 
for salary negotiation is to aim for a 
figure 10 percent higher than the 
recruiter’s offer. 

Often, if an employer is unwilling 
to budge on a salary offer, he or she 
may agree to a raise within three to 
six months or might allow someone 
to work an alternative schedule. 

“1 think there is a perception 
among people that they have to take 
what they can get, and I think that’s 
an invalid perception,’’ said Brian 
Geery, who runs the Results job- 
hunt training program in Hopkinton. 
“Corporations are trying to get 
away with paying less, hut they’re 
not necessarily doing it. They realize 
it’s not worth it.” 

Geer> r pointed out that if an 
employer’s first choice for a job ends 
up rejecting an offer, he or she has 
to go back to the drawing hoard and 
negotiate with someone else who 
may not bring as much value to the 
company. 

He and other specialists 
emphasize that job seekers need to 
focus first on clinching an offer 
before ever discussing salary. Once 
offers are made, job applicants have

the edge knowing they are the 
employer’s top choice for the job. 

At that point, the applicant should 
voice his or her enthusiasm for the 
job but ask for time to think and 
come back with an answer, usually in 
the form of a counter offer with data 
supporting it. 

Geery said many of his clients are 
getting salaries that fall somewhere 
in between initial offers and their 
counteroffers. 

‘ ‘The best time to ask for a raise 
is before you start. It can’t hurt to 
ask. The hiring manager isn’t going 
to ask for the job offer back, ’ ’ said 
Geery. 

He said maximizing one’s salary 
at the beginning of a new job is 
important because all future 
increases will be based on that 
figure. 

One of Geery's clients recently 
took a customer service job and was 
able to negotiate a salary halfway 
between what she and the employer 
proposed. She also worked out a

four-day-a-week schedule allowing 
her to work 10 hours a day to get in 
her 40 hours. 

A man Geery has worked with 
landed a sales job in which he will 
earn $16,000 more over the course 
of his first year than the employer 
had offered initially. 

The client, 28-year-old Sam, who 
asked that his last name be withheld, 
said he used “delaying tactics’’ after 
he got a job offer from a Route 128 
high tech company. 

‘ The key is to know and make 
them believe you are the person 
they want. When they want you they 
want you,” he said. 

While he was hunting for a job he 
was employed by a struggling 
company at which he had survived 
several rounds of layoffs. The 
interviewer initially offered a base 
salary of $46,000 at the new 
company. 

Sam’s strategy was to say he was 
excited about the job but needed 
time to mull the offer because it was 
lower than he had hoped, though he 
did not divulge the exact amount he 
wanted until a later conversation. 

Sam eventually asked the 
recruiter out to lunch and showed 
documentation indicating he was able 
to boost his previous base salary of 
$36,000 closer to $70,000 with sales 
commissions. He got the employer 
to agree to pay him $50,000 plus an 
additional $2,000 a month in 
guaranteed commissions for the first 
four months, and another $1.000 a 
month for the next four months. 

He advised job seekers to justify 
salary demands, not with personal 
reasons for needing extra cash, but 
with an overall attitude that says, 


“That’s what I’m worth." 

“You have to keep them excited 
about you and not be pushy, but 
state your case,’’ said Sam. 

Geery said building a case for a 
bigger salary includes offering 
concrete examples of cost-savings 
and profit-building from other jobs. A 
customer service agent, for 
example, might point out how his ot¬ 
her efforts resulted in a company 
keeping a client worth $50,000. 

John Decker, who runs Career 
Counseling Network in Newton, 
agreed that people are taking pay 
cuts or accepting modest salaries 
when they don’t have to. 

“Get as good a sense as possible 
from supervisors or people who are 
in the job what a typical salary range 
is,” said Decker. 

Other sources include 
professional organizations and 
current U.S. Department of Labor

Statistics on salaries for different 
industries and regions. Some 
experts also suggest contacting 
other companies for salary 
information or even the human 
resources department in the 
company one is applying to. 

Decker further urged job seekers 
to keep up the momentum of their 
searches after getting an offer. He 
said the ideal situation is to have two 
or three offers to consider at the 
same time. Applicants can then let 
recruiters know in subtle ways they 
have the interest of other hiring 
managers 

Joyce Picard, a principal with 
Career Counseling Associates in 
Newton, said gathering salary’ 
information helps with negotiations, 
but she was less optimistic than 
other counselors about job seekers’ 
chances of getting salaries they 
want. She said those who have been 
laid off from high-level jobs have had 
the toughest time duplicating their 
salaries in new jobs. 

“I’ve worked with vice 
presidents who were making 
$70,000 and $80,000 a year, and I 
haven’t seen too many of them find 
positions," said Picard. 

She said many people at that 
salary are concerned with convincing 
recruiters' they would stay in a 
lower-paying job. 

“This is a very serious issue. It 
takes us to the whole issue of the 
oversupply of educated people,” 
said Picard. 

Geery said some older, 
experienced people who worked for 
years with one company were 
actually overpaid during the go-go 
1980s and should be prepared to 
accept less money in a new job. But 
he said they can profit as much as 
anyone else from aggressive salary 
negotiations. He also said older 
people who project enthusiasm and 
confidence have a distinct advantage 
over younger applicants. 

“There’s absolutely no way you 
can get experience other than to 
have it, and you need to explain that 
to the hiring manager.’’ he said.

Legislating contractors 

Regulations would weed out the ‘bad guys’

D espite concerns that legisla¬ 
tion to regulate the home 
improvement industry will 
cost consumers and contrac¬ 
tors time and money, the 
authors of the bill believe 
the regulations will be a springboard to 
an improved image of contractors as a 
whole. 

Although the bill has been written 
and rewritten several times, its intent 
remains the same. 

"It gives consumers a real remedy 
if they should be burned by unscrupu¬ 
lous or fly-by-night contractors,” said 
Ellen Citron, vice chairman of the 
Massachusetts Consumer Coalition, an 
umbrella organization of consumer ad

vocates across the state. 

In addition to requiring contractors 
to register with the state, the bill also 
would allow consumers with com¬ 
plaints about jobs worth up to $20,000 
to go through Small Claims Court rath¬ 
er than traditional state courts. The 
legislation also would establish a fund 
to cover damages awarded to consum¬ 
ers. The monies for that insolvency 
fund would come from a fee charged to 
the contractors. The pool would pro¬ 
vide up to $10,000 for each consumer 
who could not collect damages from 
the individual contractor. 

The legislation also would require a 
written contract between a homeown¬ 
er and a contractor for any job over 
$500. 

The bill, which was referred by the 
House to the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, has been bandied about in 
one form or another for six years. Two 
weeks ago, the House overwhelmingly 
approved the legislation. The last mod¬ 
ification, and perhaps the one with the 
teeth to get the legislation approved, 
would prohibit contractors from acting 
as mortgage brokers or agents of 
mortgage lenders. 


That provision was added by Attor¬ 
ney General Scott Harshbarger’s office 
in an effort to protect elderly and low- 
income homeowners from second- 
mortgage scams to finance home im¬ 
provements. 

"I think in large part, the public at¬ 
tention that has been created by the 
home improvement second-mortgage 
scandal has made people focus on the 
issue of remedies, has brought to their 
attention how severe the problem real¬ 
ly is,” said Robert Sherman, chief of 
the consumer protection division of the 
attorney general’s office. “We’re not 
trying to fix a problem that doesn’t ex¬ 
ist. It’s a top priority of Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Harshbarger.” 

“(The mortgage provision) makes 
it a stronger piece of legislation for 
consumers,” Citron said. 

Consumer advocates have been 
pushing for some sort of legislation be¬ 
cause consumers have been victimized 
for years, often by the same so-called 
contractors, Citron said. 

Citron, an attorney who also 
worked on the original bill drafted six 
years ago, said that in 1990, the attor-

ney general’s office logged 1,400 com¬ 
plaints against home improvement con¬ 
tractors. “That’s second only to auto¬ 
mobile complaints. It’s a pervasive, 
large problem that has to be ad¬ 
dressed,” she said. 

A day doesn’t go by, said Susan 
Grant, chairman of the Massachusetts 
Consumers Coalition, when her office 
doesn’t get a complaint about a con¬ 
tractor. 

“Home improvement complaints 
make up a large percentage of our 
complaints,” said Grant, who works 
out of the northwestern district attor¬ 
ney’s office. 

Originally, the bill called for a state- 
run arbitration process, Citron said, 
but the state doesn’t have the money 
to fund a program. 

Contractors who say they are al¬ 
ready honest would still have to pay 
into the pool to cover those who aren’t 
so responsible. 

That’s true, Citron said. “I would 
say that most contractors are honest, 
and from my knowledge about what is 
happening, most honest contractors 
are not objecting to paying into the 
pool. It would cost $100 to $500 on a

sliding scale, based on the number of 
employees. If someone had from four 
to 10 employees, it would cost $200. 
It’s fair to say a company of that size 
would have 20 jobs in a year. The cost 
would be $10 per job. That’s hardly an 
onerous burden,” she said. 

Additionally, Citron said, the con¬ 
tractors will not be reassessed unless 
the fund is depleted.

“Hopefully, it eventually shouldn’t 
get depleted because the bad guys will 
get weeded out. If the fund has to pay 
out for a contractor, the registration of 
that contractor will be revoked,” Cit¬ 
ron said. "There will be civil and crim¬ 
inal penalties if he should continue to 
practice.” 

But without further changes, the 
Home Builders Association of Massa¬ 
chusetts will not support the legisla¬ 
tion, said Garen Bresnick, executive 


vice president and general counsel for 
the association. 

In a letter sent this week to the 
Massachusetts Senate, the association 
applauded the provision that makes the 
fund a last-resort option, but still dis¬ 
agrees with the use of Small Claims 
Court as the avenue for resolving dis¬ 
putes, takes issue with the $500 ceil¬ 
ing for written contracts, claiming it 
will add unnecessary paperwork for 
small companies, and proposes several 
other changes. 

The association, sensitive to the 
bureaucracy which would have had to 
be created to empower a state-run ar¬ 
bitration board, had urged legislators 
to include a provision for a private arbi¬ 
tration service. Instead, the drafters of 
the legislation included the Small 
Claims Court provision. 

The association also states the bill 
allows the fund administrator, "in 
vague and unspecified special cases,” 
to grant more than the $10,000 award 
limit per consumer claim. Allowing ad¬ 
ditional payments, the association 
states, “will potentially reward a con¬ 
sumer who has not been prudent in se¬ 
lection of a remodeling contractor, and 
will adversely impact on legitimate and 
reputable contractors who will be re¬ 
quired to resupply the fund as it is de¬ 
pleted.” 

However, according to Citron, the 
$10,000 is the final cap. There also is a 
limit of $75,000 per award from any 
one contractor, she said.
